He said that 
if the Kaiser had occupied London 
with the Prussian Army he could not 
more completely have denationalized 
the English nation end ety. 

“While I object most violently -to 
the Americanization of England,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘I. have no ,objection to. the 
Americanization’ of America.

WASHINGTON, .Dec. 17. — The 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, which’ droused the anger of 
President Coolidge by. taking the 
lead in a.fight for a tax reduction 
of .$400,000,000, although Secretary 
Mellon had hit upon $225,000,000 as 
the maximum of safety, has again 
run counter to ‘the President’s de- 
sires, this time in the matter of Mis- 
sissippi flood control, and. there was 
much rpg re tonight about what 
steps the White House would now 
take in‘again dealing out censure to 
the great organization of business 
men, 

The chamber was: just as direct to- 
day in stating the attitude of that 
body ‘in the’ matter of flood control 
as it was when it ve its opinion 
about tax reduction, President Lewis 
EK, Pierson. announci that the .or- 
ganization had vot more than 
three to one to have the Govern- 
ment assume all costs of construc- 
tion and maintenance of the flood 
control. project and that it would 
make such recommendations to Con- 
gress. 

President, Coolidge in» his Bagesage 
to Congress went to some pains to 
emphasize his -viewpoint t the 
States should assume. part of the 
cost of reconstruction work, despite 
the fact that several members of the 
Senate and House and prominent in- 
terests in the’ area had urged 
ee him the viewpoint which the 
Chamber of Commerce now. cham- 
pions. 

There have been many rumblings | 
of discontent in Congress among rep- 
representatives of the. flood area with 
the program presented by President 
Coolidge, and.a determined fight to 
overthrow his power and make the 
Federal Government assume respon- 
sibility is almost certain to develop.

President Pierson announced that 
as a result of the referendum just 
concluded’ among its members. the 
Chamber would ask Congress to in- 
corporate the following principles in 
flood contro! legislation: 

1. The Federal Government should 
hereafter pay. the entire cost of con- 
structing and maintaining works 
necessary to control. floods of the 
lower Mississippi River. 

2. The Federal Government shoult! 
assume sole responsibility for locat- 
ing, constructing and maintaining 
such works. 

3. There should be adequate appro- 
priation to insure efficient, contini- 
ous and economic work, the funds to 
be made available as needed. 

4. Flood control of the Mississippi 
should be dealt with in szegislatioa 
and administration on its own merits 
separate and distinct from any othe! 
underteking. 

‘The vote, the announcement said, 
was taken among *‘the“Ghamber’s 
1,500. member organizations ‘on ‘the 
report of.a special committee of out- 
standing business men and engineers, 
which early in the Fall completed 
its study of the subject with a trip 
through the flooded areas, The re- 
port, it was said, was sent out to 
the membershin forty-five days ago. 
accompanied by exhaustive argu- 
ments in the negative on each of the 
committee’s preposals, so as to give 
those voting full opportunity to go 
into all phases of the subject. The 
vote was more than three to one in 
favor of: the committee’s recom- 
mendations.

Total Number. of Treatments at 
Health Service Was 26,404, Dr. 
McCastline Reports, 


The common cold is the greatest 
problem among students at Columbia 
University. and causes not, only loss 
of time from class but often failure 
in the year’s work, according to a 
report, on the Columbia University 
Health Service during the past. year 
by Dr. William H. McCastline, uni- 
versity officer, submitted yesterday 
to President Nicholas Murray Butler. 

The report shows that the, Uni- 
versity Health Office’s. total number 
of treatments for the year was 
26,404, of which 10,043 were for 
respiratory diseases. There were 
15,047 men and. 11,357 . women 

exclusive of Barnard Col- 
oo Health Service, which reported 
8,061. consultations.

serious conditions following in their 
wake,’’ Dr. McCastline says, “For

They have taken. a. crystallized 
méthod in dealing with developments 
that are not crystallized: In this 
country unique production and dis 
tribution conditions have been: cre- 
ated by business, whereas there is 
geason to believe that European con- 
ditions may have been largely gov- 
‘erned by the theories and: laws set 
f by. such economists as Adam 
Smith and John Stuart Mill. 

“The American business man has 

en b a new trail. He is not 
a statistician ‘and has not’ been gov- 
erned abstract economics. .Ac- 
cordingly, if the observer wants to 
keep his ‘reasoning. in: accordance 
with the activities of the business 
man he has fot to drop the mech- 


anism which the business man does 
not use. 


Three Phases in Business. 


“Tf this be true, the answer to the 
American: present lies in what has 
actually happened, and not in what 
the traditional economic rules set 
forth. ‘There have been three out- 
standing developments in American 
business. These aré the evolution of 
tanga the evolution of distri- 

ution: and, finally, the evolution of 
the consumer. 

“The trend toward mass production 
has been an. overwhelmingly impor- 
tant factor in the growth of our in- 
dustrial supremacy, but the trend 
toward this type of output has not 
been created entirely, as has been 
suggested, by a difference in the psy- 
chology of the American as contrast- 
ed th the European. After all, 
this country. has been populated by 
people of ropean stock, and there 
must be some influence in the coun- 
try itgelf other than the nature of 
the péople which has. been responsi- 
ble for the creation of mass output 
machinery and organization. 

“‘Mass production, in fact, has been 
spurred by scarcity of labor and a 
plethora of raw materials. As it de- 
veloped, broader markets were need- 
ed, which have been secured by h!th- 

ressure distribution at high cst. 

reater prodtiction led to gtecter 
consumption all along the line as 
the absorption qualities of this, a 
pioneer, country grew. 

“To enlarge the demand still fur- 
ther, stress has been increasingly 
placed on desirability rather than 
actual need. As the manufacturer 
leaves the realm of actual needs in 
the merchandise he oduces and 
stresses desirability, @ more in- 
petative it has become that the con- 
sumer have his interest aroused. 
Thus the American public has been 
developed into skilled consumers. 

“When the Government placed a 
iacee tax on excess profits, another 
influence of tremendous importrance 
was injected into the distribution 
situation. Business men decided to 
use part of those profits in sales or- 
ganization and advertising cam- 
paigns. Thus, still more effective 
standards in creating and stimulating 
consumer desire were set up. 

“From 1921 to the present year, 
and the indications are that it will 
continue into next, there has been 
pronounced industrial activity, with 
2 pros yetion in dollars exceeding 
that of the war years, which was ac- 
complished in spite of no rise in com- 
modity prices, a phenomena) develop- 
ment in. itself. 


Money Not the Answer. 


“What is the answer? It is not 
money.,. Gold stocks are large, but 
the.chief effect of money on business 
comes when it acts as deterrent be- 
cause of high rates and not when it 
is cheap. It is not mass production, 


because our e Mipment is comparable 
to that of 19 . Bord, the great- 
est exponent of mass production, was 
idle guring sneks of 1927, affording 
evidence that mass production alorie 
does not solve the problem, but that 
other important factors also enter, 

“The answer is found in huge ad- 
hina! ope scientific selling and the 
constant replenishment that is need- 
ed because of changes in style. The 
latter development brings about a 
condition where manufacturers are 
not. waiting for depreciation to pro- 
duce new customers. Rapid intro- 
ductions of new styles are creatin 
a continuously active demand. Jade 
appetites are being whetted, and 
‘keeping up with the Joneses’ is un- 
doubtedly a powerful tonic to present 
business. 

“To this creation of desire has 
been added the tremendous effect of 
instalment selling, which has greatly 
increased the number of potential 
consumers for any one item. The 
consumer’s fear of high unit prices 
has been reduced by what might be 
termed ‘fractionalization.’ 

“But with it all has come a con- 
flict between high cost selling and 
mass production. Manufacturers are 
faced on the one hand with hand-to- 
mouth buying and on the other by 
the necessity of maintaining contin- 
uous produc a“

STYLE 10 THE FORE 


IN FLOOR COVERINGS 


Decorator. Explains How New 
Trend Can Be Used to 
Promote Sales. 


> 


So much attention is being paid to 
the style element in floor coverings 
nowadays that it is rapidly becoming 
one of the most important points in 
the selling of rugs and carpets. Not 
a few progressive retailers, however, 
appear to be having trouble in apply- 
ing to their merchandising and ad- 
vertising activities the idea of style 
as used in. connection: with : these 
goods. 

Style in this sense, according to 
Mrs.: Ethel .M.. Kremer, director of 
the-Home Decoration Service of the 
Bigelow-Hartford Carpet Company, 
does not necessarily refer to what is 
new, but rather to the type or period 
of design. Selling style in rugs and 
carpets, she pointed out yesterday, 
means selling’ floor coverings in 
which. the style. of design is a com- 


plement to that of the room’s fur- 
nishings. 


“As applied to selling home fur- 
nishings,’’ Mrs. Kremer continued, 


‘style should: be associated with a 


period or cotthtry, or with the hame 
of an artisan-designer or monarch. 
Some rooms are furnished in the 
Elizabethan, Directoire, Victorian 
and Italian style. Others are French 
rooms, or rooms furnished in the 
style of the Adam brothers. Stilt 
others are of the Colonia) or the 
eighteenth century English type, or, 
in the present day, indicative of the 


so-calléd art moderne. 


‘‘With the exception of the ultra- 
modern skyscraper pieces, almost all 
of the furniture on the market today 
is an expression—either good or bad— 
of Geaiens made by cr men of the 
past. hatever we may think and 
talk about other home furnishings, 
we remain true to the past in our 
adherence to period styles in furni- 
ture. To a large extent this is also 
true of rug designs.’’ 

Mrs. Kremer went on to say that 
style in color is another matter, and 
that in this direction designers have 
become miore venturesome. This is 
indicated, she said, by the fact that 
the ‘‘art moderne’’ trend has already 
become noticeable in floor coverings. 
In plain carpets, also, modern color 
trends are seen. 

“Special new colors in. plain and 
small figured oe tr are in great 
vogue at present,’’ Mrs. Kremer 
went on, ‘'Green, egeplant and 
henna are: examples of the colors 
which have a modern -style value 
that can readily be used as a sellin 
point. Out of this new trend in col- 
ors may come the creation of rug 
and carpet designs so original in 
form as to become known as typical- 
ly twentieth century.” 

Retail rug salesmen, in Mrs. Krem- 
er’s opinion, should follow the lead 
of the furniture salesmen and talk 
more-about style of design. Naming 
the style of the design, she said, 
often interests the customer and 
clinches the sale, By posting them- 
Selves on the typesof rug design that 
will make the correct. background 
for certain styles of furniture, sales- 
men will be able to increase their 
sales through the ability it will give 
them to settle doubts that may arise 
in the minds of customers on this 
point. 

**Where the rooms of a prospective 
customer have in them a combina- 
tion of furniture styles and the gap 
between the periods is not too 
great,” Mrs. Kremer concluded, 
‘the well-posted salesman should, 
through skillful questioning, learn 
the general character of the pieces,

PUBLIC IS “SCIENCE: WISE” 


If Stores’ Fall to ‘Use Analysis 
Consumers May 
‘Do So. 


Can research, : properly applied, 
produce in the. -retail-field the far- 
reaching results which its application 
in industry Has achieved during the 
last:ten or fifteen years? It can; in 
the opinion of Maurice Holiend, Di- 
rector of the Division of Engineering 


and Industrial Research of the Na. 


tional Research ‘Council. In a@ dis: 
cussion of the matter yesterday Mr. 
Holland cited instances of what re- 
search has. done jin both, industry 
and trade, and advanced ‘reasons 
why résearch in. the retail field is not 
only desirable but ‘necessary if con- 
sumers are to'continue satisfied with 
the services rendered them by stores 
in return for their patronage. 

“One of the most generally inter- 
esting examples of what research can 
do in industry, that I can call to 
mind,” Mr. Holiand said, ‘“‘deals with 
a certain man who: had a new idea 
for a chewing gum. About a year 
and a half is man wert to the 
New York office of one of the biggest 
advertis agencies in the country 
and told the executives with whom 
he. talked,-what. he. had in mind, It 
concerned the production of a chew- 
ing..gum. witha flavor hitherto un- 
thought of;-and it was hailed as the 
first revolutionary idea expressed in 
that field in fifteen years. 

“What followed? Hardly’ had the 
idea been explained when the 
agency’s -marketing experts were 
b on the preliminaries of a survey 
to. determine the price at which su 
@ gum would sell best, the best name 
for it, the style of package in which 
it could best be distributed, and so 
on. Pag —, one veo hep m the 
group .seiz @ pencil a egan 
sketching advertising layouts, On 
the strength of e enthusiasm 
shown, the head of the agency de- 
clared his ‘willingness to devote 
$10,000 to a. market survey. 


Asked for Research First. 


“At this point the originator of 
the idea called a halt. He announced 
his intention of maintaining techni- 
cal control.of the project. He coun- 
tered the willingness to spend $10,000 
on a market survey with the sugges- 
tion that ,instead, $1,000 be devoted 
to technical research in order to as- 
sure the production of a rfect 
product. Such research, he explained, 
would determine how.long the r- 
ticular flavor in question would last, 
whether such gum would keep. well 
in stock, whether it would stick. to 
ay paper in which it was wrapped, 


C. 

“The $1,000 fund was supplied-and 
the Pennsylvania State College lab- 
oratory was commissicned to work 
out a technically perfect chewing 
gum. After a year’s research it be- 
Came evident that the technology of 
the entire gum manufacturing field 
had been, hopelessly overlooked by 
the biggest producers in the business. 
Matters have tig erage 80 well that 
a patent for the new gun has been 
applied. for.. Incidentally, the re- 
search workers’ attacks on the fla- 
voring of this gum result in the de- 
velopment of a by-product which will 
more than pay a hundred times over 
the cost of the entire research. 

“A second result has been that the 
directors of this agency are now ar- 
dent supporters of the idea of tech- 
nical research. They now have on 
the staff a research adviser who 
‘sits in’ with the marketing and 
other experts whenever something 
new to handle comes up. Further 
than this, the routine procedure of 
this agency has been changed to the 
extent that the research adviser has 
his say first. It may not be amiss 
to say that the research program 
which developed the gum in question 
has resulted in the production of 
some of the most unique and dra- 
matic ‘copy’ which that agency has 
ever turned out.’’ 

In outlining the need of research 
in the retail field, Mr. Holland first 
asserted that one of the principal 
reasons for work of this kind is that 
consumers have in very large num- 
bers become ‘‘science wise.’’ Conse- 
quently, he said, the man in. the 
street must be played up to’ more 
than ever before. 

“It. is not difficult. to show that 
many consumers are now more anx- 
fous about what they are getting for 
their money than was the case a dec- 
ade ago,’’ Mr. Holland continued. 
“In those days, when a man went 
into a store to buy a suit of clothes 
he bought it if the color, style and 
price were satisfactory to him. Now, 
however, this man is very likely first 
to ask the clerk if the suit is made 
of a good woolen fabric. 


Customer Shown Report. 


‘The: other day a man I know 
asked that question and received an 
affirmative answer from the clerk. 


He then asked the clerk how he 
could prove it... Instead of trying the 
old stunt of pulling out a thread and 
tryi to burn the wool, the clerk 
asked the customer to come with 
him to another part of the store. 
There the customer was shown a re- 
port on the fabric that had been 
made by a well-known testing lnbora- 
tory. On the strength of ‘this. the 
eustomer bought the suit, but, the 
clerk had sold: him more-than that. 
He had sold the customer confidence 
in the store and its merchandise, 
which is exactly the purpose of re- 
search in the retail field. 

““Far-sighted retailers see this. 
Some of.them have installed their 
own research laboratories; others 
are having: merchandise tested. by 
outside laboratories. There appears 
to be no reason win progressive res- 
ident buyers cannot ‘put the idea to 
work as part of their service for 
their clients, 

‘"There is no. question in my mind 
that if the stores fail to take u 
research in a serious way, even. wi 
the idea of protecting themselves at 
the same time they protect their cus-

LACK OF WILL HALTS 
PROPERTY TRANSFER 


Companies Will Not Insure Titles 
to Holdings of Persons Who 
Die Intestate. 





Owners of real estate and prospec- 
tive buyers from estates were warned 
last week that the title of most real 
estate left by a man who dies in- 
testate is unmarketable for a ‘period 
of about eighteen months. Daniel 
McNamara, Brooklyn lawyer, gave 
the warning in the course of a lec- 
ture on ‘“‘Leaving a Will’’ before the 
James R. Murphy School of Real 
Estate at 56 Vesey Street. 

“This title feature has upset some 
very large real estate deals,’’ Mr. 
McNamara said, ‘‘Title companies 
invariably will hold that titles to real 
property belonging to the estate of a 
person who died without leaving a 
will are non-insurable. Such parcels 
are non-marketable. because. any 
debts left by the deceased ‘may’ be- 
come liens upon the property. 

A sag lesson to be learned is. two- 
old 

**1. If you possess any real prop- 
erty—or any cash or other poral 
foe that matter—make a will 

“2. Remember that when you buy 
propery or try to sell property em- 

roiled in legal proceedings incident 
to the settlement of the estate of a 
deceased person who has left no will 
you may not get the property and 
you may lose your. purchase, money. 
in the bargain. 

“Much evil will. be avoided if all 
real property owners can be per- 
suaded to make a.will empowerin 
executors to sell property. his: wil 
leave the title clear and marketable. 
But this is not all. A great deal of 
money will be saved to the heirs 
which otherwise must be paid out 
in the form of administrator’s fees, 
bond premiums, &c,. In small estates 
the expenses of administration are 
far out of proportion to the size of 
the estate left.” 

Mr. McNamara said that his work 
in drawing wills and in assisting in 
the settlement of estates showed that 
there was a growing tendency on the 
part of wealthy men to pick up good 
properties and to lease them out for 
long periods of years, so that their 
children could be left well provided 
for in the matter of income, but 
with very little liquid cash with 
which to be ‘‘foolish.’’ 

The final lecture before the holi- 
days will be delivered next Sucedey 
evening by Chauncey Miller, an off 
cer of the North British Mercantile 
Insurance Company, who will talk 
on the relationship of insurance to 
real property.

ARBITRATION GAINING 
DESPITE OPPOSITION =: 


L. K. Comstock of Building Con- 
gress Says Benefit Comes From 
Backing by Court. 


The real benefit of arbitration in 
business disputes lies in the fact that 
the award or decision can be made 
a judgment of the Supreme Court of} ai 
New York State, according to L. K. 
Comstock, Chairman of the Arbitra- 
tion Committee of the New York 
Building Congress, speaking at a 
luncheon meeting of the organization 
last week, 

“Thé Supreme Court Justice under 
the old arbitration clause can inquire 
into the methods of the discussion 
which produced a judgment, but if 
the clause contains reference to the 
law of .1920,and:the procedure set up 
by the Building Congress Court then 
that Justice can only inquire as to 
whether such ,procedure was fol- 
lowed out,’’ said Mr. Comstock, ‘‘and 
proof must be shown that the award 
was obtained by prejudice or fraud 
on the part of the arbitrators before 
that judgment can be set aside. 

"The American Arbitration Asso- 
ciation is the father of all these mod- 
ern methods of arbitration. It is 
supported very largely by voluntary 
contributions. Its purposes are: 

“*1,. The. orderly and scientific or- 
ganization of the arbitration remedy 
throughout each industry and around 
each community, using as a medium 
the trade association. 

“2. The better. organization and 
financing of trade associations and 
the development of intertrade rela- 
tions committees as a condition prece- 
dent to intertrade tribunals. 

“3. The-enactment of uniform State 


arbitration laws with a view to the 
enforceability of arbitration. agree- 
ments and awards, with a stay of 
proceedings pending arbitration. 

The etension of the use of arbi- 
tration clauses in. contracts, espe- 
cially in States having modern arbi-|P 
tration statutes. 

“5. The standardization of the ad-/o 
ministration of arbitral procedure. 

“In spite of all the objections of 
the legal profession to arbitration, it 
is making progress. There are 338 
arbitration courts in. existence: in 
States which have the arbitration 
law. Eighty of them are in New 
York City alone, the Building Con- 
gress’ being one of these.”

LABORITES SHOCKED 


But After Snowden’s Defiance 
on British Surtax They Pro- 
mote Him in Party Councils. 


NAVAL RIPPLE FADES OUT 


Little Is Heard in Criticism of 
Coolidge Program—A Ques- 
tion of Color in Ties.

LONDON, Dec. .17.—Britain this 
week witnessed the always interest- 
ing spectacle of. Ajax. defying the 
lightning. 

It was a political Ajax, and the 
lightning defying was that of the 
Jove of his own party. Ajax was the 
Right Hon. Philip Snowden, Chan- 
cellor of ‘the Exchequer in Britain’s 
first Labor Government, and Jove 
was. the.Right Hon. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, who was the head of that 
Government, and who, despite innu- 
merable reports.of his loss of power 
on account of enfeebled health and 
growing inability to control the more 
restive sections of his following, re- 
mains .the one man to. whom at.a 
critical juncture all ranks of Labor 
turn with the confident expectation 
of safe guidance and sound judg- 
ment. 

For a time this week it was thought 
in some quarters that Mr. Snowden 
and Mr. MacDonald had taken up 
positions which would cleave the So- 
cialist Party in twain. Earlier in the 
year the Labor conference passed 
resolutions in favor of a surtax on 
unearned incomes, designed to bring 
about reduction of the national debt 
and at the same time provide for the 
extension of social services, which is 
a fundamental plank in the Socialist 
platform. 

Mr. MacDonald welcomed the sur- 
tax proposals on both. grounds. The 
reduction of the: natiorial debt: is a 
desideratum of ‘all parties. It would 
make a special: appeal to Liberal 
opinion, one of whose main griev- 
ances against. the Conservative Gov- 
ernment is its-apparent inability to 
tackle the problem of the growth of 
the national expenditure at the root. 


Snowden’s Cold Douche. 


The extension of social services, 
coupled with alleviation of the food 
taxes which bore heavily on the poor, 
presented aspects of popular appeal 
which would gather in millions of 
votes at a general election. The 
Labor leaders exulted in the discov- 
ery of this latest specifie for curing 
the ailments of the body -politic. At 
the very height of their exultation 
Mr. Snowden poured a douche. of 
very cold water on -their ardor. He 
did not go so far as to say the sur- 
tax was'a quack nostrum, which, far 


from curing, might-conceivably com- 
plicate the diseases for which they 
sought a remedy, but made it clear 
that it could never be a universal 
panacea. 

The shock was great. There was 
some disposition at the outset to 
brand Mr. Snowden ‘as recreant and 
false to the principles he professed 
and faint-hearted in the practice of 
the true Socialistic faith. ories and 
Liberals exulted*in their turn. ‘There 
was a breach in the Labor ranks. 
Jove would hurl his thunderbolts at 
Ajax, and if and when the Labor 
Party came to power again it would 
have to hunt high and low to find 
another Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

It was possibly because of this very 
exultation in e opposition camps 
that Labor pulled itself up sharply on 
the edge of a precipice over which it 
was supposed to be falling. It real- 
ized that to lose Philip Snowden 
‘would be to lose half the coming elec- 
toral battle. Mr. Snowden’s record as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer is One of 
its greatest assets. He stands for 
sound as well as progressive finance, 
and apart from. a moiéty of extrem- 
ists the general body of British Labor 
recognizes that real progress can 


only be made upon. sound founda- 
tions. a

DAIREN 1S THRIVING 
PORT ARTHUR DYING 


The ‘Former. Manchurian:City ts 
Growing Large-and Rich, While 
' Latter Is Falling Into Decay.

JAPAN -“CONTROLS** BOTH 


Dairen’ Is the Pivot’ of Her Plans 
of Commercial Development, but 
Russia: May ‘Prove an Obstacle.

DAIREN; South Manchuria, Nov. 
14,—Dairen and Port Arthur furnish 
material for a tale of. two, cities that 

is filled with striking contrasts. 

Dairen, is prosperous; growing rap- 
idly, hopeful for the future. It is the 
pivot of Japan’s great schemes for. 
the further development. of .Man- 
churia and Inner Mongolia. 

Port Arthur, is stagnating, growing 
smaller, and the only hopes it has 
are the remembered lost hopes of the 
vanished . Russian .régime,.. which 
planned ‘to make. the, city. the north- 
ern rival of Shanghai. 

Twenty-three years ago, at the 
opening of the Russo-Japanese War, 
Dairen boasted one main street and 
an unfinished breakwater. Its har- 
bor was heavily silted. It had less 
than 18,000. inhabitants. Today the 
census shows 212,000 people living 
here. 

Port Arthur twenty-three years ago 
boasted more than 100,000 people, of 
whom, exclusive of garrison troops, 
80,000 were Russians. The magnifi- 
cent landlocked harbor was busy 
with naval and commercial shipping, 
and the hills surrounding the city 


bristled with forts which supposedly 
made it impregnable. 


Only Five Whites There Now. 


Today Port Arthur has less than 
25,000 inhabitants, all Chinese and 
Japanese except five ‘white “persons. 
There is not a Russian left in the 
place. The harbor is silting rapidly. 
Only small coasting ships put into the 
port, and the “impregnable’”’ forts 
are, for the most part, tumbied ruins 
marked with memorial monuments, 
the. Mecca for Japanese tourists, who 
come. to see the battlefields upon 
which tens of. thousands of their 
countrymen died nearly a quarter of 
a century agdi fiir! got 

Dairen, the Japanese admit with 
pride, is a beautiful and ‘well-built 
modern’ city, but they! add). regret- 
fully, that. it. has‘ne-soul,’' By this 


they mean that it is not beautiful in| 


the same manner in which Japan is 
beautiful and that it has no age-old 
associations and traditions. 

It may: have no soul, but if the 
charge is true then, most of the 
thriving new cities in the Middle 
West ‘and Far West also lack souls, 
for Dairen strongly resembles any or 
all of them. 

The small, old Russian section is 
reminiscent of Europe in its archi- 
tecture. The Chinese section, except 
for a’ measure of sanitation enforced 
by the Japanese authorities, is‘ as 
ugly and squalid as the Chinese sec- 
tion of Shanghai or ‘Tientsin. 


Japan Section Up to Date. 


The Japanese section boasts fine, 
wide streets, well paved and clean; 
a street car service better than any 
to be found on the American Pacific 
Coast; attractive, well-kept parks; 
handsome official and business build- 
ings; efficient light and water ser- 
vices, and miles and miles of new 
“foreign style’? homes and apart- 
ment houses. 

Of Dairen’s 212,000 people only 
about 400 are white foreigners. About 
78,000 are Japanese and the rest are 
Chinese. But the Japanese unques- 
tionably ‘‘run the whole show.”’ 

Though old Port Arthur is the 
seat of the Japanese Government of 
the leased: territory of 1,300 square 
miles at the tip of Liaotung Penin- 
sula, Dairen is the great import.and 
export city for all of Manchuria, and 
in point of foreign -ton e is now 
the second port in all of ina. 

Dairen’s future may be guessed at 
from the fact that Manchuria has 
now only 26,000,000 acres of land un- 
der cultivation, and has 40,000,000 
acres of virgin soil as rich as that 
now producing bumper crops.

HAVE GOOD CHANCE 


Patent Commissioner’s Aide 
Says Research Organizations 
Do Not Limit the Individual. 


NEW IDEAS ARE IN DEMAND 


Washington Official Points to the 
Vacuum Cleaner and Important 
Radio Inventions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17:—A lively 
controversy has been started here by 
the recent declaration of Maurice 
Holland, director of the Division of 
Engineering and Industrial Research 
of the National Research Council, at 
a luncheon in New York that the in- 
dependent inventor today has little 
chance against the formidable. re- 
search organizations: of modern in- 
dustry. 

William A. Kinnan, First Assistant 
Patent Commissioner, attacked the 
‘statement made~by Mr. Holl end 
pointed: to the invention of the 
principle of the vacuum cleaner 
and some of the more important 
radio inventions, to back up. his 
contentions. 

“The day of the independent in- 
ventor has not passed,’’ said Mr. 
Kinnan. “The opportunities: for 
profitable invention are not confined 
to the laboratories of great corpo- 
rations. The ‘industrial world is 
seeking eagerly for new inventions 
from. which profits.can be made, and 
the field is open equally to the ‘in- 
ventor who is dependent upon his 
own resources and to the inventor 
working in a research laboratory. 

‘*By those who are not in full pos- 
session of the facts, the statement 
sometimes is made that ‘the day of 
the genius in the garret’ is done. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The fallacy grows from a 
vague realization the increasingly 
impo-tant part organized scientific 
research is playing, and. the natural 
tendency is toward overemphasis. 


New Demands on Inventors. 


“Tt is true that as our industrial 
system becomes more and more 
complex, it becomes more necessary 
that a. man who would make any dis- 
tinct advance must knew thoroughly 


all that has gone before in the par- 
ticular art to which he is applying 
himself, and must know, too, what 
has been done and what is being 
done in related fields. 

‘re must have at his command re- 
sources and facilities for tests and 
experiments such as often are not 
possible to the inventor who must 
rely. upon himself alone. This is 
necessary so that his improvements 
can be applied to exlating machines 
and processes with a minimum of 
distinction or abandonment of things 
already in use. 

“Tt is not so many years ago, how- 
ever, that a man. walked into a pat- 
ent attorney’s office,.opened up a 
box and sprinkled some dust from 
it on the floor. ‘Then he plugged a 
wire into an electric light socket, 

assed a machine over the dust and 
the dust disappeared. In duc time 
a patent was issued and a great in- 
dustry bey A born. ne oo man Racy not 
employ: y a great corporation, nor 
had he worked out the idea of the 
vacuum cleaner in a laboratory. 

“We are accustomed to think of 
radio as. something developed exclu- 
sively by great corporations. But is 
it? Take the feed-back circuit, for 
example. There is a dispute as to 
who was the first inventor. Arm- 
strong, one of the claimants, was a 
student at Columbia University. 
When he worked out the invention, 
his. father refused to help him and 
commanded the young man to drop 
it and go to work at something use- 
ful. et it was a great invention 
and a successful one. Or take the 
Neutrodyne, another highly success- 
ful and profitable invention. The 
inventor, tine, was a college 
professor. 


Pioneer Inventions Lead Here. 


“It probably is true that most of 
our pioneer inventions. have been 
made by° men not ‘on the inside,’

-— ~Gontinued-on-Page Six, 





ATTACKS OPERATION 
OF MATERNITY ACT 


Medical Association Article 
Sees Federal Domination of 
Intrastate Activities. 


DENIES RIGHT OF CONTROL 


Says Sheppard-Towner Act Was 
Intended to Reduce Deaths of 
Mothers and Infants. 


The administration -of the Shep- 
pard-Towner act for the promotion 
of maternity and infant welfare and 
hygiene is serving to enlarge Federal 
domination over intrastate. activi- 
ties, according to an article just pub- 
lished. by the American Medical As- 
sociation Bulletin. 
written by Dr. W. C. Woodward and 
J. W. Holloway Jr., of the Bureau of 
Legal Medicine and 
the association. 

After. pointing out that while the 
law does not specifically define the 
terms “maternity”: and-<\int ! 
article quotes statements by ‘the 
sponsors. of the act in Congr 
show that it was intended to reduce 
the number of maternal deaths inci- 
dent to childbirth and the number 
of deaths of infants under one year 
of age. 

The article then cites the approval 
by the Board of Maternity and In- 
fant Hygiene of plans submitted by 
some of the. cooperating States for 
activities. ‘‘seemingly remote from 
those named in the act.’’ 


Sees Domination in States. 


“The act seems to have been in- 
tended only to provide funds through 
which, Federal officers could domi- 
nate health activities immediately re- 
lated to maternal and infant hy- 





-giene,’’ says the article. 


“Here.one can see from official 
records how funds so provided have 
been used to acquire the right of su- 
pervision and control over special 
work for the boys’ and girls’ clubs 
at the State fair in Colorado; over 


the activities of the State health of- 
ficer in Kentucky; over the exam- 
ination of milk, of water and of spec- 
imens submitted for determination as 
to the presence of hookworms and 
other parasites in Louisiana; over a 
survey of crippled children in Mary- 
land; over the activities of a labora- 
tory technician in Montana; over a 
survey of certain milk bf guar phat 
New Mexico; over orthopedic clinics 
and certain duate medical 
education in New York; over pedia- 
trician fellowships in Ohio; over the 
activities .of a milk technician in 
South Carolina; over scholarships for 
nurses in Virginia; and so on. 

“That the activities named are ac- 
tivities in which the States may 

roperly engage no one can deny. 
That such activities within a Sta 
should be. supervised and controlled 
by Federal. officers may. well 
denied. * * * 

“The Constitution gives to the Fed- 
eral Government almost unlimited 
taxing power.. It gives to the States 
almost unlimited power to protect 
and promote the health of their peo- 

le, free from Federal interference. 
Te page peri chee act . consti- 
tutes a device through which the 
right, of the Federal vernment to 
tax and the ctERt of the State to 
contro! its own health activities may 
be bartered one for the. other. 

“The Federal Government, 
through its taxing wers, collects 
money either directly or. indirectly 
from the people. of the several 
States. Through the Sheppard-Tow- 
ner Maternity act it agrees to pay 
back to the people of the States, on 
certain conditions, some or all of 
the money thus tak 
eases more. the return of: such 
money the Federal Government off- 
sets or negatives the collection of it 
by taxation in the first instance.

_ Announcement. of the delegates 
from, the United States to the Inter- 
national Conference at Havana, Jan.

Pepper, United States. Mr. Pepper, 
connected with the work from the 
beginning, was made Chairman.

Havens, Keith and Briano, was 
chosen to consider and recommend 
routes. Other meetings being held 
and much work accomplished, a re- 
port has been adopted for presenta- 
tion to the. coming conference at 
Havana.

PARIS, Dec. 17.—Poliitcally and 
commercially Paris is the doldrums. 
parliamentarians and business men 
have reached the stage of profound 
dejection, and if one were to pay at- 
tention to them alone he would reach 
the conclusion quickly that France 
‘was in a very sorry situation. 

The spectacles through which those 
two large groups view the outlook 
may be, however, slightly tinted. 
Nearly all parliamentarians are 
suffering the acutest fears that they 
will not be re-elected next Spring, 
while the commercial world “has 
reached full consciousness that the 
great days of cheap production and 
clamorous ‘purchasers have ended.

Grounds for Politicians’ Fears. 


For the politicians’ fears there are 
some grounds. They have just voted 
the biggest budget France has.ever. 
faced., The-final:word has yet tobe 
said by the Senate and Chamber, but 
at the very. best these unfortunate 
parliamentarians have little comfort 
except in the sense of duty done. 
With Premier Poincaré Neg Nd 
them on they voted over 42,500,000,- 
000 francs of taxation on the coun- 
try during the coming twelve-month, 
and besides that the State must raise 
from monopolies and other sources 
another 9,000,000,000 for the sinking 
fund, and every citizen has to con- 


tribute apparently endlessly. to city 
upkeep.

The Battle for the Franc. 


The battle for the franc has 
reached the stage of the trench. In 
August, 1926, when Marshal Poin- 
caré took command the Battle of the 
Marne was won. - Fourteen millions 
of next taxation were flung into the 
field, and everybody breathed. relief, 
because ‘the day was saved. It was 
a splendid beginning. 

Pon gem poe that ‘single effort 
was not enough. From the start the 
Premier. warned every one that. it 
was going to be a jong war and a 
tough: one. His generalship in those 
early days was glittering. With a 
speed and success which surprised 
the whole world he drew new. re- 
sources from all kinds of unexpected 
places. 

The country rose cheering to help 
him. There was a kind of general 
mobilization of every man’s resources 
and the invading forces were driven 
back from the frontier. But that was 
eighteen months.ago. During the last 
twelve months of that time France 
remained: stable -as a result of these 
brilliant manoeuvrings, but now it 
has to be kept there by stubborn in- 
fantry work. 

Among the infantrymen who have 
to bear the brunt there ‘are grum- 
blings and. squeals. The universal 
business complaint is that the franc 
is too high. Certainly prices are too 
high, and buyers: are sulking.’ Not 
even the most marvelous window dis- 
plays and. brilliant illuminations. in 
the big shop fronts and whole streets 
which the tradespeople are indulging 
pPeME Su MBs eelabel-am lib acd et:to1-) em 
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Nothing Left for Luxuries. 


With everybody having to pay such 
high taxes there is nothing left for 
luxury shopping, even at Christmas 
time. Nor is the shopkeeper wholly 
to blame. He, too, has taxes to meet, 
most numerous and vexatious taxes. 
So long as he is as hard hit as. at 
present he cannot easily lower prices 
and.so long as he does not lower his 
prices he cannot get his customers 
back. 

In his defense it must be said that 
his profits are not any longer such 
as to sustain the charge that he is 
unduly. profiteering. Take, for in- 
stance, the extreme example of a 
Montmartre night club. In the bills 
of the Sacred Mountain the price. of 
champagne and whisky would make 
a New York bootlegger’s fortune. 
One hundred and eighty francs, or 
$7, is the price demanded for'a bottle 
of champagne -vhich costs in the 
shops $1.50. That price, of. course. 
includes music and entertainment. of 
the most approved modern sort, with 
dolls for the ladies, and little bats 
and cotton balls to play with. 

Then to the bill is added a little 
luxury tax of 60 francs, about $2.50, 
and, worst iniquity of all, a stamp of 
50 cents; so that the cheapest eve- 
ning. out with only one bottle costs 
$10, of which the Government. gets 
at least $3 and the City of Paris $1. 

Yet, even with ontmartre at 
Broadway. prices and everybody 
stumbling. and. rather panicky. as to 
whether the budget is going to re- 
main really balanced and the franc 
will retain its ‘value there seems al- 
ways .to be people up. on the hill 
frolicking, and they.are not Ameri- 
cans only, but Frenchmen. Perhaps 
they’ are ‘not so numefous as the 
were, yet there are always enoug 
of them to crowd all the well-run 

laces and spill over their surplus 
Tato those of less repute. 

This beginning of ‘hard: times has 
not resulted. only in squeals. It- has 
started. up the old trench spirit of 
dogged endurance and ‘light-hearted 
reorganization. In the business world 
there isa new and better movement 
toward organization and cooperation. 
Their ranks are closing up, and 
whatever the results of the next elec- 
tions there is fairly certain to be re- 
turned’ to the Chamber’ a majority 
with a mandate to protect and fight 
for French industries everywhere 
and prevent this country being the 
ore ground of other people's ex- 
ports.

BERLIN, Dec. 17.—German mon- 
archistic stock has enjoyed quite a 
little boom during the last week. 
Republican values were hammered 
from several quarters,’ even Chan- 
cellor Marx going out of his way 
to disavow the republican complex- 


ion of his own party, the Catholic 
Centre. 

Veteran traders in German politics, 
nevertheless, consider the bull move- 
ment:in monarchism highly specu- 
lative and ephemeral. National in- 
vestment in any wildcat enterprise 
such as restoration of the Hohen- 
zollern:. empire; it: is. generally felt, 
is highly. improbable. 

Manipulations of.the political mar- 
ket. began: with the widely adver- 
tised visit of Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia aboard the German Republic’s 
cruiser Berlin. prior to its departure 
on:-a: round-the-world voyage. When 
word _ reached the Wilhelmstrasse 
that the Kaiser’s.-brother had been 
received in too royal a fashion, the 
Berlin’s Commander was called 
home forthwith to explain matters. 
The inquiry is still proceeding.

Marx Causes Consternation. 


Meanwhile, it has leaked out that 
for. some time before the cruiser in- 
cident Henry, who hitherto had been 
deemed one of few ‘‘non-political’’ 
members of his family, at a festivity 
in the Imperial ‘Yacht Club at Kiel 
sternly commanded the naval’ band 
for the occasion to play old royalist 
songs. despite the objection raised 
by the bandmaster, who draws his 
pay from the republic. 

It was only a few days later that 
the Chancellor, at a party conven- 
tion in Berlin, described the Centre 
as ‘‘neither a monarchistic nor a 
republican party,’’ declaring that it 
had been constitutional under the 
monarchy as well as under the pres- 
ent régime. 

This pronouncement inevitably 
caused consternation. among those 
who had supported the Centrist 
leader as the common candidate of 
the united republican rties (of 
course, including the Centre) for 
President in the campaign that led 
to. the election of President von Hin- 
denburg. .Why Chancellor Marx so 
suddenly saw fit thus to soft pedal 
his republicanism nobody knows.

Westarp Creates Another Stir. 


The same day Count Westarp, head 
of the German Nationalist Party, in 
a speech at Magdeburg firmly de- 
clared: ‘‘We are and remain monar- 
chistic.’’ 

He hastened to add that fulfillment 
of his party’s desire in this respect 
was but a distant goal. Neverthe- 
less, his remarks aroused consider- 


able surprise, because Nationalists 
several months previously had ceased 
altogether to blow the royalist trum- 
pet and indeed, since four of their 
representatives hold portfolios in the 
Government of the republic they 
seemed to have become almost recon- 
ciled with the democratic order. »> 

Still more significant than any of 
these. monarchistic . manifestations 
has been the attitude revealed in the 
goat few days by the Prussian courts.

Despite the, oft-revealed -reaction- 
ary tendency of its officers, the Ger- 
man. Navy. continues to be the Re- 

ublic’s pet. While the Finance Min- 
ster is proclaiming the ‘urgent need 
for governmental economy and. his 
own firm resolve to cut, expenditure 
to an indispensable minimum, the 
German budget: for the’ coming: fis- 
cal year. contains the. first instal- 
ment, 9,000,000 marks, for the con- 
struction of a new armored cruiser 
which. it is estimated will cost: alto- 
gether 80,000,000 marks.

Admittedly, the German Navy to- 
day, and indeed, for all time to come 
if. the Versailles Treaty is. observed, 
cannot hope to operate 
other naval powers either offensively 
or defensively. One additional war- 
ship will not alter the Reich’s infe- 
riority at sea. Only a very elaborate 
building program could do this. 

Therefore, the average German 
asks, what is the use of throwing 
money away on cruisers? What he 
overlooks is that the German, Gov- 
ernment, not. unreasonably, regards 
the general disarmament foreseen at 
Versailles as illusory in view of the 
lack of. progress toward this goal 
recorded at Geneva, and so it feels 
that Germany will some day have 
the moral right; to rearm, and. that 
she Ps be obliged to exercise’ that 


right. 

To that end, modern warships are 
essential, since only through them 
can adequate technical ‘training be 
provided for the officers and lors 
who must constitute the framework 
Ho the far larger naval force of the 
uture. 





Calls Berlin Safer Than London. 

In.a report sent out by the German 
Nationai Central Office for the Pro- 
motion of Travel it is asserted that 
the chances of being injured in a 
street accident in Berlin are five 
times smaller than in London. It ‘s 
stated that while recent. statistics 
show 274 persons hurt in traffic ac- 
eidents per week in London, only 
twenty-six per week are hurt in Ber- 
lin, which makes the ratio about five 
to one in the German capital’s favor 
on the assumption that London's 
traffic is twice as great as Berlin’s. 
The Berlin weekly average of deaths 
in the streets is three, against twen- 
ty-two in London. 
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SOCIALISTS AGAINST CHANCE 


Verdicts of “Late Have Favored 
That Party—Austrian Youths 
Flock to Army.

VIENNA, Dec. 17:—In ‘freeing this 
week thirty rioters accused of setting 
fire to the million-dollar’ Palace of 
Justice during the Socialist demon- 
strations, in. Vienna last. July, the 
jury. added to. the cry .against ;the 
system of trial by jury which is now 
in much disfavor in the republic. The 
present acquittals follow a great 
number this year, and in cases of 
national importance make those sen- 
tenced for crimes, where there is 
more than an’even chance against 
the defendants, just nil. 

The thirty men ‘on trial, all Social- 
ists, were arrested while ;in the. act 
of throwing stones or setting fire to 
the Palace of. Justice. Several of 
them carried guns. In court they ad- 
mitted having taken part in an at- 
tack on the police defending the 
building and having aided destroying 
it. But even then the Socialists on: 
the jury. freed them:after only a few 


minutes’ discussion in the jury room. | to 


They brought in a clean verdict of 
not guilty, and therefore prevented 
the Judze from even admonishing 
the accused. 


The verdict, coming after so many 
other acquittals, aroused conserva- 
tive independents as well as a few 
Socialist newspapers to denounce the 
jury system and advocate what they 
term.a fairer procedure, allowing a 
single Judge to dispense justice. 

Last Spring a Judge. acquitted 
Mme. Nellie Grosavescu of the mur- 
der of her husband, a famous tenor 
of the Vienna Opera, after what 
looked like a serious case inst a 
self-termed murderess. Wimi Assin- 
ger, a notorious Austrian bad man, 
a little later was acquitted of killing 
and cutting up his wife. He admitted 
the crime, but claimed it was the re- 
sult of jealousy. In seeking to collect 
several thousand dollars from an_in- 
surance company, a Viennese named 
Marek chopped off his leg.’ The evi- 
dence of his family was against him, 
but he went free and later the insur- 
ance company lost the suit and had 
to pay his claim.

It is no wonder that Republican lead- 
ers at Washington met for serious and 
anxious consultation after the utter de- 
feat of their party in the House of 
Representatives, which they nominally 
control by a good majority. There was 
more in it than the passage of the tax 
bill in a form which they desperately but 
vainly opposed. That party disaster 
may be retrieved later through action by 
the Senate; « though the Republican 
majority in the Senate is at present only 
a rope of sand. The outstanding and 
ominous thing is the repudiation of the 
Administration in a matter of the first 
importance. Secretary MELLON made 
several positive recommendations re- 
garding the bill to reduce taxes, and 
Prosicent CooLipGe committed himealt 
unreservedly to every ong of them. All 
of them were trampled under foot by 
the House. Enough Republicans joined 
with the Democrats to place the minor- 
ity party in temporary control. 

It is altogether, likely that this break- 
down of Republican discipline in Con- 
gress will be further exhibited. The 
leaders, know what they want, but are 
unable to get it from their followers. 
This happens, too, just after loud paeans 
had been sung over the return of the 
atiff-necked Progressives to the Repub- 
lican fold; just after men like Secretary 
Hoover had been emphasizing the need 
of loyalty to party and the danger of 
breaking up Congress into conflicting or 
coalescing groups. If this insubordinate 
spirit continues and the disintegrating 
process goes on in the Republican Party, 
the description may have to be applied 
to it which JOHN BRIGHT gave of the 
Liberal Party in England in 1875: 
“There is no leading—no yielding—only 
chaos.” 

Doubtless it will not be so bad as that. 
President COOLIDGE may have partly lost 
the power to command his party, but he 
still is able to prevent it from doing ut- 
terly foolish and reckless things. He re- 
tains his right and power to veto bills 
which Congress may enact when passion 
gets the better of prudence. And there 
is always to. be remembered the pressure 
of the Presidential campaign, which will 
soon be upon us, and which often does 
so much to compel party cohesion, at 
least for ‘the time being. But there is 
no denying that the immediate signs are 
disquieting. They tend to confirm the 
prediction of Senator Moses that Presi- 
dent COOLIDGE would not accept another 
nomination, ‘partly for the reason that 
he sagaciously perceived what was hap- 
pening to the Republican Party. It 
would give him “sullen acquiescence,” 
but not cheerful or enthusiastic support.

LINDBERGH FLIES ON. 

Colonel LINDBERGH’S decision to wing 
his way to the Central American Repub- 
lics and probably to,.Panama emphasizes 
anew his dominant purpose. This is not 
to display his skill and courage by fur- 
ther demonstrations; it is not to impress 
the public imagination with the technical 
perfection and achievement of the air- 
plane. His main.desire is to visit the 
countries to: the south of us in the guise 
of a friend; not merely that of an avia- 
tor; and he goes consciously as a repre- 
sentative of the prevailing American 
hope to be able to live on good terms 
with our neighbors. To this end we 
must understand them better, as well as 
do all that we can to help them under- 
stand us better; and for that object 
nothing could be more useful just now 
than the quickening of sympathies across 
frontiers of land or sea which always 
follows Colonel LINDBERGH’S flights. 

Tf he is able to carry out his plan to 
wind up his Latin-American tour by fly- 
ing to Havana, so as to be there at about 
the time of the meeting of the Pan- 
American Congress in that city, he will 
have put the finishing touch to the 
national service which he undertook. He 
has, in reality, made of himself not only 
a bearer of his own people’s aspirations, 
but a powerful agent of the Washington 
Government. Its policy has been care- 
fully shaped in recent months s0 as to 
remove, as far as possible, all friction 
and reasons for aloofness or apprehen- 
sion on the part of the republics to the 
south of us. Hence it must. hail the 
strong reinforcement given to it in the 
pursuit of its objectives by Colonel Lanp- 
BURGH.

THE FAMILY ENDURES. 


Disconcerting figures are cited by 
Professor WILLIAM F..OGBURN in his 
study of American divorce in today’s 
New York TIMEs Magazine. But the 
lesson which emerges from his inquiry 
is far from cheerless. He really leaves 
the life expectancy of the family much 
brighter than he found it. This he has 
done by emphasizing a factor of survival 
which usually escapes the attention of 
the gloomier prophets. It is true that in 
1870 we had one divorce for every 616 
married couples and that in 1926 we had 
one divorce for every 134 couples. It is 
true that no signs have as yet appeared 
of a slackening in the divorce rate, If 
the increase continues for the next fifty 
years we shall have by 1980 one divorce 
every year for every thirty married 
couples. 

Seven functions or bonds are enumer- 
ated by the Professor as having served 
to hold the family together from the be- 
ginning of history. These ties are eco- 
nomic, religious, protective, educational, 
recreational, social status, and affec- 
tional. The first six have been greatly 
weakened by the advance of science and 
the industrial revolution. The family is 
no longer an economic unit; the home 
industries are vanishing. The religious 
function has been greatly relaxed. Pro- 
tection and education are now adminis- 
tered by the community. Recreation 
has virtually ceased to be a horme-occu- 
pation and has become commercialized. 
Social status has lost most of its im- 
portance, social prestige is less of the 
family than of the individual. “Kinship 
ties sit lightly today.” 

To the extent to which the family still 
holds. together, the. credit’ should go to 
the bond of affection. In this consists 
the cheerful nature of Professor OG- 
BURN’S message, It argues that the rdéle 
of affection must be much greater than 
the sophisticated or discouraged students 
of the family institution usually assume. 
If it were true that the family is only a 
property institution, or an economic in- 
stitution, or an educational and protec- 
tive instifution, then we should expect 
that, with the disappearance of no less 
than six out of seven reasons for family 
cohesion, the family would be very much 
further on the road-to dissolution than 
it really is. Instead of one modern mar- 
riage out of ten going on the rocks we 
should expect six or seven out of ten to 
suffer shipwreck. Even in 1980 this will 
not be the case. Plainly, therefore, the 
cement of affection is something much 
more than the one-seventh which its 
arithmetical ratio would suggest. It is 
as yet more powerful than all the other 
six factors combined. ’ 

Precisely because affection is the chief 
thing we can look forward to, we can 
afford to take no chances on its weaken- 
ing. That is why Proféssor OcBuRN

“specifically between themselves. 


The whole incident is told in’ these 
few sentences after BRIAND had said the 
word “peace” in behalf of the Council: 

At this Marshal Pirsupsx: leaned 
across the table and, pointing his 
finger at Premier: WaLpemaras, Lithu- 


ania’s “stocky little professor-Prime 
Minister, exclaimed: 


‘*I. have a definite question to put 
to the honorable representative of. 
Lithuania. Is it peace or war?’”’ 

The Lithuanian Premier did not 
quail under the gaze of the Polish 
Marshal.. He looked him full in the 
eye and answered clearly: 

**Tt is peace.”’ 

The Te Deum of joy which Marshal 
PILSUDSKI ordered to be sung in the 
churches of Poland and the Te Deum 
for peace which the Lithuanian Premier 
asked to be sung in his country might 
well be proclaimed to men of good-will 
in all nations, for as never ‘before the 
fate of all is involved in that of each. 

The matter of this particular dispute 
seemed a'minor one, but it might easily 
have grown to major proportions, as 
several of the disputes already settled 
by the League might also have done. In 
the list of such adjustments, two or 
three more have been added at this ses- 
sion of the Council to that between 
Poland and Lithuania, Greece and Bul- 
garia have agreed to accept the deter- 
mination. of. a commission under the 
League, and Poland and the Fre¢ City 
of Danizic have, made like agreement 
as to certain debt controversies. 

It is not in such settlements alone 
that the League functions. Its construc- 
tive work goes on through numerous 
committees continuously working under 
its auspices. An illiiotration is the com- 
mission with an American Chairman 
which has financed and directed the es- 
tablishment of 1,400,000 refugees on 
Greek soil. This is one of the great 
undertekings of all history, whose com- 
pletion the additional loan.of.$12,600,000 
proposed by our Treasury Department 
should substantially help to make pos- 
sible. It can hardly be denied that two 
nations at least owe their resuscitation 
to the League, while all Europe lives in 
less ahxiety than would have been hers 
except for the watchful providence of 
this agency, making what international 
good-will there is in the world éffective.

REVALUATING HISTORY. 


Agitation over the- facts of history, 
which has arisen since fiction was suc- 
ceeded in public interest by biography, 
has had one excellent result. It has set 
many writers to an examination of the 
truth behind historical reputations, and, 
while there has been a good deal of hu- 
manistic twaddle to endure, and Mayor 
THOMPSON almost carried through: his 
auto da fé by the shores of Lake Michi- 
gan, a few shaded figures are. being 
studied in clearer light. One among 
these is AARON BURR, whom American 
schoolboys for generations were told 
was an unequivocal “conspirator.” The 
latest victim of partisanship to obtain 
a new survey is ANDREW JOHNSON of 
Tennessee. A prominent New York 
journalist was recently quoted as saying 
that he purposes doing, one day, “a 
“sympathetic biography of BENEDICT 
* ARNOLD.” 

It has been just about sixty years 
since President JOHNSON was in the 
midst of his troubles over the policy of 
Reconstruction: Those were the days 
of the “ Radicals,” led by STEPHENS and 
SUMNER; the days when LINCOLN’S 
hopes of a wise policy toward the con- 
quered South were the gage of battle 
between JOHNSON and the Congress 
leaders. This was the critical time in 
American history when passions which 
the war had loosed got into politics and 
the South was made the object of puni- 
tive measures which not only set back 
its recovery for years but adversely 
affected the whole country. In JoHN- 
SON’S own Cabinet were men, particu- 
larly STANTON, who did all they could 
to impede the President’s tolerant South- 
ern policy, based as it was on what 
LINCOLN had‘said and done. The climax 
came. when the Congressional leaders 
impeached Johnson and failed to con- 
vict him by only oné vote. They failed 
in ‘that particular, but they destroyed 
the President’s power and handed down 
to droning classes in American history 
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“ANDREW 
Bicetrg te 2g with the caricatures 
| of those who overthrew him, About the 
sanie tinié @ similar view of JOHNSON 
was given by, W..J. ROBERTSON in “ The 

South,” and it is well known 
that the biographer of JACKSON, JEFFER- 
SON--and HAMILTON-—Mr. CLAUDE G. 
Bowsgrs——is. engaged upon a study of the 
Reconstruction time which also will re- 
veal JOHNSON as the victim of a politi- 
cal cabal,, He was the second plebeian 
President; _ “ plain people from the 
mountains of Tennessee,” the Johnsons 
said of themselves; and many historians 
are.coming to believe that upon his head 
fell the political fate which would have 
been LINCOLN’S had he lived to attempt 
his merciful policies toward the stricken 
South. In this view GRANT in his rela- 
tions with JOHNSON does not’ appear 
with entire credit to himself, and one 
of the miost interesting parts of Mrs. 
Gerry's article is her description of how 
in after years JOHNSON, ‘returned to the 
Senate, delivered his philippic against 
the then crumbling Grant Administra- 
tion and “ went home and died.” 

The tendency in such books and ar- 
ticles is good and informing, aithough it 
does not go as far in tolerance as ‘“‘ Miss 
Nelly of N’Orleans” did when, with Mrs. 
FISKE in the réle, she said in answer to 
a disparaging remark about MESSALINA: 
“I've always ‘wanted to hear Mrssa- 
LINA’S side.” 








FORD THE EXTRAORDINARY. 


That HENRY ForD has lost little in 
originality and flexibility with the pass- 
ing ‘of the years was evident when the 
pleasing, admirably machined successor 
of his almost extinct ‘flivver” was un- 
veiled from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
A man who had clung tenaciously for 
many years to a piece of mechanism 
which had become the butt of a thousand 
jokes would be expected to progress from 
it by slow steps. But ForpD is a law unto 
himself—as is revealed elsewhere in to- 
day’s New York Times in an article 
written’ after a close study of the up- 
heaval that he brought about in his 
works. 

And what an upheaval it proves to 
have been! More than 125,000 men are 
affected. Some 45,000 machines, valued 
at $45,000,000, are critically surveyed. 
Some of them are retained, some modi- 
fied for the performance of new func- 
tions, some ruthlessly thrown on the 
scrap-heap. Devices unheard of are in- 
vented to one man’s order. Machine-tool 
builders stand aghast at the working 
drawings and specifications that they 
receive. In less than a year a colossal 
factory—the greatest in the world—is 
completely transformed. Drop-hammers, 
forging presses, millers, grinders, weld- 
ers pour in from all points of the com- 
pass precisely at the appointed hour. 

This miracle is performed without fric- 
tion and at an expense so small that it 
surpasses belief, considering the magni- 
tude of the operations involved. Although 
he has for years been the greatest manu- 
facturer in the world, although his equip- 
ment is worth $45,000,000, Forp has 
never annually discarded more than 
$250,000 worth of machinery. Even the 
complete readaptation of his plant in- 
volved an expenditure which amounts to 
but $15,000,000 up to the present and 
which is not likely to reach $25,000,000 
when he is ready to produce 10,000 of his 
new cars a day. 

Forp stands apart, the most daring 
and romantic figure in contemporary in- 
dustrial history. His independence of 
thought and action are unparalleled. He 
needs a new steam turbine and proceeds 
to build it himself. He will not borrow 
money. Therefore he keeps the incon- 
ceivable sum of $400,000,000 on hand. 
That no one may dictate the price of raw 
materials to him, he erects his own mills 
for the making of steel, glass, cloth, 
leather, cement, and buys ‘ron and coal 
mines and forests. Steamers that bear 
his name in Spencerian script on their 
funnels carry his automobiles to all parts 
of the world. Never before have so many 
industries been so admirably integrated. 

Such is the simplicity and directness 
of Forp’s thinking that industry has not 
yet accustomed itself to him. He creates 
a car which consists almost entirely of 
forgings of unprecedented quality and 
shape and which cannot be made by 
existing machinery. He simply orders 
his engineers to invent that machinery. 
He is everything in his own companies— 
general manager, chairman of the board, 
the board itself, a veritible Mussolini of 
industry, responsible only to himself. A 
whole literature has been published on 
him and his methods. Yet he is still the 
enigma that he was nineteen years ago 
when he first startled the world with the 
beginnings of real mass production. 


THE TOKIO HEARN. 

LAFCADIO HEARN’S seven years as 
Professor of English Literature at the 
Imperial University 0. Japan were per- 
haps the most fortunate of his life, the 
happiest, if he ever succeeded in being 
happy. In spite of his inferiority com- 
plex, delusion of persecutions, halluci- 
nations and gift for suspicion and self- 
torment, the secluded artist did fruit- 
ful work. Probably at no American or 
European university. would he. have 
stayed so long or had so much his own 
way. He “did” his fourteen lectures 
a week and escaped the hundred official 
dinners and sixty private banquets a 
year;.and the mob of tourists. How Hé 
loathed the ceremonial frock coat!”

‘His sense of form, rhythm, tint; his 
discriminating delight” in “the faces, 
manners, gesticulations,” even “ the per- 
sonalities " of words; his clairvoyance 
in detecting sometimes beneath a splen- 
did’ or impeccable surface a cruelty, a 
lack of human tenderness, were but a 
part of his critical apparatus, It is a 
small thing, but one loves the mingling 
of straightforwardness and whimsicality 
when he confesses to Basi. CHAMBER- 
LAIN his uncertainty—shared. by most 
American ‘statesmen—as to the right 
use of “shall” and “will” and his as- 
sociation of the former with harshness 
and penance and schoolday memories, 
We can but take a dip or two into these 
stately volumes. We fall upon GIBBON, 
the way to reverence whom, according 
to WALTER BAGEHOT, is ‘‘ not to read him 
at all, but look at him, from outside, in 
the bookcase, and think how much there 
is within.” 

His: style is “monotonous.” It’s a 
style in which the truth cannot. be told. 
HEARN studies its music, its sonority, its 
variations of sentence forms. Then he 
penetratingly observes that GIBBON, 
writing in a style akin to classic poetry, 
is bound to be and is “very sparing in 
his use and choice of words.” He is 
economical, but never dry, never “ tire- 
some.” This is but the barest imperfect 
outline of an essentially new sketch of 
an old subject. SWINBURNE “ dates” 
at present. Some wise young Daniel 
has sufficiently described an intellectual 
and moral nonentity by. charging him 
with “reading Swinburne.” HEARN’s 
remarks on the Swinburnian rhythm are 
none the less welcome to the unfashion- 
able. So with KIPLING, most of whose 
characteristic work appeared in time tor 
HEARN to read it. To depreciate Kuir- 
LING and pilfer his secrets is common 
enough. HEARN’s twenty-year-old views 
are salutary. In Lterature, too, one re- 
turns to his first loves. 

“What the devil is the use of trying 
to teach English literature to a class 
totally insensible to Huropean imagina- 
tion?” asked HEARN irritably at Tokio. 
He might have asked the same question, 
merely dropping ‘ European,” at any 
American college fortunate enough to 
have him as an instructor. Among all 
those stones and thorns there is a little 
good ground that is to bring forth fruit. 
HEARN’s harvest has been gathered at 
last. 


PROTECTING CHRISTMAS 
GREENS. 


Each year the approach of Christmas 
has seen a growing appreciation of the 
importance of conserving the evergreens 
which are most sought for as decora- 
tions during the holiday season. It has 
been suggested that only living trees 
and plants be used. In regions where 
the holly and laurels are becoming 
scarce efforts have' been made to have 
laws passed to protect them. No one 
questions the fact that if the present 
rate of consumption continues we shall 
soon see the last of the native ever- 
greens uprooted. It is therefore inter- 
esting to consider what may be termed 
a working compromise plan put forward 
by Dr. A. H. GRAVES with the support 
of the Brooklyn Botanic Garden. ‘This 
suggests that everything possible be 
done to put the growing of Christmas 
greens on a commercial basis. Nurseries 
are to be encouraged to raise them, and 
private landowners are asked not to 
permit them to be taken from their 
woods without charge. They are also 
urged to raise such plants as the laurels 
commercially in their wood lots, as well 
as to follow out the recommendations of 
the Department of Agriculture about 
growing evergreens to be sold as Christ- 
mas trees. 

There are advantages in placing this 
industry on a strictly commercial basis. 
By insuring an increasing supply it will 
be possible to keep down the prices and 
so lessen the premium on stealing from 
the woods. Then the encouragement of 
private investment implies protection 
for the vanishing species. Dr. GRAVES 
proposes that the hollies, both native 








planted by landowners. To facilitate 
protection the State of Connecticut has 
already passed laws making it an of- 
fense to pick without consent or to 
transport mountain laurel, holly and 
other scarce but popular plants. 
Certainly we shall no longer be able 
to continue to rely on the old system of 
cutting Christmas trees and plucking 
holly in the wilder parts of the country. 
It is in most instances both uneconomic 
and destructive. The commercial culti- 
vation of these plants has already begun 
and is sure, if properly carried. out, to 
be profitable. One of the drawbacks is 
the length of time required to grow 
suitable trees and bushes. «But this fac- 
tor will be of less importance as more 
land is put into Christmas greens. There 
_is no reason why the growing of laurel, 
)for example, and of holly cannot be in

In medicine tobacco has been ‘used 
in times gone by to control convul-

A seden- 
tary Soon pescon is not conducive to 
the use of tobacco, and it makes it- 
self felt early and markedly, whereas 
the fellow that digs out in the streets 
day can use it without harm. 


Effects on Nervous System. 
The effects of tobacco on the ner- 
‘vous system are also well marked. 
Tobacco used in moderation will con- 


tribute to one’s evenness of tempera- 
ment, but when indulged in excess- 
ively it makes just the opposite kind 
of a man of him. He will be cross, 





irritable and uncongenial. All drugs, 
tobacco included, .vary in, their ac- 
tions according to the quantity: used. 
Smoking to be beneficial should 
never be indulged in ‘excepting after 
meals, when it helps digestion; never 
on an empty stomach. Moderate 
smoking increases the flow of the 
gastric juice, but: excessive smoking 
produces so much that: distress of all 
kinds appear, as flatulency, fullness 
of the abdomen and excessive gas- 
eous eruptions, accompanied: ». by 
heartburn after meals. Many cases 
of chronic indigestion can be entirely 
relieved by stopping tobacco. 

The effects of tobacco have been 
well studied ‘at Yale College, where 


smokers and non-smokers were care- 
fully weighed and measured through- 
out their college course. It was found 
that non-smokers were better in their 
studies and athletics than smokers, 
and that their endurance was also 
better. In growing boys it was also 
noted that the non-smokers were 
much better conditioned than.the 
smokers, being heavier in weight and 
muscular development and better in 
their studies. Years ago the British 
Navy made similar observation on 
the men in service, and it was 
found that while the smokers could 
endure more hardship for: a short 
time, it took. them longer to recover 
their strength than non-smokers, and 
vosg 43 were not in as good condition 
as the non-smokers. 

The effects of tobacco are. well 
known for its action upon quicken- 
ing the heart beat to excessive pro- 
portions after the least exercise, 
driving the pulse up to over one hun- 
dred to the minute. Smokers. not 
used to exercise will also perspire 
very easily, due to the relaxation of 
the sweat glands and the nervous 
system. 


None Is Harmless. 


The question is often asked which 
form of tobacco is most harmless. 
There is no such thing as harmless 
tobacco. You might as well ask which 


form of alcohol is most harmless. To- 
bacco remains tobacco, no matter 
how used, just the same as alcohol. 
It makes no difference whether 
snuffed, chewed, used in a pipe or a 
cigarette, the effects are ail the 
same, the only difference being the 
quantity used. I do hope this will al- 
lay once and for all the question as 
to which is the most harmless way 
of using tobacco, because you can- 
not use a poison, no matter in what 
form, but get some of it in your 
system and sufféer.from its effects. 
What causes the craving for more 
tobacco when one has become an ad- 
dict to it many will ask.. There are 
several answers to the question. The 
first is that the nervous ayer will 
develop habits very quickly which 
are harder to get rid of than to ac- 
quire. The second is that once you 
have developed a sto-mach that craves 


the effects of tobacco, you have the | $ 


same craving as when you are hun- 
ery and then begin to call for more. 
t is usually a sour stomach, but may 
not be enough so to make itself felt, 
yet the call is there just the same 
and will not be satisfied until an- 
other smoke allays the craving and 
deadens the call, 


Antidote to Excessive Use. 


What are the antidotes to too 
much smoking? Producing as it 
does an excessive acid condition 
of the stomach, which begins at 
the mouth, as evidenced by the 
rapid deposit of tartar on the teeth, 
an alkali is theoretically called for, 
and does the work. 
French advised milk as an antidote 
and while it does help too, it will not 
help one to get rid of the habit. For 
the purpose of allaying the bad ef- 
fects of too much tobacco I have 
found nothing better than milk of 
magnesia, which takes the place of 
bicarbonate of soda, with this ‘advan-

Power of a Warlike People Was Not Broken Until the 
Fight at Ulundi.

The savage hordes, 
sweeping .down upon the British 
squares, literally bore the English un- 
der by sheer weight of numbers. A 
miserable remnant escaped toa place 
called Rorke’s Drift and there en- 
trenched behind biscuit boxes and 
stone and mud embankments. Here 
the Zulus, experiencing for the first 
time trench warfare, were beaten 
back and were unable to force the 
defense. They left thousands of 
dead upon the field, but were unable

Hopelessness Is Expressed Over 
Permanence of Plans, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

From the galaxy of conversation- 
istsa—no, I mean conservationists— 
who make up the annual meetings of 
the National Game Conference we 
hear a lot of academic talk about 
game refuges, ‘‘rest- days,’’ swamp 
preservation, game breeding and so 
on, but not one single word about 
reducing the actual slaughtering 
privileges of sportsmen that are re- 
sponsible for 90 per cent. of the 
game disappearance. 

Those conservationists dare not 
even discuss the present game-hog 
bag limits on certain species of game. 
Clark McAdam of St. Louis, who two 
years ago read and printed a long 
sob story about ‘The Hunted 
Hunter,’’ frankly stated that as to 
the. bag limit question it was best 
to “‘let sleeping dogs lie.’’ 

It is, apparently, the rule of the 
National Game Conference to pro- 
pose for the increase of ‘‘more game’’ 
anything and everything—save and 
only the big bag limits and long open 
seasons of the sportsmen who have

HISTORIC WARSHIPS

E. N. May in his letter in Tus 
Times regarding the Constitution 
and the Constellation and the con- 
fusion regarding their being sister 
ships is correct.

The problem of coal has no preéce- 
dent in history. It is a problem of 
today, tomorrow, @ year and a cen- 
tury hence. Why.look for precedent? 
If there is ‘‘a new power ” it can 
only have arisen slowly to its present 
status by reason of efficiencies. The 
greatest exposition of stich efficien- 
cies in the use of coal is, of course, 
within: our public utilities and the 
like. Where afew years ago five 
pounds of coal produced one horse- 
power, today one pound will suffice 
when efficiently used. 

Oil and are fuels adaptable to 
obtain high efficiency in their uses. 
Coal is not so adaptable to the aver- 
age user, hence its market as a raw 
commodity has not shrunk ‘to any- 
thing like the. future. dimensions 
when the average user shall burn it 
efficiently. If we today require, say, 
1,000 mines to produce the required 
coal, then in the future we can do 
with 500 mines. One-tenth of the 
bona fide mines of today, one-tenth 
of the labor, one-tenth of the capital 
investment, one-tenth of the trans- 
portation facilities.

Constant Causes: of ‘Friction. 


Contrary ,to appearances, Premier 
Mussolini, even when he seems to 
speak rashly and impulsively, never 
utters an opinion without mature 
consideration, . The general impres- 


sion ‘in diplomatic circles, therefore, 
is that he already sees the way clear 
to an understanding with Italy’s 
western neighbor. 

Before entering into a discussion 
of Italo-French relations it should be 
made, quite clear: that .reasons for 
friction between the two countries 
always have existed and probably al- 
ways will cxist. Orators are very 
fond of referring to, Italy and, France 
as “two Latin sisters,’’ but the spirit 
which animates them is often far 
from sisterly:' They’are rivals on too 
many fields to live. together in per- 
fect peace... 

They both have about the same 
population; they are both trying to 
sell the same ‘kinds of goods in inter- 
national markets, and they are botn 
striving for leadership of .the Latin 
world, These facts alone are bound 
to make them constant competitors. 

On the other hand, it is most un- 
likely that if matters reach a crisis 
Italy. and France will ever really 
come to blows. Napoleon III fought 
for Italian. independence in 1869; 
Garibaldi rushed to the aid of France 
in the Franco-Prussian: war. in. 1870, 
and Italy entered the World War on 
the side of Trance in 1915.

France and Italy are living illus- 
trations .of the old adage that blood 
is thicker than water. They may 
quarrel] almost: unceasingly, but they 
are always ready to show a united 
front when. Latin civilization is 
threatened. All reports of impend- 
ing grave. complications between 
France and Italy must, therefore, be 
taken with a grain of .salt. 

With the exception. of ‘the World 
War, at no period since the. unifica- 
tion of the Italian kingdom, in 1870, 
could Franco-Italian relations be re- 
ferred to as good. They always ap- 
peared to be at the point of a break. 

At one time, in 1882; things were so 
strained that Italy, in sheer self-de- 
fence, was obliged.to enter into. an 
alliance with Germany and Austria. 
But despite this she entered the last 
war on France’s side. 

But’ an element -of greater danger 
has now been introduced owing to 
the fact.that Italy has grown up con- 
siderably in the last thirty or forty 
years and now considers herself, al- 
most as powerful as France. Hence 
she is unlikely to knuckle under in 
any international question. as she-has 
been obliged to do several times in 
the past.

KIDNAPPING IN CHINA 
A PROTECTED INDUSTRY 


Wealthy Merchants Abducted and 
Held :for Ransom to Satisfy 
Demands of Officials.

PEKING, Nov. 18.—‘‘One. month 
they kept me a prisoner, and to be 
free I had to pay them three lakhs. 
I am still a rich man, but I dare not 
go back for fear of being kidnapped 
again.’’ 

The speaker, was a wealthy Chinese 
from Shanghai, one, time. President 
of the Chinese .Chamber.of Com- 
merce of that great port,. He is now 
a refugee in Peking, and says that 
if the Southern factions win he. will 
go to Japan to live. 

“Three lakhs,’’. it. may. be men- 
tioned, is $300,000 in Chinese money— 
about $142,000 in American money at 
present rates of exchange. 

This man, a refugee here with -his 
family, is typical of scores and scores 
of well-to-do Chinese who have sought 
refuge from the souther. part of 
China. Peking, Tientsin, Dairen, 
Mukden and all the Japanese ports 
are filled with such refugees. 

The former President of the Shang- 
hai Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
was a year ago a liberal. He was 
then bitterly opposed to the Northern 
faction, welcomed Chiang Kai-shek 
to Shanghai and subscribed liberally 
to. the issues of bonds and* Treasury 
notes put out by the Nanking Gov- 
ernment. 

Then came the splitting up and dis- 
solution of the Nationalist move- 
ment. South China disintegrated into 
a condition of chaos. When taxation 
and official opium . licensing: no 
longer produced the’ revenues de- 
manded by the rapacious officials; of- 
ficially protected kidnappin ngs 
were organized. Even the Interna- 
tional Settlement at Shanghai has 


been overrun with these kidnappers 
for months.

Editors’ “‘Salaries’’. Not Princely. 


Mr. Richardson’s first weekly. sal- 
ary as an ‘‘editor’’ was the mag- 
nificent sum of £2 ($10) a week, and 
he thought he had got a good billet 
at that. Edward Russell, who after- 
ward became Lord Russell. of Liver- 
pool and. died in 1924, editor and 
part owner of The Liverpool Daily 
Post, was paid £1 15s 6d a week for 
editing The Islington Gazette. Rus- 
sell was responsible for the late Sir 
Henry Lucy, for many years the fa- 
mous ‘‘Toby’’ of -Punch’s Parlia- 
menta. correspondence, taking. up 
journalism, and he also encouraged 
young Richardson to follow the same 
eareer, for, as he put it: ‘*You are 
certain of this: you can earn your 
bread and butter and, perhaps, jam.” 
Nowadays the young man embark- 
ing upon journalism is, in London at 
least, practically certain of his: ten 
guineas a week as a subeditor or 
copyreader. Lord Northcliffe’s share 
in bringing about this change in con- 
ditions is paid due tribute by the 
author. 

Most of the names celebrated in 
British journalism flit through ‘Mr. 
Richardson’s pages—John Merry Le 
Sage, the first rd Burnham, Sir 
Frank Lockwood, Sir Edwin Arnold, 
“Tay ~y f O’Connor, John Morley,’ 
George Augustus Sala and eyer so 
Many more. There are good stories 
about or side lights upon nearly all 
of them. 


Rutter’s Book Interesting. 


‘Since I. Was Twenty-five’’ is the 
attractive’ title given to his jour- 
nalistic experiences by Frank Rutter, 
who was for years London correspon- 
dent of an American newspaper in 
a period illuminated by such names 
as. Harold: Frederick, George. W. 
Smalley and. H. R. Chamberlain. 

Mr. Rutter has now specialized in 
art criticism, but in his earlier days 
he was engaged in most of the 
protean activities required from the 
working journalist. .Among other 
things, he edited a weekly called 
Today, which was started by Jerome 
K. Jerome and enjoyed a period of 
great success, It was through. this 

aper that Jack London got his first 
ntroduction to the British. public, 
and Mr. Rutter proudly boasts of his 
instrumentality in that .connection. 

Even .more interesting . than.- his 
records of Fleet Street are Mr. :Rut- 
ter’s. pictures of London life in the 
closing days of the last century. He 
was. a bright, young spark, and his 
sketches provide many interesting 

oints of. comparison between the 

ndon of the Nineties and the very 
much sadder London of today. 


Night Clubs. Were. Different.’ 


For instance, there were “night 
clubs”’ then, as there are night clubs 
now. ‘There was one good thing 
about those old night clubs,’’..says 
Mr...

Grave Problem in Peru. 


Peru presents the gravest problem: 
1,785. miles from the Rio Canchis at. 
the north to the Desaguadero at the 
boundary, of Bolivia. At the north 
much of the country is of heavy-for- 
est or jungle, mountains, sparsely 
settled, with wide rivers to cross, the 
altitude of the roadway varying from 
3,000 to 11,000 feet. Beyond Caja- 
marca, 9,200 feet, celebrated for Pi- 
zarro’s’ seizure’ of the, Inca Prince, 
Huascar, there is a. descent to-3,000 
feet, followed by a gradual rise up 
the Huailas- Valley to’ Recuay, and 
onward to Cerro de Pasco’s famous 
copper mines, at, 14,300.feet... Thence 
the way is clear for a good distance, 
the De Pasco Company having built 
100 miles” from ' yilarisquisza’ to 
Oroya, terminus of Henry -Meigg’s 
famous .railway. from Lima.,..From 
Oroya, Peru has been constructing, 
years’ ago, to Huancayo, recently to 
Ayacucho, and -now toward Cuzco, 
the ancient capital city of the Incas. 

But alas! .troubles experienced -ear- 
lier are here increased tenfold. Be- 
tween Ayacucho. and Cuzco are six 
ascents, five varying. from, 5,400 to 
7,500 feet, and five descents, four of 
these from 5,587 to 8,366 feet. Poor 
Peru hee proceeds slowly. But once 
at Cuzco troubles are over... Sihce 
1908 a road has been operating from 
Cuzco to Juliaca and no, on Lake 
Titicaca (12,500 feet), across. which 
one sails to Guaqui, terminus of. the 
Bolivian section from Argentina. 

The. Bolivian. road in 1925 .was com- 
pleted all the way from the lake to 

Quiaca, in Argentina, about. 573 
miles, the “Argentine. section ..to 
Buenos Aires, nearly 1,000 miles, , be- 
ing opened some years earlier. Prob- 
ably 2,000 miles of extreme difficulty 
remain to be constructed, with per- 
haps another 1,000 moderately easy 
in comparison. The cost of construc- 
tion in these difficult places will be 
very large, as also the.operating, ex- 
pensés later. For. these and, other 
reasons equally important the new 
plan is proposed to construct a rail- 
way east of the great range of the 
Andes... ,

NAPLES.’ Dec. 5.At the Ameri

treatment. 


All Sorts and Conditions. 


Watch them as.they step up to. his 
desk. Here is a: swarthy, middle- 
aged. woman, hatless, in a brown 
dress with long; full skirts and @ 
black apron. Her papers show that 
she is the wife of an American citi- 
zen—but she is an alien, because her 
husband was. naturalized after Sent. 
22, 1922, the day on which the Cable 
act became a law. This act, which 
is quite separate from our immigra- 
tion legislation, provides that the 
foreign. wife’ of an American citizen 
does not automatically take the na- 
tionality of her husband. Otherwise, 
this: woman in ‘brown would receive 
an American passport. As it is, she 
has applied for a non-quota immigra- 
tion visa.

Revising the Ceremonies.

LABOR ROW IN PALESTINE. 


Jewish Workers Indignant at Hiring 
of Arabs by Colonists. 


Palestine is suffering from an eco- 
nomic crisis and there are frequent 
clashes between Jewish and Arab 
workers over the few jobs available, 
according to reports from Jerusalem 
recently received in Jewish circles in 
Berlin. 

Unemployment is said to be on the 
increase and in several cases where 
Jewish colonists have employed 
Arabs instead of Jewish laborers the 
latter have attacked their native 
competitors, .who have had to be 
protected by the police.

HARD-OF-HEARING PUPILS. 


Board Holds They Are Best Taught 
With Phonograph Audiometer. 


The Commission on Education of 
the American Federation of Organi- 
zations for the Hard-of-Hearing has 
devoted more than two years. to a 
study to- determine the best means 
of detecting impaired hearing in 
school children and of giving proper 
medical and educational treatment. 


The commission devoted much of 
its time to a study of the various 
means in use for testing the ev seen. a 
of children, making experiments wi 
groups of children in different 
schools. It reports that it 
best method now available to be the 
use of the phonograph audiometer. 
This device consists of a phonograph 
using special records of simple num- 
bers of sounds and equip with an 
apparatus which conveys the sound 
to a number of children at once by 
means of telephone receivers: 

The commission recommends care- 
ful examination and diagnosis by a 
competent otologist of all children 
whose hearing is found by tests to 
be defective, a re to their teach- 
ers, with su ons as to class- 
room treatment; a report to the par- 
ents or guardians, urging the needed 
medica rtleatment, and regular year- 
ly gy of all children: in school.

PLAN FOR GREEK SENATE 
RECALLS OLD CLASHES 


Abolition of Upper House in 1862 
Dates to. Troubles..as Far 
Back:as 1832. 


The projected, Greek upper house 
of 120 Senators, which was announced 
in dispatches from Athens last week 
is, in character, a combination of 
the old Parliamentary system, the 
Spanish National Assembly, and the 
Fascista Chamber in. Italy... While 
ninety Senators are to be elected di- 
rectly by the people, twenty are to 
represent commercial, labor, profes- 
sional and scientific syndicates, and 
ten will represent the Bule, or.Cham- 
ber, with the idea of giving the lat- 
ter ‘‘control’’ in the Senate over bills 
originating within itself. 

As was stated in the dispatches this 
will be the first Senate Greece has 
had since 1862. The circumstances 
which led to the abolition of the 
Senate in that year date almost from 
1832, when the Convention of London 
declared Greece to be an independent 
kingdom. under the protection of 
Great. Britain, France and Russia, 
with Prince Otto, son of King Louis 
I of Bavaria, as King. ; 

King Otto, having been brought up 
in a despotic court, surrounded him- 
self with Bavarian advisers and 
troops, excluding the Greek chiefs 
and politicians from all participation 
in the Government. 

He ignored both the advice, of the 
aby 

e people, and after a military re- 
volt, suppressed. by his foreign parti- 
sans in 1843, created a Senate. He 
planned that the Sénate, ‘entirely ‘ap- 
pointed by him, should dominate the 
Assembly: which, elected by univer- 
sal suffrage, had been. instituted on 
the advice of the Paine 7 pe Mavro- 
cordatos, the leader of the English 
party, became the first Premier. 

At the first succeeding election the 
French and Russian parties com- 
bined and threw him: out of power, 
while the Ministers of the. powers 
qrincipelly interested, Sir. Edmond 

d M. Pascatory, quarreled 

mselves, particularly 

after King Otto had espoused the 

cause of the latter. ‘Thereupon the 

British Government sent a fleet ‘‘to 

watch events,” although its pro- 

claimed mission was to collect in- 
terest on the British loan. 

The Russo-Turkish war of 1853, 
sabioone! egy confined’ to ‘the Crimea, 

rought about. a Franco-British: en- 
tente for the protection of Turkey, 
which incidentally tried to curb the 
tyranny of King Otto and force him 
to consent to rule . constitutionally. 
This he declined to do. 

In 1862 another military revolt 
caused the election of a National 
Assembly under the ‘auspices of: the 
protectors. The first act of this body 
was to declare all acts of Otto un- 
constitutional, including the creation 
of the Senate; its second was to 
pronounce his Pe gga As the Con- 
stitution provided for a single cham- 
ber, the Bule as the sole legislative 
body has been continued ever since.

FOR RUSSIAN AMNESTY |= 


Socialist International's Commit- 
tee on Political Prisoners Reminds 
Soviet There Is Still Time. 


Believing that the details. of the 
amnesty decree issued by. the Soviet 


Government of ‘Russia in connection 
with the -recent. celebration of. the 
tenth anniversary of the Bolshevist 
revolution have’ not yet been worked 
out, the Committee of Inquiry Into 
the Condition of Political Prisoners 
of the.

Canada to Establish Medical Ex 
amination Stations in Europe— 
500 Families for New. Brunswick. 


The Canadian Government’ has’ de- 
cided to.establish in Europe,a.Cana- 
dian medical service under which the 
medical examination of prospective 
settlers in the Dominion ‘will be care- 
fully and systematically conducted 
free of charge, according to the In- 
ternational Labor Office. ‘The preés- 
ent practice, under which the medi- 
cal examination is conducted by pri- 
vate medical practitioners, has in 
same cases proved inconvenient and, 
moreover, the fact that the intending 


settler has to pay a fee has been 
found to act'as a deterrent’ to immi- 
tion, the Labor Office ‘says... In 
uture the examination will. be held 
before the prospective, emigrant has 
broken up ‘his home, ‘and’ for this 
purpose the Canadian Department of 
Health has established an immigra- 
tion medical service for the exam- 
ination in the country of origin of 
intending emigrants to Canada. 

Dr. H. B: Jeffs has: been gh sagen 
Chief Medical Adviser. and -he. will 
be assisted by twenty-three Canadian 
doctors. It is proposed to’ hold the 
examination in a number of different 
centres. -_Headquarters will be estab- 
lished in the British Isles at London, 
Bristol, Birmingham, Liverpool, 
York, Glasgow; Belfast, and prob- 
ably. Bangor. There will also be 
centres in Paris, Antwerp, Hamburg, 
Dantzic, Riga, and possibly one in 
taly. The examining doctors will 
start from these centres and travel 
over a certain. prescribed district, ar- 
riving at various points at fixed dates 
and hours. ‘ 

An agreement has been signed. by 
the British _Government,: the Cana- 
dian Government. and the Provincial 
Government of New Brunswick pro- 
viding for cooperation in the settle- 
ment of 500 British families! as inde- 

endent farmers in New Brunswick. 

he. agreement will come into force 
on March 1, 1928, and will remain in 
operation for six years. ' 

During these six years it» is. in- 
tended place the families on im- 
proved farms. which will have been 
acquired by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, after approval by the Cana- 
dian Government. -The British Gov- 
ernment will advance. the money 
needed to purchase stock and equip- 
ment up to a maximum of £300 for 
any one farm, and. ‘these advances, 
plus the cost of .the farms, will be 
repaid by the settlers over a. period 
of twenty-five years with interest at 
the rate of 5 percent. per annum. 
On the arrival ofthe immigrants in 
New. Brunswick the. Dominion and 
Provincial Governments...will work 
together in placing .the families on 
the farms chosen, giving advice and 
help and generally doing everythin 
possible. to ensure the comfort an 
success of the settlers. 

The above scheme follows the lines 
of the 3,000: families: scheme which 
was instituted in 1924. There is, 
however, one modification to which 
considerable importance is: attached, 
namely, that the Government of the 
Province in which: the settlement will 
take ey is for the first..time co- 

perating directly with the Dominion 
and the British Government in the 
rovision of settlement: : facilities.

Warns of Gas Poisoning With the 
Approach of Winter—Care 
With Apparatus. 





Commenting on the danger of car- 
bon monoxide’ poisoning the New 
‘York State Journal of Medicine says 
that with the. coming of Winter sini- 
ster records of deaths and partial 
asphyxiations from this form of pois- 
oning begin to appear in Health re- 
ports. 

“All the danger from gas heating 
appliances lies in the lack of proper 
ventilation,’”’ says the writer. ‘‘Nat- 
ural gas. does not contain carbon 
monoxide, but the: poisonous gas is 
soon produced if an air mixer is de- 
fective. The Health Commissioner of 
Oklahoma warns users of gas to in- 
vestigate flues, chimneys and stoves 
and to provide. ventilation. 

‘“‘Carbon monoxide poisoning is said 
to be the.most widespread cause of 

isoring in human life. The Indus- 

rial Hygiene Bulletin of the, New 
York State Department of Labor 
gives some hints about resuscitation 
in, cases of asphyxiation.

MERICA, like an adolescent child, 
has suddenly grown up. Structural 
changes have come upon this land 
too swiftly for its mind either 

to understand what they mean or to 
know what to do with them. Two 
generations ago—which is less than 
overnight in the calendar of social 
change--the United States was in 
a crude state of shambling, sprawl- 
ing immaturity: engaged mostly in 
farming, but playing with new me- 
chanical toys—paid for by money 
borrowed largely from the old 
countries—and making all sorts of 
hit or miss experiments with new 
ways of doing things. ~Today, be- 
cause of a complete change in the 
material basis of our existence, we 
have become the most powerful 
nation on earth, with a productive 
virility unknown in history. and 
with most of the world in debt 
to us. 

As in the adolescent, the change 
has made us restless. It colors our 
entire mental and emotional life. 
By turns we fear our power and 
worship it. By turns we are de- 
pressed and idealistic—-we dread 
the soulless domination of the ma- 
chine and we dream of Utopias 
where tamed machines will relieve 
the world of drudgery and poverty. 
But we have yet to achieve the wis- 
dom of maturity that is calmly 
conscious both of its power and its 
limitations and of how both may 
be adjusted to the world of reality 
to produce the most satisfactory 
results. 

This, somewhat paraphrased, is- 
Professor Tugwell’s thesis in a book 
that is invaluable for an under- 
standing of America in the world 
of today. He makes a stirring plea 
for understanding and for mastery 
of this strange and complicated ex- 
istence into which we have been so 
precipitately plunged. And he 
makes a genuine contribution both

Dr. Tugwell devotes most of his 

the task of measuring and explaining this 
tremendous upthrust of industrial vitality. 


He discusses first what it has accom- 
plished and then how it was done. He 
points to the factors which have swelled 
the output of industry and those which 
still retard it. And he closes with a gen- 
eral discussion of how the process can be 
carried still further and more adequately 
adjusted to the needs and desires of men. 
Dr. Tugwell in his first chapter sum- 
marizes the statistics on increased 
production which have been gath- 
ered in the past few years. They 
show in the aggregate that Amer- 
ican industry has turned out more 
and more goods as the years go 
by, but that since 1914 the rate 
of increase has suddenly gone up 
and that since 1919 the expansion 
has been phenomenal. Taken in- 
dustry by industry the figures show 
a wide variation in amount: in the 
nation’s automobile factories, for 
example, the same number of work- 
ers are producing three times as 
many cars in the same period of 
time as they did in 1914, while in 
the steel mills they turn out half 
as much again as in 1913 and in 
shoe plants the increase is 16 per 

cent. 

In spite of the differences, how- 
ever, ‘“‘the important point is the 
startling rise in our manifest power 
to produce goods.’”” Dr. Tugwell 
believes we should ‘view this 
change in industry as nearly as we 
can manage in the same way we 
view the so-called industrial revolu- 
tion which occurred in late eigh- 
teenth century Engiand,’’ and 
quotes Mr. Ewan Clague, who has 
done pioneer work in measuring 
the change, to the effect that ‘‘we 
are at the present time experienc- 
ing what is perhaps the most re- 
markable advance in productive ef- 
ficiency in the history of the 
modern industrial system.”” But 
whereas the first industria] revolu- 
tion was brought about primarily 
through the invention of new ma- 
chines, the second is mainly the 
result of the application of new 
processes and methods to the use 
of machines. 

Dr. Tugwell proceeds, with the 
methodical thoroughness of the 
pedagogue but without the peda- 
gogue’s pedantry, to list and ex- 
plain the various causes for our 
increased productive power. He has 
found twenty-two in all which he 
has divided into two major groups— 
the more general and the specific or 
technical causes. The division and 
subdivision is, of course, arbitrary. 
It is difficult to set the fluid proc- 
esses of life into any static mold 
But the method serves to concen- 
trate attention first on this angle 
and then on that. 

Taken as a whole, the list repre-

The Italian Novelist Who Received the Award 
For Literature Is a Sardinian W oman

RAZIA DELEDDA, whose 
novel, “La Fuga in Egitto’’ 
(The Flight to Egypt), has 
just been awarded the Nobel 
Prize for Literature, was only 15 
when she wrote her first novel, 
“Sengue Sardo”’ (Sardinian Blood), 
a rather tragic and fantastic story. 
Sent secretly to a newspaper of 
fashions in Rome, it was immediate- 
ly accepted and published. The ap- 
peerance of the story made the 
youthful writer very happy, but 
made her family and townsfolk 
quite indignant. No one had ever 
heard before of a woman writer in 
Nuoro, nor perhaps in all Sardinia, 
and that to Sardinians was an omen 
that spelicd evil for the young girl. 
She was besieged with anonymous 
letters, some offering kindly advice, 
others making outrageous insinua- 
tions. Her parents were grieved 
and became objects of sympathy and 
condolences; and the young writer 
was subjected to family scenes and 
insults in order to bring her back 
to the holy and righteous path. 
Fortunately, however, Graxia did 
not yield. She continued writing, 
though in secret. The townsfolk 
soon discovered that writing was 
not inconsistent with the maidenly 
virtues of a well-bred girl, and as 
she began to win a reputation and 
earn some money the hard feelings 
toward her changed.

In order to understand the atti- 
tude of her acquaintances, her rela- 
tives and her family, we must re- 
member that she was born 52 years 
ago in Nucro, near Sassari, on the 
Island of Sardinia. The little city 
numbers nearly 8,000 inhabitants. 
It is situated 2,000 feet above the 
sea level, between two big valleys, 
one of which is cultivated, the other 
stil wild. The streets, except the 
main one, are narrow and lined 
with numerous plain huts built of 
stone and mud, and little houses 
painted white, rose color and blue. 
Grazia’s father, an energetic and 
intelligent man, completed his stud- 
jes at Cagliari, the most important 
city of the island, then three days’ 
journey on horseback from Nuoro. 
After practicing law for some time 
he became an agriculturist and 
business man. He would rise early 
in the morning, take care of his 
correspondence, give orders to his 
peasants, and sometimes he worked 
the land with them. 

When he was about 40 years old, 
having assured himself of a solid 
financial future, he decided to mar- 
ry.

N this fourth volume of his me- 
moirs M. Poincaré reconstructs 
the European acene of the first 
seven months of 1914—the eve 
‘of the disaster—as, it appeared from 
the vantage point of the Elysée 
Palace. The background is supplied 
by his methodically kept diary, and 
the events of the’ period are re- 
viewed, rounded out and clarified 
by the supplementary aid of the 
elaborate documentary material 
that has become avaiiable within 
the last eight years. M. Poincaré 
draws extensively upon the Kaut- 
sky Documents, the Austrian State 
papers, Viscount Grey’s Memoirs, 
even statements published within 
the last few months, to confound 
his critics and reinforce his thesis. 
For he writes, not as a dispas- 
sionate historian. but frankly as an 
advocate defending himself and the 
French Governments—all the pre- 
war French Governments—against 
the imputation that they shared in 
the responsibility for the war. Con- 
sequently his book is as polemical 
as it is analytic and descriptive, 
and he repeatedly pauses in his re- 
cita] of events to inject lengthy ar- 
guments upon controverted points. 

From his incomparable observa- 
tion post as President of the Re- 
public, in close touch with all that 
went on, he watched with 4 con- 
cern often approaching despair as 
the quaking, unsteady siplomatic 
structure of Europe passed hazard- 
ously from crisis to crisis, under- 
going minor repairs from time to 
time, until the jolt of Serajevo fi- 
nally toppled it over. 
rope thus stumbled along painfully 
on the edge of disaster, M. Poin- 
caré, in his partly decorative and 
constitutionally neutral rdéle of 
President, was obliged to spend a 
large part of his time trying to say 
something pleasant at each of an 
endless succession of purely formal 
and essentially trivial ceremonies. 
One day it is a ball at Saint-Cyr, 
again it-is a convention of mytual 
societies. ‘Tomorrow there will be 
other invitations, other speeches; 
but none of these diversions lessens 
the constant preoccupation that the 
uneasy European situation causes 
me.”’ 

Moreover, a nation upon which 
“the gravity of events might im- 
pose, from one day to the next, the 
duty to re-establish national 
union,"’ was ‘‘torn by political fac- 
tions,’’ parliamentary intrigues, fi- 
nancial scandals. International 
bickering, the gossip of all the capi- 
tals of Europe, even the private en- 
tanglements of his friends de- 
manded the attention of the Presi- 
dent, occasionally his discreet in- 
tervention. It is not surprising that 
in these circumstances the circum- 
scribed office of the Presidency 
was not pleasing to the vigorous, 
active M. Poincaré, who character- 
izes the first half of the year 1914 
as ‘“‘a trying period during which I 
experienced not only a growing in- 
quietude as to the future of Eu- 
rope, but all the petty annoyances 
of an inactive and cloistered posi- 
tion."’ He considers that his con- 
stitutional irresponsibility was 
amply paid for by the obligation 
frequently to defend himself 
against the reproaches of political 
groups ‘‘which sought to use my 
nominal authority for their own 
purposes.’ He had to make a con- 
tinual effort to escape discourage- 
ment, ‘‘sometimes even repugnance 
and disgust.’’

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About Books, Wore or Less: Exploited Children

N this page a few weeks ago 
something was said in high 
praise of Mr. Bertrand Rus- 
se}i as acommentator on the 

modern scene. My remarks were in- 
tended in all sincerity and there is 
no intention now to withdraw the 
basic tribute. But perhaps it would 
have been prudent to make explicit 
the reservation to which we all 
subscribe when we are engaged in 
distributing praise. Mr. Russell is 
at his best when he agrees with the 
present writer. When Mr. Russell 
falls out of step he does not sound 
so good. He was at his best when 
he refused, a few weeks ago, to 
join the present fashionable rush 
away from democracy and into the 
embraces of the White and Red 
strong-arm men. He was below his 
best a fortnight ago when he spoke 
to the young generation of a new 
morality. Moral codes, said Mr. 
Russell, are imposed by elderly 
people upon young people; and it iz 
done in.a spirit of envy. Elderly 
people “only too frequently’? have 
failed to find happiness in love, 
and so set themselves to prevent

Consequently it must now be 
stated that for the purposes of the 
present paper Mr. Russell is not so 
sound a thinker as Professor Wil- 
liam McDougall, by origin a coun- 
tryman of Mr. Russell, in his 
“Character and the Conduct of 
Life’ (Putnam). This seems to me 
as serenely wise and besutiful a 
book as I have met in many a day. 
Were this one of Professor Mc- 
Dougall’s technical studies in psy- 
chology I should not have pre- 
sumed to deal with it. But the 
book is of the. Wisdom Literature 
which has chiefly been written by 
laymen for laymen; though in the 
present case the author is brave 
enough to assert, in addition to the 
usual elaims of years and experi- 
ence, the advantage of having 
spent ‘‘a third of a century in the 
endeavor to acquire some useful 
conception of this raw material of 
hun.an nature.”’ In many other re- 
spects it is a brave'book. It chal- 
lenges the current formula that 
youth is the happiest time of life. 
It does not subscribe to the other 
prevalent fashion ‘for the elders 
to confess their impotence and to 
call upon youth to take the helm.”’

goes along with Abraham Wolf 
Rosenbach from the time he started 
with his uncle in Philadelphia in 
1885, at 9 years of age, through his 
buying end selling of books in Eu- 
rope and America, will participate 
in many exciting experiences and 
meet most of the world’s important 
collectors and dealers. 

The chapters contain many good 
anecdotes and tales of adventure, 
and some of these will take a per- 
manent place in bookdom. But 
when Dr. Rosenbach gives his esti- 
mate of good printing or beautiful 
pages it is a horse of another color. 

Although the title is ““Books and 
Bidders” there is no doubt that 
Dr. Rosenbach is more interested 
in the bids than in the making 
of books. A reader would have 
to check only the index to ascer- 
tain this, for while most of the 
important collectors of the day 
are given at least one reference, 
the great makers of books are not 
listed at all. Names like Aldus and 
William Morris (that of Morris 
appears in the book) do not appear 
in the index, but most of the

And when so 
much attention is given tc dollars, 
it ia hardly fair to leave the other- 
wise uninformed reader with the 
impression that $106,000 is the 
highest price paid for a copy of the 
so-called Gutenberg Bible when 
more than twice this amount was 
paid for a copy some time before 
the publication of this book. Nor 
would an authority on the art of 
printing call this same Gutenberg 
Bible “‘the most beautiful work of 
printing the world has ever 
known,”” any more than would a 
careful student unhesitatingly call 
it “the earliest.’" This first Bible 
was made to resemble a manuscript 
book, really to counterfeit it, for 
the first buyers thought the new 
books were made with the pen, and 
undoubtedly would have hestitated 
to purchase had they known of the 
mysterious “‘printing.”" After book 
making paszed the counterfeiting 
period it .. through that of 





imitating, and only after throwing 
off this second yoke did the crea- 
tion of printed books grow into 
an art of its own. This stage was 
reached in Italy at the end of the 
fifteenth century or incunabula 
period, which, by the way, goes not 
only to 1500 but through that year. 

Any one acquainted with Dr 

Rosenbach is well aware that such 
little misstatements are nothing 
more than slips, but the book would 
bave been the better for their eradi- 
cation. However, book lovers will 
enjoy reading this volume in spite 
of its faults. 
’ The many readers who enjoyed 
“The Quest of the Perfect Book’’ 
should be glad to get this second 
volume, by William Dana Orcutt. 
It is easily written and easy to 
read, but that it will add much 
to permanent book lore is. doubtful. 
The interested reader will be en+ 
couraged to find that Mr. Orcutt 
in his constant search has come 
upon two of America’s greatest 
bookmakers, Bruce Rogers and D. 
B. Updike. However, the manner 
in which he uses illustrations is 
rather disconcerting and frequent- 
ly gives an entirely false idea of the 
original. 

A volume of this character often 
carries the reader a pleasant jour- 
ney into the land of books. And 
so aptly is it said that travel is a 
fool's paradise that it behooves the 
wanderer to be well prepared at the 
start, for he is likely to return with 
little other than what he is 
equipped to get.

N his recent lectures at the 

Royal Institution, Emil Cam- 

maerts noted one characteristic 

of modern English literature 
which, in his opinion, is practically 
absent from other European litera- 
tures. Many English authors, he 
says, derive their inspiration from 
memories of their childhood, and 
consequently share with children a 
keen faculty of observation and an 
insatiable imagination. Foreign ob- 
servers, for instance, are amazed to 
find John Masefield and J. C. 
Squire writing long poems of fine 
literary quality about hunting and 
football. M. Cammaerts explains 
this as a manifestation of the spirit 
of boyhood which burns so vividly 
in the heart of every Englishman. 
W. H. Davies, again, is ‘‘the most 
typical representative of modern 
English literature in verse’ through 
his childlike admiration for insects 


and flowers or for the daily mira-|° 


cles of sunrise and sunset. Simul- 
tanecusly with this interesting judg- 
ment comes G. K. Chesterton’s new 
book on ‘‘Robert Louis Stevenson,”’ 
where we are reminded that R. L.

Spanish Idealism in a New Novel

MONG leaders of Spanish 
thought, Spain’s mission in 

the world is an earnestly 
debated topic. In the latest 

book by Ricardo Leén, ‘‘Los Traba- 
jadores de la Muerte’”’ (The Work- 
ers of Death), published by Editorial 
Hernando, Madrid, he suggests a 
conception of the civilizing influ- 
ence of his country in the readjust- 
ment of the political universe. Dur- 
ing the World War, he points out, 
Spain was the only one of the pow- 
ers to refrain from taking part in 
the combat, playing no other réle 
than that of maintaining the law 
of God and the rights of peoples, 
helping the needy, adjusting of- 
fenses, in fact, acting as comforter 
to all who were in need, irrespec- 
tive of nationality. Now, it is main- 
tained, there is more need of 
Spain's example of Christianity 
than ever. She must project her 
spirt like a wave of light through 
the darkness of this world that is 
so destitute of peace and bereft of 
love; that is governed by the law 
of the strongest in the interest of 
those who have the most money. 
To irradiate the spirit of Spain, to 
defend it against the world on be- 
half of humanity, not with sword 
and cannon, but with works of love 
and culture, would be to defend 





the most original, the purest and 


most positive Christian morality 
that has arisen out of European 
civilization. The mission of Spain 
has ever been idealistic; she has 
mingled her blood and her seed, 
shared her bread and broadcast her 
spirit with all the nations of the 
earth, and, although the world may 
not acknowledge it; and may not 
be grateful for it, nevertheless it 





owes to Spain a culture that is the 
flower of both the Orient and the 
Occident. It is liberal and human 
even in its defects. It is a vital 
‘force that even yet nourishes virgin 
countries, avaricious commercial 
peoples and decadent nations. The 
striking characteristic of the true 
Spaniard, according to ‘‘Los Traba- 
jadores de la Muerte,”’ always has 
been prodigality, giving of self un- 
til the veins were bled white.

Zaida, who 
made her escape from a Turkish 
harem, sought the protection of 
Kemal Pasha and then devoted her 
life to helping women in the West- 
ern World to free themselves from 
the shackles of convention, sym- 
bolizes the crisis in the lives of the 
women of the century, their rest- 
lessness, their lack of purpose, 
their confusion in the sudden 
change from servitude to unbridled 


In Mme. Marie Le Franc’s novel, 
the ‘‘Innocent,”’ called Grand Louis, 
is a big, husky, gentle fellow, who 
pleases a young woman, Eve, living 
in a little house in Brittany, near 
the sea, in the Département du 
Morbihan. A bad point of the novel 
is that at the beginning everything 
occurs in a state of material and 
moral haziness. In the first chap- 
ters we do not even know where we 
are nor what the heroine or that 
errant phantom might be. The au- 
thor never tells us much. Gradtally 
we learn that Eve is not a peasant 
girl, but an educated young lady, 
who has lived in Paris, who has 
loved and been abandoned by the 
man whom she has vainly tried to 
dominate. It will be easier for her 
to dominate the ‘‘Innocent."’ 

o,¢ 
ND who is he? We will never 
know. A physician, having 
seen a scar on his head, comes 
to the conclusion that his condition 
is due to an injury, and that a sur- 
gical operation might restore his 
faculties. Eve objects to such an 
operation. She likes him much bet- 
ter as he is. With him, at least. 
there is nothing te understand, 
nothing to explain. So restful! Not 
for an instant dves she consider 
that by keeping him in this state 
of mental lethargy she is commit- 
ting a veritable crime of omission. 
Is intelligence so precious? Eve 
evidently does not think so; and the 
novel gives us reason to believe 
that many women appreciate only 
physical vigor in men and are not 
interested in finding the slightest 
intellectual superiority in their 
mates. Mme. Marie Le Franc’s 
book may provide the misogynists 

with an argument. 

As Grand Louis made his appear- 
ance in the neighborhood during 
the war of 1914-18, it is supposed 
that he was wounded in battle and 
escaped from the hospital; or he 
might even have been a prisoner. 
There is nothing to indicate his na- 
tionality. Eve does not worry 
much about this, or whether he is 
married or has a family. She be- 
lieves in living in the present and 
ignoring the rest. The uncertainty 
concerning Grand Louis makes him 
all the more dear to her. In this 
misty and enigmatic atmosphere 
she is gradually seized with a pas- 
sion for him to which she finally 
yields. 


TERRE HUMBOURG’S “Es- 
cale’’ is a sea novel a bit rem- 
iniscent of Joseph Conrad. The 

route of the Tlemcen, a freighter 
of Marseilles, is along the western 
coast of Africa. There are brilliant 
descriptions of Dacar, Cotonou and 
Bassam and some ocean scenes— 
fog, storm and the like. I was 
rather surprised to see the com- 
mander of the Tlemcen, unable to 
assist another ship in distress be- 
cause he himself isin a critical sit- 
uation (which we can readily un- 
derstand), cynically jeering at his 
neighbor in peril.

F you believe in political evolu-! 

tion you cannot fail to be inter- | 

ested ip the history of the Ro- 

man Republic. And if you read 
Roman history you cannot escape 
a belief in political evolution. The 
problems in constitutional govern- 
ment, in the relations between 
wealth and political administration, 
in the development of a republican 
empire, which Rome was called 
upon to solve in the interval be- 
tween the end of the Second Punic 
War and the Augustan Age bear 
so striking a parallel to some of the 
problems of our own time that few 
students can investigate the sub- 
ject without uttering warnings or 
prophecies and presenting moral 
deductions. 

Here we have two writers, an Eng-

, blushing greed and venaiity of the 
j ‘Roman Senate. 
| The Roman bourgeoise resisted 
ievery attempt to settle the ex- 
service man on the land. They de- 
stroyed Italian agriculture and 
eventually Rome itself because they 
preferred to operate large estates 
by slave labor. And slaves were 
wasted as recklessly as modern 
water power. And when they revolt- 
ed under Spartacus they were cruci- 
fied by thousands. The taxes of the 
conquered provinces were collected 
by large private corporations, who 
bid for the purpose. These corpora- 
tions combined the power of the 
Cheka, the resources of the Spanish 
Inquisition, the legal backing of 
prohibition enforcement officials 
and the ethics of a bootlegger, and 
the sky was the limit. 

And here is where Mr. Thaddeus 
is wrong in his condemnation of 
Rome, of Cicero as ‘‘an arch-hypo- 
crite,” of Caesar as “ a bandit- 
adventurer.”’ It is true that the 
latter was bald, epileptic, bisexually 
amorous and treacherous as hope. 
It is true that Sulla was deformed, 
cruel, notably depraved and that 
he died of a disgusting disease. But 
this is not the whole story. The 
i plain fact is that Rome had no 
ethical principles whatsoever. 

It is king to realize that in his 
eight years in Gaul Caesar, with 
the loss of a few thousand legion- 
aries, killed over two million men, 
women and children. It is true that 





danger had come on Rome from 
Gaul, that the Cimbri and Teutoni 
were turned back by Marius, 
Caesar's uncle, after they had 
wiped out 120,000 Romans, and that 
Mithridates, in his war against 
Rome, which Sulla ended, began his 
operations with the massacre of 
every Italian in Asia, 150,000 in all. 

Similarly, the party strife in Rome 
between the oligarchic alliance of 
the aristocracy and the rich bour- 
geoisie on the one hand and the 
democratic party on the other had 
been marked for years by murders, 
massacres, unspeakable corruption 
and intimidation. Neither the 
Optimates, whom Sulla favored, 
nor the Populares, of whom Caesar 
was an adherent, bad a vestige of 
moral or constitutional right on 
their side. Suila’s prescriptions 
followed Cinna’s—Caesar’s father- 
in-law—outrages on the Conserva- 
tives while the Mithridatic war was 
in progress. During the party strife 
patriotism went by the board. Both 
parties intrigued with the enemies 
of Rome, and when Caesar con- 
quered Cato in Africa and Labienus 
in Spain Roman arms appeared in 
Roman triumphs. Out of all the 
welter a definite political 
appeared. Italians achieved the 
right of Roman citizenship; the old 
religion—nothing more than a set 
of fables and tabus, of which the 
Roman State itself was one—dis- 
appeared asa potent political force; 
the old aristocracy and plutocracy 
were broken, and the one coherent 
power in Rome, the army, re- 
mained to put its leader on the 
throne.. With the moral founda- 
tions gone, military loyalty went 
too, and soon the imperial power 
was to be secured only by bribing 
the army, and the great empire 
went down in a foam of bjood and 
corruption. 

In this party conflict at Rome, 
Sulla and Caesar played the two 
decisive réles. Both were aristo- 
crats; both were hostile to the oli- 
garchy of renegade aristocrats and 
get-rich-quick adventurers which 
was engaged in paralyzing the en- 
ergies and looting the resources of 
the Roman State. Each wanted a 
clear-cut decision, but while Caesar 
openly threw in his lot with the big 
business and bourgeois element, 
Sulla strove to re-establish the by- 
gone aristocratic order—to get back 
to normalcy. 








In this fight force was the deci- 
sive element, and each.of these two 
men used force ruthlessly. Each 
assiduously cultivated the loyalty of 
his troops, so that Sulla could cap- 
ture Rome itself and Caesar could 
defy the Constitution and invade 
Italy with a Roman army based on 
Gaul. Sulla, in addition to being a 
fine military leader, had a touch of 
that supple statesmanship in which 
Caesar was deficient. Sulla died in 
hia bed. Caesar did not. 

When Sulla overthrew the oli- 
garchy he looked around for 
new blood to man the renovated 
ship of state. Pompey was pant for 
the asking, and Pompey 
spirited, stupid Pompey—was his 
dar'ing. But he warited Caesar, who 
had hitherto accomplished nothing, 
to be on his side. Caesar, to hia eter- 
nal credit (the one creditable action 
of his entire career), refused to 
divorce Cornelia. The nephew of 
Marius and son-in-law of Cinna was 
not to be yoked to the Sullan Gov- 
ernment of, for and by the aristoc- 
racy. He fled Rome and found con- 
genial] employment in using his per- 
sonal] charms to pniist the fleet of 
King Nicomedes of Bithynia against 
the Mediterranean pirates. Later, 
when the storm had blown over, he 
returned to Rome and started his 
political career by receiving the 
election of Aedile. This left him. 
over a million dollars in debt, and 
it wasn't until after he, Pompey 
and Crassus had formed their fa- 
mous Triumvirate that he got the 
chance to recoup his fortunes and to 
build his personal power on a se- 
cure military basis. He received 
the governorship of Gaul, the poor- 
est and least attractive of the Ro- 
man provinces, >»! he ‘rede * . 
paying proposition, through the 
slaves he captured from the tribes 
he deliberately quarreled with agd 
then defeated. And with men and 
money at his disposal Caesar quick- 
ly did his stuff. By the time he was 
through the Roman Republic was 
prostrate, Pompey and the gentle- 
men-adventurers of Sulla’s age 
were dead and Caesar’s nephew, 
Augustus, was able to rake the en- 
tire ancient world into Rome’s ca- 
pacious strongroom. 

Prior to Sulla and Caesar, Rome 
had developed an unbreakable 
power of political association which 
enabled her to resist all her 
enemies. She never achieved an 
ethical equipment to match her po- 
litical and military genius. Conse-

tution. Entirely apart from the 
systematic research work done by 
the modern American corporation, 
the business man is enlightened as 
he never was before by trade 
papers. statistical services and 
other agencies which. serve him 
with useful information. 

As other more general factors in 
the situation Dr. Tugwel} sees a 
distribution of our population in- 
creasingly adapted to our indus- 
trial needs; a phenomenal capac- 
ity for mechanizing productive 
processes; a growing capacity to 
avoid the ups and downs of busi- | 
ness inflation and depression; the 
exceptional uge we have made of 
the productive contributions of 
women; systematic attention to the ; 
development of consumer demand; 
widespread and highly integrated ! 


businesses and the cumulative ad- 
vantages of an economic surplus of 
which we have more than has been 
possessed by any other nation. 
Among the specific and technical 
reasons for our productive expan- 
sion Dr. Tugwell puts the spread 
of scientific management at the} 
head of the list. It has, of course, 
far outrun its first narrow applica- 
tion. This phrase by which Judge | 
Brandeis popularized Frederick W. 
Taylor’s theories has come to sym- 
bolize the philosophy of the second 
industrial revolution. The whole 
process can be summed up in the 
application of the scientific method 
to the management of industry... 
More specifically Dr. Tugwell men- 
tions the spread of standardization; 
the growth of the continuous proc- 
ess of production-chain serializa- 
tion of machines so dramatically 
applied by Mr. Ford; fhe develop- 
ment of larger industrial strategy— 
“careful pre-planning’’; better ac- 
counting and budgetry control. 
Nor does he neglect the new con- 
ceptions of high wages and low 
prices that have come to be identi- 
fied in the public mind with Amer- 
ican prosperity. “It was not so 
long ago that business extremities, 
in which lower costs were press- 
ingly necessary, invariably engen- 
dered a movement for the reduc- 
tion of wages.” But ‘‘general re- 
ductions in wages are hardly ever | 
talked of any more. There is a 
surprising spread of the idea that 
reducing wages is the easiest way 
to cut off an important part of the 
market.’’ | 
But it is in the larger social im- 
plications of the great change that 
Dr. Tugwell is most keenly inter- ' 
ested. He devotes the last chapters | 
to a discussion of them. The proc- 
esses which have brought industry 
to its maturity have been largely 
unconscious. But with growth has 
come the necessity for conacious 
control and direction. ‘“What has 
hitherto been haphazard growth, 
tortured by the uncertainties of 
adolescence, ought to become a ma- 
ture career determined by a pro- 
gram of progress, encouraged by a 
sense of achievement.”’

A MASEFIELD TALE 


THE MIDNIGHT FOLK. By John 
Masefield. 269 . New York: 
The Macmillan Company. $2.50. 

R. MASEFIELD has written 
the sort of a book that 
grown-up people like to give a 

child for Christmas, and then enjoy 
reading themselves. ‘‘The Midnight 
Folk’’ is a story to be read aloud 
in the traditional Winter fireside 
setting. it is a tale of a little boy 
who goes adventuring at night 
through secret passages and magic 
ways in search of a iost treasure, 
in the company of friendly cats and 
bats and foxes, returning periodi- 
cally to the irksome routine of life 
under a cross governess. 

The style is imaginative and gla- 
mourous. If, occasionally, one feels 
that the quaintness and droliness is 
becoming a little overpowering, 
there is always a passage of good 
stiff buccaneering talk to starch 
it up. And Mr. Masefield bas in- 
terpolated some verses that are de- 
lightful. 

When the story opens, young Kay 
Harker (a name not unknown to 
readers of Mr. Masefield’s other 
prose works) is beginning an un- 
happy day at his lessons. For one 
thing, Sir Theopompus, his stout 
guardian, is coming to lunch. That 
is nothing to look forward to with 
pleasure. Jane, the maid, and El- 
len, the cook, are cross. So is Miss 
Syivia Daisy, his governess—more 
than usually so. 

Then Sir Theopompus arrives. He 
was a fluttery sort of man, with 
gold-rimmed spectacles, a gold band 
on his umbrella, and a gold watch 
and chain.

quently, she destroyed first herself, 
then Italy and eventually the en- 
tire ancient world. The first and 
vital contribution of Rome to po- 
litical science was the terrible pen- 
alty she exacted from nations less 
coherent than herself. Inferiority 
to Rome meant slavery. The price 
of survival, as the Parthians dis- 
covered, was efficiency. The sec- 
ond contribution was the fact that 
a theory of government which rests 
basically on a State religion lasts 
only till the advent of successful 
skeptics, like Sulla and Caesar. But 
the greatest lesson that Rome 
taught the world was not only that 
morality is the basis of political 
organization but that ethical stand- 
ards are a condition of racial sur- 
vival. Rome fell because her sys- 
tem destroyed the Romans—first 
the moral standards of her aristoc- 
racy, then the Roman farmers and 
finally their virtues. It is 
a significant fact that the Catholic 
Church, which supplanted Rome, 
developed its system from the basis 
of family purity and a strong 
peasantry. With the lesson of Rome 
before their eyes, the Fathers of 
the Church knew that without these

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DIVORCE: A MENACE THAT GROWS 


A Brilliant Analysis of An Overshadowing Social Problem, Setting Forth That All the Ties That 
Hold the Family Together Have Been Loosened in Modern America, Save One 


“More Than One in Six of the Marriages of 1924-26 Will Actually End in Divorce During the Next Two Generations.”

HY are the divorces so frequent and 
what are the causes? It is diffi- 
cult to determine scientifically the 
various causes of this increase in divorce. 
The causes listed in the legal complaints 
as grounds for divorce are often mislead- 


ing. The fact that 33 per cent. of the 
divorces are granted for desertion, does 
not tell us why the husband or wife desert. 
The same inadequacy of information is 
noted for the 87 per cent. that are granted 
divorce because of cruelty. This fact does 
not explain why a man and a woman who 
marry for love should be crue] to each 
other. So also with the 10 per cent. of 
divorces granted for adultery and the 4 
per cent. granted for neglect to provide. 
The fact that two-thirds of the divorces 
are granted to the wife also gives us lit- 
tie information, particularly as to causes 
of increase, for about this same propor- 
tion of divorces was granted to the wife 
in 1870. 

Another definitely known cause of di- 

vorce is business prosperity, for in pros- 

times there are many more di- 
verees than in periods of business depres- 
sion. Hard times recruit the membership 
of the churches, it seems, and cut down 
the divorces also, while prosperity brings 
more marrying and more divorcing. But 
such a cause does not explain the increase 
in divorces, for the business cycle existed a 
half century ago as well as today. 

We know also that occupation has an in- 
fluence on breaking up marriages. Divorce 
is: rather frequent among actors and ac- 
tresses, among musicians and teachers of 
music, among commercial travelers and 


1870 have hardly been great enough to ac- 
count for the increase in divorce since 
then. The actors are a small part of our 
population, as also are clergymen. The 
smaller proportion of farmers now than 


half a century ago on though, account 
in part for this increase in divorce. 

Divorces are relatively more numerous in 
cities than in rural districts. For instance, 
in Cook County, Iil., which is nearly all in- 
cluded in the City of Chicago, there are 
GO per cent. of all the divorces in the 
State, but only 49 per cent. of the popula- 
tion. The difference would be even great- 
er if comparison could be made with only 
the truly rural parts of Illinois. The 
social and economic conditions of city life 
are therefore more conducive to divorce 
than are the conditions of rural life. 
About one-half the population of the 
United States now live in cities. Since 
1870 the urban population living in places 
of more than 8,000 inhabitants has grown 
to be five times as large, while the popula- 
tion living in places of less than 8,000 is. 
only about twice as large. The growth 
of cities has not, though, kept pace with 
the divorce rate. Furthermore, in many 
of the great agricultural States of the 
West the divorce rate has increased and 
is, indeed, higher than the divorce rate in 
many of our Eastern States with large 
urban populations. ; 


HE great growth of cities helps to ex- 

plain the increase in divorce, but does 

not wholly account for the phenomenon. 
But even though the increase in the popu- 
lation of city dwellers causes in part the 
increase in divorce, this statistical evi- 
dence does not tell us why city people 
get more divorces than country folk, 
though we can make some reasonable 
guesses, which we shall do .a little 
further on. 
Another cause for which we have 
proof is the diminishing numbe: of

From smal]: samples of the popula- 
tion collected here and there, one 
might estimate that 70eper cent. or 
more_of married couples have chil- 
dren. \Children, then, act as a de- 
terrent of divorce. They are a 
bond which holds a family together. 

Also, since 1870 and earlier the 
birth rate has been dropping fairly 
steadily in our registration States. 
These declining births have been 
offset in part by a falling infant 
death rate. Yet there are more 
and more -childless marriages and 
smaller families. So the absence of 
children-is an undoubtedly impor- 
tant cause of the increase of di- 
vorce.- This evidence, however, 
still leaves us ignorant as to why 
husbands and wives without chil 
dren seek divorces. 


Most of the precise contributions 
of science to the explanation of the 
causes of divorce either deal only 
with reported causes or inciting 
causes, rather than with real or 
fundamental causes. These more 
fundamental causes of divorce lend 
themselves as yet very little to pre- 
cise statistical determination. Still, 
there is considerable evidence as to 
the basic causes of divorce that can 
be fitted together into a fairly rea- 
sonable theory. This theory will be 
set forth in the following para- 
graphs, though the necessity for 
brevity ,will prevent a careful scien- 
tific formulation. 


ARRIAGE should be thought 

of as the beginning of a 

union or organization known 
as the family. The problem is, 
then, not so much to find out why 
marriages dissolve as why families 
are broken up. In trying to an- 
swer this question, we ask another. 
Why do two separate individuals 
who meet decide after a while that 
they will go through the rest of 
their lives together? The natural 
behavior would at first seem to be 
for individuals to go their own way 
through life as individuals and not 
in pairs. There must be something 
to hold them together as a family. 
This something is a cluster of 
bonds or tiés. There are seven

Now the bonds listed above, num- 
bers 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, have greatly 
weakened or disappeared, leaving 
number 7, the affectional tie, as 
the chief bond to hold the family 
together. It is, therefore, to be ex- 
pected that A and B would sep- 
arate more readily when the ties 
holding them together weakened or 
disappeared; and when bond 7 
breaks, it is no occasion for won- 
der, though it may be for regret, 
that they separate and seek a 
divorce. 

Thus the causes of divorce lie in 
the disappearance of the family 
; functions, the weakening of the 
various bonds that in ancient times 
held the couple together. Divorce 
is increasing because these ties are 
being more and more weakened 
throughout the different social 
classes and in the different regions 
of the land. Divorce is more fre- 
quent in the city than in the coun- 
try because the city family has 
lost more of these functions. Di- 
vorce occurs more largely in fam-~- 
ilies without children, because 
children and their care are a vastly 
important bond holding the family 
together. 

Divorce rates are higher in the 
United States than elsewhere, be- 
cause nowhere else in the world 
have families lost so heavily of the 
old functions. For industrializa- 
tion has gone further with us and, 
being a new country, we have 
broken away to a greater extent 
from the old customs and law. Di- 
vorce varies widely in different 
parts of the United States, not so 
much because of variation in the 
strength of family ties in different 
regions, as because of the different 
State laws on divorce, which are 
@ little like the laws of Medes and 
Persians. They change slowly. 

*,* 


HAT of the future? These 
bonds were loosened and 
lost largely because of me- 
chanical inventions, except in the 
case of religion, which was weak- 
ened in its old form by scien- 
tific discoveries. Being the prod- 
uct of inventions and discoveries, 
these ties are not likely to be re- 
stored unless new inventions and 
discoveries are made. These are at 
the present time unpredictable. 
Hence the future of divorce is the 
future of the strength of affection. 
How strong is affection? That is, 
how constant is it? Perhaps some 
day the psychologists and the phys- 
iologists and the sociologists will 
take up more seriously its scientific 
study and tel] us. But until then 
the judges and lawyers in the’ di- 
vorce courts are giving: us some 
information. : 
Affection is often quite enduring.

DISCIPLE of mine recently 
went to Russia in order to 

study on the spot woman's 

life under the Bolshevist 
régime. On her return I asked 
her what the women Bolsheviki

—, marriage system. There 
, Of course, many answers. 
But what struck my informant was 
the fact that many girls who had 
availed themselves of the “‘liberty’”’ 
of Bolshevist laws to the extent of 
marrying in some cases a dozen 
times in two years were possessed 
by one longing. And that was for 





the ideal state of marriage which 
their forefathers had be- 
lieved in. 

This has always come to 
pass when attempts have 
been made to disregard 
the eternal laws of mari- 
tal relationships. The un- 
rest and the wretchedness 
may endure for centuries, 
but sooner or later the 
eternal principle triumphs 
over the temporary. What 
will happen in Russia will 
also happen, mutatis mu- 
tandis, in the United 
States. 

Not that I believe Amer- 
ican conditions, in which 
the woman predominates, 
to be in the least abnor- 
mal. Something may 
even be said for the argu- 
ment that the matriarchal 
state, in. this general 
sense, answers the pur- 
pose of nature better than 
the patriarchal. As a 
sexual being man needs 
woman more than she 
needs him. Throughout 
the whole of the animal 
kingdom it is the female 
which sets the law: The 
Hon will never exact by 
force what the mate will 
not give of her own free 
will. Thus it is not im- 
possible that the enslave- 
ment of woman was the 
only recourse by which 
man, in his primitive con- 
dition, could retain the 
ascendency. 

Conditions in America 
go far to prove the accu- 
racy of this statement. 
From the very beginning 
woman has been placed on 
a pedestal in America. 
The result was her com- 
plete predominance. Nor 
was man ever able to re- 
gain the position which he 
held in Europe. But this 
state of affairs, in itself 
perfectly natural, was 
overidealized. What is a 
natural condition among 
others came to be regarded 
as the spiritually ideal 
state. A despotism not 
less abnormal than the 
despotism of man was in- 
stituted. The American 
woman grew into an. 
Amazon. 

But woman's despotism 
is in no way higher or 
better than man’s. If 
under masculine despotism 
woman’s condition be- 
comes abject, American husbands 
make as abject a psychological and 
moral impression as woman ever 
qid. This is certainly not an ideal 
condition. Man is not a god; but 
neither is woman a goddess. 

In dehumanizing herself woman 
only too often loses her soul. And 
this takes place all the more easily 
because, in spite of modern preju- 
dice, woman has never reached 
the goal of perfection along any 
other paths than that of love. Ac- 
tually the same truth also applies 
to man. There never was a saint, 
or a genius, or a great man of any 
description who—whether he yielded 
to them or not—was not endowed 
with strong erotic powers. If the 
case of the first Puritans seems to 
prove the contrary, the reason is

And since man 
is, in the best of cases, an emo- 
tional dilettante, the present state 
of things means an absolute de- 
cline in values. If marriage should 
prove successful under latter-day 
conditions, it will be a true miracle. 
For my part I must confess that 
I sympathize with those young 
couples who, having married at 


intentions of the whole book. In- 
terested as I am in universals and 
in fundamentals rather than in 
facts, and capable only of examin- 
ing this matter from the viewpoint 
of its essential significance, I am, 
on the other hand, the last person 
who might reasonably be asked to 
extend the contents of that book in 
detail. If I am to pass beyond the 
limits of the statements there made 
with regard to what constitutes a 
satisfactory marriage, I must be- 
gin again from new principles. This 
new viewpoint is laid down in my 
two preceding articles on ‘The 
Dark Age’’ and ‘“‘The Future of 
America.”’ Indeed, the chaos 
which reigns in the latter-day re- 





lations between man and woman is 
only one specific expression of the 
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larger fact that the old culture is 
dying and that we are still prepar- 
ing in the dark for a new one. 
What I mean by the death of the 
old culture I have explained in the 
first two articles. As if-affects this 
particular question, the death of 
the old culture means that woman 
no longer looks at man as she used 
to, nor man at woman. It means 
that the ancient ideal of marriage 
no longer lives; that both man and 
woman have other views on the 
problem of sex than their fathers 
had. In the domain of life, the 
meaning that men give to facts 
creates the facts, and not vice 
versa; and so the mere fact that 
people regard things differently 
changes the things them- 
selves. 
A period of preparation 
means a period of gesta- 
tion. On the level of the 
conscious mind, a period 
of gestation expresses it- 
self as a period of ex- 
perimentation. The mar- 
riage crisis in America is 
a natural expression of 
the fact that the soul of 
America is 
through its birth pangs. 
American feeling is, if 
anything, anti-Bolshevist, 
yet what essential differ- 
ence is there betwee the 
American and the Bolshe- 
vist practices of marriage 
and divorce? The sacra- 
ments of the Church can 
no longer be quoted in this 
connection; once divorce 
and remarriage have be- 
come as easy as they are 
today, the old Christian 
idea is dead. ¢ 
Nor do I see much differ- 
ence between Boishevist 
practice and the habits of 
American girls as de 
scribed by Judge Lindsey, 
as well as by Dr. Beatrice 
Hinkle in her contribution 
to‘“The Book of Marriage.” 
One spirit animates the 
whole of this age. It ex- 
presses itself in America 
as the revolt against Puri- 
tan and New England 
ideas; in Italy as the re- 
volt against liberalism; in 
Russia as the _ revolt 
against Byzantinism and 
class rule; and so on. 
And all these revolutions, 
when erroneously regarded 
as aims in themselves, 
must appear equally vi- 
cious and destructive. It 
is only as states of disin- 
tegration, preparing the 
way for a new integration 
on a higher plane, that 
they can be seen to em- 
body any value. 
But people must live! 
through their own experi- 
ences. Even in times of 
stable traditions no gen- 
eration ever profited much 
from the wisdom of its 
elders. And when a new 
age is dawning it cannot 
be expected that any im- 
age of the past will com- 
mand reverence. We must 
look at the loss of values 
just as we do at the loss 
of life in time of war. Let 
the young even try to better the 
state of married life through the 
institution of trial marriages, as 
suggested by Judge Lindsey. The 
same freedom will then exist in 
America as already exists in Rus- 
sia. It will not be considered an 
ideal for long. q 
There is one thing—and that the 
most vital—which both the new gen- 
eration and Judge Lindsey fail to 
realize: It is understood that every 
one should lead his own life, fol- 
low his own convictions. But this 
does not mean that everybody's 
“opinion” is as good as that of 
everybody else; it only means that 
all “opinions” are equally valueless. 
It is for each one to find his own

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SPORT SUBDUES THE GERMAN WAR SPIRIT

N old pictures a statesman was 
often shown as the bronzed 
steersman of a ship, gazing 
into the distance with keen 

eyes, in order to keep the right 
course. But, since keenness of 
vision seems on the wane among 
statesmen, they are now depicted 
as pale men, bending over writing 
desks—no wonder they become 
near-sighted!" 

The statesman of today should be 
presented as the chauffeur of an 
automobile. And, if a State were 
indeed like an automobile, then 
surely there would be an end of all 
war, since the chauffeur 
would run the risk of be- 
ing dashed to pieces in the 
first collision. He would 
prefer, therefore, to go to 
Geneva or Washington, to 
spirit away grievances 
through the medium of a 
few conversations, or to 
put the seal on all troubles 
by means of a dinner, 
rather than to seal them 
through his death. As long 
as a statesman can insti- 
gate, counsel and, finally, 
declare war without being 
compelled to go to the 
front on the first day of 
hostilities; as long as Cabi- 
net members are exempted 
from military service be- 
cause they are ‘‘indispen- 
sable,’ it will be easy to 
start wars; for war is 
something which is util- 
ized, instigated and 
brought about by a few in- 
dividuals and never by an 
entire nation. 


Like others, the German 
Nation harbors no thought 
of waging war or wreak- 


persons, who never saw 
war, amuse themselves 
with flag-waving, speechi- 
fying and military strut- 
ting; they make use of 
medieval names and 
words, hark back to the 
old Germanic gods, deciare 
that Christ was not only 
an Arian but a German 
born at Frankfort-on-the 
Main, and constantly point 
to Richard Wagner in their 
silly chatter. 


Unfortunately, when they 
are students, they are in- 
spired by a few white- 
bearded professors who, 
despite great achievements 
in research work about 
Pharaoh, or Hegel, or on 
the cure of diseases of the 
liver, nevertheless lack ad- 
vancement (to quote 
Prince Hamlet), and, feel- 
ing bored with their eternal 
operating tables and their 
libraries, hope to become 
rejuvenated through the 
thunderous applause which 
comes to a popular dema- 
gogue. 

The right course would 
be to free German youth 
from the pricks of con- 
science that beset a defeat- 
ed people and to convince 
all young Germans that, 
unlike a century ago, na- 
tional honor is not stained 
because of a defeat by 
superior numbers in a war of 
machines that lasted for years. The 
methods of teaching history and 
the sort of monuments that are 
erected are the reasons why this 
antiquated idea has been perpetu- 
ated in ail countries. Instead of 
preaching to Germans about their 
wars for freedom in 1813—which 
used to arouse Bismarck to bitter 
laughter—our schools should teach 
Goethe’s maxims about internation- 
alism, or Voltaire’s words: ‘For 
me, great men come first, war 
heroes last. By great men I mean 
those who have excelled in useful 
or edifying things; the others, who

merely heroes.”’ 

But there is no nation into which 
it is as difficult to instil such ideas 
as the German. For, first, Ger- 
mans seem to be under the domina- 
tion of an old knightly tradition, 
which demands that the vanquished 
must challenge the victor to a duel. 
And, secondly, they have been 
brought up for two centuries to 





sonal courage of Lindbergh wus 
not surpassed by that of any sol- 
dier in the war.

guages agree on one thing: That 
there are no cowardly nations, that 
some nations excel in endurance, 
others in attack; some in strategy, 
some in strength; this one on the 
water, that one in the air; but that, 
in the long run, numbers win in 
war, just as, economically, gold is 
the victor. 

The victor’s plan to disarm Ger- 
many would have been quite logi-

worship the officer; to believe that 
anybody not wearing the officer’s 
uniform is a citizen of the second 
class. Significantly enough, this 
uniform was not called the uniform 
of the Fatherland but of the King. 

It is a difficult question to de- 
termine whether physical courage 
is the greatest of manly virtues—to 
deny it would take more space 
than I have at my disposal—but it 
is a certainty that such courage 
does not blossom ‘at its best in the 
soldier forced by duty into mili- 
tary service, but in men who vol- 
untarily become sportsmen, or go 
out in quest of adventure. The per-

was decided by any one soldier, by 
any single cavalry attack, not even 
by any single strategem. All the 
battles in that war were decided in 
the final analysis by concentration 
and clever utilization of war ma- 
terial and man-power; in other 
words, by weight of numbers. The 
moral power of resistance of a na- 
tion was needed to bring it to fight 
and hold ‘out; and there was no 
French General who ever main- 
tained that this mora] force was 
less’ among the defeated Germans, 
nor did any German soldier ever 
talk nonsense about the Serbs being 
cowards. War bcoks in ali lan- 





cal, if the. promised general dis 
armament had foilowed in other 
countries. For a man without 
weapons surrounded . by others 
armed to the teeth must neces- 
sarily feel himself in a position 
as painful as that of an idiot 
among intellectuals; he must needs 
believe himself constantly cheated, 
and, indeed, he will be right in 
thinking that he is. Those around 
him can ridicule him or crush him, 
which is no worse, but more defi- 
nite. By the one-sided, enforced 
disarmament of Germany, German 
youth was actually driven to resur- 
rect the romantic ideas of the old 








days of robber knighthood; for 
what is more delightful than to feel 
that patriotism backs one up in 
prohibited actions! What is more 
attractive to a young man than to 
help to build up secret stores of 
arms, which must be kept hidden 
from the enemy! And to do it all 
without risk of life, but, perhaps, 
with imprisonment in a foreign 
land, ftom which one emerges a 
national hero, as the worst that 
can happen! If an entire nation 
ig degraded to the rank of school 
children nobody should be sur- 
prised if some persons in that na- 
tion act like schoolboys. 

But this is not true of 
the majority, of the really 
influential! The great sur- 
prise of the World War— 
that the victor in Europe 
saw the prize for which 
he had fought vanish be- 
fore his eyes—failed to 
startle only a few out- 
standing intellects — Nor- 
man Angell, for instance. 
For the situation of the 
World War victors in the 
world today is like that of 
greyhounds racing behind 
an electric hare only to see 
it, just as they are about 
to seize it, disappear into 
a tunnel. This fact, the 
reason for which is the 
solidarity of little Europe 
and the outwornness of 
war as & weapon, damaged 
the victors without in the 
least benefiting the van- 
quished. The material 
consequences of defeat, to 
be sure, weigh heavily on 
the German Nation; but 
the moral consequences 
were soon dissipated. 

Situated thus, the Ger- 
mans sought eagerly to 
free themselves from the 
physical shackles of the 
peace treaty. Liberated 
suddenly from compulsory 
military service, they have 
set themselves to creating 
a higher means of physical 
culture, which is the sole 
beneficial result of that 
unhallowed treaty. Today 
Germany stands among the 
best én sports and ranks 
high in European sport 
records. 

It was Wilhelm II who, 
in June, 1914, a few weeks 
before the war, under the 
spell of one of those ex- 
cellent inspirations of his, 
of which I have cited sev- 
eral in my book about him, 
warned the German Na- 
tion against trying to 
break records and coun- 
seled it (quite correctly) 
to endeavor instead to 
raise the level] of achieve- 
ment in all its sports. 
This level has been raised 
to an astonishing degree 
since the end of the war. 

In 1914 hardly a million 
Germans were members of 
sporting organizations; to- 
day their membership is 
7,000,000. In 1916 we had, 
in round numbers, 100,000 
members of athletic clubs; 
now there are 500,000. The 
membership of walki: 
clubs has doubled within 
the last two years. As late 
as 1924 the area devoted to 
sports grounds in Germany 

was equivalent to a little over a 
square meter per head of the popu- 
lation; today it is twice as much. 
Who takes part in our sports? 
What classes of the population pro- 
vide the membership in sporting 
organizations? What ideas underlie 
this development? Here we are 
confronted with a surprising para- 
dox: The classes who are constant- 
ly behind the times, those who are 
always talking about ‘‘making the 
nation fit,’ by which means they 
wish some day to crush: our ene- 
mies; those who, if they devoted 
themselves to sports, might justly 
be accused by our foes-of secret 


























preparation for war—constitute nu- 
merically the smallest element in 
the membership of German sport- 
ing organizations. 

Since everything in Germany is 
marshalled nowadays under one or 
other of the two German flags, we 
naturally have black-red-gold and 
black-white-red athletes; but the 
republicans have nearly twice as 
many clube and members as the 
adherents of the Kaiser. That is 
only one of the many things shown 
by statistics, but the spirit of Ger- 
man present-day development in 
sports corroborates its accuracy. 
There is much talk of old Jahn, the 
Father of Gymnastics, who wished, 
after the German defeat of 1807, to 
prepare Germans for war by means 
of physical exercise; yet his spirit 
is nowhere to be found. The spirit 
underlying the new German move- 
ment in sports is not a desire for 
military prowess, but its opposite. 

*,* 

N other days military drill made 

sports superfluous. Every Ger- 

man was compelled to spend 
three of the best years of his youth 
as a soldier, wasting so much time 
that he was only too glad to give no 
further thought to physical de- 
velopment. Ambition, too, played 
its part, since promotion to the 
rank of non‘commissioned officer 
and, among the upper classes, to 
that of Lieutenant, constituted, 
in the eyes of the entire Ger 
man Nation, proof of manly ex- 
cellence. Nowadays, when no 
father need send his son to the 
army, he hastens to get that son 
enrolled, while he is still a boy, in 
e sporting organization in order 
that he may become physically 
strong. In place of exaggerated 
military drilling, Germans now 
have the free choice of a hygienic 
life; every German who does gym- 
auastics, swims, boxes, hikes or 
rides does it not. in order to keep 
out of prison or become a Lieuten- 
ant, but merely in order to be as 
healthy and live as long as pos- 
sible. 

Thus, the growing development of 
sports in Germany is driving away 
the warlike spirit instead of arous- 
ing it; the greater the development 
of sports, the sooner warfare will 
fall asleep. In this we are mere- 
ly conforming to the spirit of 
our day; in this century of ours 
there is no longer any ‘warlike na- 
tion.”” Doomed as we are to en- 
dure all the serious drawbacks of 
general mechanization, we wish at 
least to derive some little benefit 
from it. Now that aircraft has 
turned European capitals into 
neighboring cities; now that people

of all nations wear the same sort 
of clothes, sleep in the same kind of 
beds and eat practically the same 
foods; now that freedom of thought 
runs ahead of freedom of trade, 
and there are no more kings intent 
on waging war for the sake of in- 
creasing their personal power, all 
kinds of nationalistic aspirations 
have become ridiculous, and, there- 
fore, the principal cause of modern 
wars has disappeared. 
Nevertheless, in the domain of 
sports, as in all others, old preju- 
dices are not yet stilied: Catholics 
and Protestants have their separate 
gymnastic and swimming clubs; 
there are Catholic and Protestant 
methods of exercise; when a work- 
man wanders through a forest he 
does not sing his songs in unison 
with a “‘clerk,’’ and an engineer 
refuses to box with a pedagogue. 
People of every religious faith and 
almost every social class strengthen 
their bodies only in common with 
others of like faith and class. 
Because the German Nation has 
been drilled militarily through a 
long period of years, Germans pre- 
fer gymnastics and athletics to 
games like tennis, skiing and golf, 
the former being based more on dis-

Exven before 
the war there were signs of such a 
development—the Olympic Games 
were to have been held at Berlin 
in 1916. But to the German Re- 
public belongs the credit for the 
zeal with which Government and 
the medical profession have pre- 
pared plans and created institu- 
tions on a broad scale for popular 
sports, and raised large funds for 
them even in the midst of post-war 
collapse. 


having school and municipal phy- 
sicilans, such as were constantly 
demanded by my father, one of the 
Pioneers of hygiene in Germany. 
Today, however, there are such 
physicians even in the smallest Ger- 
man village. The Prussian Legis- 
lature, irrespective of varying party 
domination, has voted millions. for 
physical culture. Everywhere in 
Germany there are physicians who 
may be consulted regarding sports, 
and these men meet in congresses 
and have their own organizations. 
Girls’ schools devote three hours a 
week to gymnastics and one day a 
month to hiking in the country, all 
of which were quite unknown in 
the Germany of the old régime. 
Of course this new development 
has its shady side. During the in- 
flation years a betting mania, such 
as Germany had never known, 
seized upon the Germans. Every- 
body rushed to sporting centres, 
and though utterly ignorant about

The Germans know nothing about 
week-ending, which may justify 
the saying that arose during 
the war that the cause of the 
fighting was to find out whether 
the British were to lose their 
week-ends or the Germans to win 
them. It is certain that, since 
the war, people of all classes 
and nationalities must work hard- 
er, so that there can be no ques- 
tion of a week-end for workers 
anywhere in Europe, not even 
in England. In English-speaking 
countries the middle class, however, 
goes out into the country in hordes 
every Saturday; in Germany, on 
the other hand, it stays in its city 
home, not entirely through lack of 
funds nor because of the density 
of population. (In Germany, 
though ten times as many people 
live on a square kilometer than in 
America, there are not twice as 
many in the same area as in Eng- 
land, where the week-end was in- 
vented.) The real reason for the 
German’s lack of interest in the 
week-end, as understood by Angio- 
Saxons, is that he is too simple 
minded for it; he loves to eat his 
Sunday meal at home, surrounded 
by his family; to eat it at his own 
table, not somewhere in the woods 
or at a country inn. And old cus- 
toms like this are of the greatest 
value.

VEN as it is, youth is becoming 
quite Americanized enough in 
Germany, a land which is quite 

unrelated to America. The romance 
of Germany’s ruined castles and 
palaces, which aroused Goethe’s 
merriment and caused him to 
praise America, which lacked such 
things, has become, in the present 
century, a valuable means of bring- 
ing Germans to their senses; tem- 
porarily at least it puts a brake on 
the mad rush for riches and en- 
joyment which has seized upon 
their country within the last thirty 


years. 

Sports, likewise, clothe them- 
selves willingly in old customs; 
athletes meet for athletic competi- 
tion and conference in the shade of 
gigantic oaks sprouting from an- 
cient walls, and it is much better 
that young Germans revive the cus- 
tom of jumping through the fire on 
St.. John’s Eve, or chatter about old 
gods like Wotan and Thor, than 
that they should wax enthusiastic 
about Fords and Rolls-Royces. 

Our politicians. do neither; the 
Versailles Treaty forbids them to 
jump through the fire and they are 
forbidden by the Reichstag to act

who strode back and forth among; 
his men, for Ely was no dugout 
commander. In more than one ma- 
jor engagement his post of com- 
mand was far nearer the front 
lines than the headquarters of 
many of his subordinates. 

War at best is a grim business, 
and no two men, when placed in 
command of fighting troops, will 

. use the same methods to get re- 
sults. Certain qualities stand out 
strongly in each. “Black Jack” 
Pershing, a cavalryman, was & 
driver of men and pushed his sub- 
ordinates hard. That was his way 
of getting results. Summerall, the 
field artilleryman, also has a repu- 
tation as a driver of men, but qual- 
ities of personal leadership also 
stand out prominently in his mili- 
tary make-up. Ely, the infantry- 
man, knows, too, how to keep his 
junior commanders on their mettle, 
and can knock .man down and set 
him up again as summarily as any 
General, but the quality most con- 
spicuous in his record is that of 
persona! leadership. He is the kind 
of officer in whose power to ‘‘de- 
liver the goods’’ men have an im- 
filicit confidence. Leadership is the 
thread that runs through the story 
of his life as a soldier. And it is 
this inborn quality of leadership 
that explains as much as anything

UY was born in Independence, 

Iowa, on Nov. 23, 1867, and 

thus claims the same native 
State as Hanford MacNider, Assis- 
tant Secretary of War. MacNider 
served in Ely’s brigade during 
some of the heaviest fighting in 
which the Second Division was en- 
gaged. Ely had the highest regard 
for MacNider’s efficiency. It was 
Ely who recommended MacNider 
thrice for promotion, so that the 
young officer who went to France 
a Second Lieutenant returned a 
Lieutenant Colonel. 

Ely entered West Point at 19, and 
on graduating in 1891 was commis- 
sioned a Second Lieutenant in the 
Twenty-second Infantry, then sta- 
tioned at Fort Keough, Mont. The 
American Army in those days was 
small in number and scattered in 
tiny posts in the West. Yet for its 
size it was an efficient army, and 
for a young officer, fresh from the 
Point, there was plenty of hard 
campaigning to be done. Young 
Ely learned the practical business 
of soldiering in the Indian cam- 
paigns of that day. Later, in 
action at El Caney, Cuba, he won 
a brevet captaincy. Then he was 
commissioned a Major in General 
Funston’s celebrated Philippine 
Scouts. In 1906 he was graduated 
with high honors from the Army 
Staff School, and the same year he 
was sent to Europe as an official 
observer of the German army ma- 
noeuvres. He went to Vera Cruz 
in 1915 in command of a battalion 
of the Seventh Infantry. 

Ely sailed for France in the early 
days of the A. E. F. and arrived 
abroad on June 7, 1917. His first 
assignment, one not to his taste, 
was that of provost marshal. A

chief of staff of the First Division. 
He was one of those on whom Per- 
shing had his eye for higher and 
more important commands. For 
Ely already had stood out conspic- 
uously among the 5,000 officers of 
our small pre-war army. He had 
won his spurs in theory and prac 
tice, and if he had the reputation 
of being something of an ‘‘insur- 
gent” from the point of view of 
old-timers in the army, they alli 





wanted to command troops. Much 
to his delight, command of the 
Twenty-eighth Infantry was given 
to him. An associate of those days 
tells the story of a certain manoeu- 
vre during the training period in 
France. The division had issued its 
order, a voluminous document, but- 
tressed with all the data that are 
the joy of staff officers. It took 
the brigade staff a good deal of 





time to find out just what the 


“the God of War.’ There, as 
always, he was with his men a 
source of inspiration and strength. 
Greater things were at hand. 
Ely’s work at Cantigny brought 
him a commission as Brigadier 
General, and he was sent to com- 
mand the Third Brigade of the 
Second Division. This assign- 
ment he received on July 15, 1918. 
He led the Third Brigade through 
the Aisne, Marne, St. Mihiel, Blanc

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agreed that he had a mind of his 
own. Then, as now, he did his own 
thinking. 

A: divisional chief of staff has a 
responsibility hardly second to that 
of the division commander himself. 
Upon his shoulders falls the duty 
of seeing that all parts of the great 
and complicated machine are co- 
ordinated, and this is no small 
task in a war strength division of 
20,000 or 25,000 men. Any Ameri- 
can soldier in 1917 might well have 
envied Ely the opportunity that 
came to him as ehief of staff of the 
First Division, A. E. F. 

Ely was interested, then as now, 
in results, not processes. Details 
had no appeal for him. All that he 
asked of a subordinate was that he 
do the thing he was told to do. He 
was tremendously direct in every- 
thing, and his associates were 
never in doubt as to his meaning 
or his intention. 

Staff work was all right, but Ely 





brigade was supposed to do, and by 
the time the brigade order, also 
a formidable-looking document, 
reached Ely it was almost time for 
his regiment to move out. 

“This is all right,” said Ely, as 
he examined the brigade order, 
‘ut you have forgotten to tell me 
the only two things that I want to 
know: Where am I to go and what 
am I to do?”’ : 

If his war record had ended at 
Cantigny, Ely would have deserved 
an honored place among American 
military commanders in the field. 
But Cantigny was only the begin- 
ning. In this engagement, the first 
important fight in which the A. E. 
F. was engaged, the forerunner of 
Chateau Thierry, St. Mihiel, and 
the Meuse-Argonne, Ely com- 
manded the Twenty-eighth Infan- 
try. Here he showed conspicu- 
ously those qualities of personal 
leadership that won him the nick- 
name (and an affectionate one) of 





Mont and part of the Meuse- 
Argonne operations. Throughout 
he was a “front-line’’ General. By 
his order, regimental commanders 
had to place their command posts 
in the front trenches, and he him- 
self placed his command post far 
forward, so far forward, indeed, 
that the regimental command posts 
were almost in the shadow of the 
enemy. 

A famous incident occurred at 
Vierzy, a German-held village 
which the Americans set out to 
capture. Inflicting heavy losses, 
the Germans for a long time kept 
the Americans at bay. Suddenly a 
limousine drove into the village, 
and out stepped Ely, wearing an 
overseas cap, without a helmet. He 
had made a mistake, he had driven 
clear into the German lines, and he 
and his car were immediately a 
target for hostile machine guns 
and shell fire. The Germans were 


all about him. The brigade might | 


easily have lost its commander, but 
Ely quickly rectified his mistake. 
He ordered his chauffeur to drive 
back to a point where his own men 
were in line. There he took per- 
sonal charge of the assault, and in 
a short time the Americans, with 
their General at their head, had 
captured Vierzy. For this achieve- 
ment Ely received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross. And in 
tie records of the Second Division, 
you can today read this in his mes- 
sage to the division commander: 
“Shell knocked off carburetor of 
car. Request car be sent me at 
once.”’ 

Ely and his brigade. next turned 
their attention to St. Mihiel, and 
from there they went to the 
Champagne sector. The fighting 
was especially severe at Blanc 
Mont, and for something like a 
week the tide of battle ebbed and 
flowed. The Second Division finally 
took the ridge, forcing an enemy . 
withdrawal of thirty miles. Here 
again Ely was in the thick of 
things, leading his men. directing 
the forward movement of his bri- 
gade, and giving to that movement 
the inspiration that flows from the 
qualities of personal leadership. 

*,* 

ECEIVING his promotion as 
Major General, he was soon 
afterward assigned to the 

command cof the Fifth Division, 
then being prepared for a most 
important job. This was on Oct. 
15,, 1918. Ely quickly made his 
influence felt. Morale rose tre- 
mendously, so much so, indeed, 
as to win high praise from Per- 
shing, a man not given to praise. 
For this division had to endure 
heavy shell and rifle fire for 
twenty-seven of the thirty days 
preceding the armistice. Under 
Ely’s leadership, the Fifth Division 
placed to its credit one of the out- 
standing exploits of the World 
War—the crossing of the Meuse at 
Dun-sur-Meuse on Nov. 2, 3 and 5, 
1918. : 

Ely was always considerate of 
his men. He seldom, if ever, sent 
a man to “‘Blois,’’ for reclassifi- 
cation, but invariably tried to find 
a place which suited the talents of 
the officer in question. He worked 
on the theory that if a battalion 
commander did not do his job well 
then there must be something else 
that he could do satisfactorily. 
And if things in the battalion were 
not going well Ely very often, by 
making suggestions, would smooth 
out the difficulties. He gave every 
man a chance, for he believed in 
his men. 

He also had a very practical view 
of morale. In his brigade every 
platoon commander was told toe 
make notes of good work done by 
his men in action. These notes 
would then go forward to company, 
battalion and regimental command- 
ers, with the result that the men 
usually received citations. This 
helped morale tremendously, and 
the men swore by their com- 
mander. Officers and men knew 
that if they. ‘‘delivered the goods’’ 
they were virtually sure of promo- 
tion. 

Ely lost no time in making known 
to new officers in his brigade that 
he expected big things of them. 
Perhaps he even frightened some 
of the youngsters a bit. Once, 
after the brigade had lost heavily 
in officers, some sixty ‘Third 
Lieutenants,”” officers fresh from 
training camp, reached his organi- 
zation. Ely gave them a talk. ‘‘No 
officers in my brigade look behind 
their shoulders,"’ he said. “Of 
course, I know that none of you 
will do that in battle, but some of 
the men may think that when you 
look behind in this way you are 
going to run away.’’ He fright- 
ened the youngsters a bit, but the 
newcomers had found a leader 
whom they could confidently fol- 
low. 

For the last four years Ely has 
been Commandant of the Army 
War College. Emerson has said

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TRAPS THAT CATCH THE WILY SMUGGLER 


They. Are Laid by Informers and the 
Secret Service and He Often Falls 
Into Them Neatly 


OWN the gangplank of the 

steamship Lapland the other 

day walked a small man 

with very large feet. As a 
ship’s electrician, he was passed by 
the customs inspector upon presen- 
tation of his landing card. But an 
agent of the Treasury Department, 
hovering in the shadows of the 
pier, followed the .disproportionate 
feet as they shuffled along Eleventh 
Avenue. Catching up with his 
quarry and demanding closer ac- 
quaintance, the agent discovered 
that the oversized shoes were in- 
laid with $100,000 worth of cut but 
unset diamonds. The gems were 
being smuggled into the country by 
means of one of the stalest tricks 
%nown to Secret Service men. 

Those costly feet led to the arrest 
of several suspected persons and 
they may lead to the trail of an in- 
ternational diamond smuggling syn- 
dicate that has Antwerp and New 
York as its main bases, and an an- 
nual turnover of between $40,000,- 
000 and $50,000,000 worth of gems. 
Government officials had been 

busy on the case for a year or 
more. For a long time the diamond 
market had noted sure signs of the 
wholesale smuggling of precious 
stones. Certain importers selling 
under standardized prices meant 
only one thing—a contraband sup- 
ply. Appeals to the Government 
for help by honest merchants re- 
sulted in an increased number of 
Secret Service agents, who spread 
the net of espionage over wider 
areas both here and abroad. 





The authorities arc aware that the 
present syndicate works with effi- 
ciency and cunning.

“ring” describes its operations as 
follows: : 

One of the selling force ap- 
proaches 2. diamond importer who 
may not be averse to shady deal- 
ings, provided he can be assured 
of adequate protection. To him the 
salesman outlines a plan whereby 
the importer will be guaranteed a 
consignment of cut stones at only 
8 per cent. ‘‘duty”’ cost to him, in- 
stead of the usual 20 per cent. de- 
manded by the United States Gov- 
ernment. Thus he can save 12 per 
cent. on an order of cut diamonds, 
and in consequence sell them 
cheaper than his honest rivals in 
business. To establish complete 
confidence, the syndicate’s repre- 
sentative agrees to deposit in the 
merchant’s own bank a certified 
check for the full amount of the 
order, to be held against non-de- 
livery of goods. 

How the regular flow of diamonds 
necessary to under-cover business 
of such extent is maintained is still 
a secret, though it is certain that 
the “‘ring’’ employs shrewd agents 
in Antwerp, the chief diamond mar- 
ket of the world, various carriers 
on steamships, and a chain of dis- 
tributers throughout the United 
States. Members of ships’ crews 
have been under suspicion as go- 
betweens; searches have been made 
from time to time, but until the 
electrician with. the oversized feet 
was caught there was no proof of 
such complicity. 

All the diamond octopus asks is 
8 per cent. for its manifold risks 
and certified services, but its enter- 
prises may mean an income of $,- 
000,000 a year, while the Govern- 
ment is defrauded of possibly $10,- 
000,000 in the same period.

In addition, accident 
always lies in wait for the smart- 
est of them. Indeed, it has been 
through unforeseen circumstances 
that the deepest laid schemes have

come to light. On the other hand, 
a familiar smugglers’ trick may be 
repeated with success by a new 
perfurmer. 


Concealing jewels in shoes, for 
example, is an ancient practice. 
Years ago a Chicago man whose 
feet were aristocratically tiny made 
capital of them by wearing shoes 
several sizes tno large Bon com- 
partments in them for gems 
and mounted jewelry. His boots 
could hold 42 chains, 112 diamonds 
and 43 pearls in one trip. A stew- 
ard noticed the discrepancy. be- 
tween his feet and their covering, 
and made it a topic of conversa- 
tion, with the result that the news 
reached the ears of a Government 
agent. Disclosure followed. 
Another traveler wore garters of 
his own device in which he could 
conceal rubies and pearls. But one 
day the garters broke and betrayed 
him. His wife also came in for an 
examination. It was discovered 
that she turned her extreme thin- 
ness to account by wrapping hun- 
dreds of yards of expensive lace 
about her body and passing the 
customs examiners unnoticed. 


OR twenty-seven trips across 
the Atlantic a hunchback 
managed to carry his con- 
traband successfully in an arti- 
ficial hump made of porous plas- 
ters and cotton wadding, with 
2 filling of rings, brooches, neck- 
laces, &c. He was a walking 
jewelry store. His downfall was 
simple. One of the inspectors jok- 
ingly asked him if he could rub 
bis hump for luck and the ‘‘cripple”’ 
showed such consternation that an 
examination was ordered. Later it 
was disclosed that the man also 
indulged in the gruesome practice 
of bringing in bodies of alleged rel- 
atives, on which were concealed a 
fortune in jewels. 
Due to accident, another profes- 
sional of the smuggling tribe came 
to grief. Apparently he was a de- 
vout, kindly clergyman, who car- 
ried his Bible in his hand most of 
the time and read from it in con- 
spicuous places on deck. Entering 
port, his baggage was given the 
usual examination and his Bible 
taken at face value. Walking down 





the pier he tripped, fell, and his 


went flying. In the unexpected 
tumble a secret spring was re- 
leased and a shower of diamonds 
was scattered. on the ground. 
A ruse of ruses was that of two 
brothers in the gay ‘80s, whose 
trick was duplicated within recent 
years by a man and his wife. One 
of the conspirators would engage 
a statercom for a round trip pas- 
sage. Into a hole in the floor was 
passed a bag of diamonds, where 
it was left until next sailing date. 
Then, when bidding farewell, the 
voyaging brother would pass to the 
other the concealed contraband, 
and as no suspicion is ordinarily at- 
tached to visitors of departing 
friends, the scheme worked like a 
charm, until in the case of the 
brothers they enacted their grief at 
parting once too often for the 
Secret Service men to swallow, and 
the wife betrayed her husband 
atfer a quarrel that ended their 
profitable partnership. Now any- 
body who reserves the same state- 
room for return passage is open to 
suspicion. 
Diamonds and equally expensive 
stones have been smuggled into 
this country in a thousand and one 
innocent containers, such as hol- 
low canes, toothpaste tubes, 
sponges, jars of preserves, cakes of 
soap, backs of brushes, cartridges, 
ting of food and milk, evén ear- 
trumpets and nursing bottles. 
Searcely any objects are above sus- 
picion. For many years a German 
orchid specialist brought his speci- 
mens from South America here and 
carried them abroad, every orchid 
concealing a diamond or two. 
Since his unmasking the diamond- 
producing countries of South 
America are so suspicious that or- 
chids undergo a special examina- 
tion and in some instances require 
special license for shipment. 
Because the customs men know 
most of the tricks, the professional 
smuggier must keep inventing new 
moves “and methods to deceive 
them. Sometimes a bold course is 
taken, as when the smuggler de- 
clares his boxes of cigars, pays 
duty on them willingly to divert 
suspicion, and thus protects the 
gems cunningly wrapped in the 
havanas.. Technique of this sort 
recalls the woman who posed as a

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WHAT RUSSIA THINKS OF THE REST OF US

RED STAR replaces the statue 
of St. Michael, the old patron 
of the Ukraine, on top of the 
Duma of Kiev, third and 

most nobly placed of the cities of 
the Soviet Union. Among the con- 
stellations of red stars shining all 
over Russia this one I noticed par- 
ticularly because under it I listened 
to one of the few complaints heard 
anywhere of the sharp isolation 
which is lighted and symbolized by 
that star.

It is true. The Red Star 
glimmers like a danger 
signal over a chasm.

It is 
not by chance that they

Russia. The phrases de- 
scribe the feeling of segre- 
gation one experiences 
after crossing the frontier, 
as if the whole of that im- 
measurable land were one 
vast Kremlin, filled with 
exciting but strange archi- 
tecture, red-walled and 
moated and insulated from 
any contact with the rest 
of mankind. 

Russia suffers from @ 
decade of loneliness. Her 
isolation is not primarily 
because she is not on po 
litical speaking terms with 
half the nations of the 
earth, including our own. 

Formal relations with 

France and Germany, 

China and Turkey have 

not given her friends or 

strong supporters. It is 

a moral, perhaps an in- 
curable, isolation, the ef- 

fect of an _ intellectual 
quarantine, a social boy- 

cott, an economic chal 

lenge, which prevents any 

free commerce or inter- 

course with the other five- 

sixths of the world. The 
quarantine is not on one 

side alone, as you perceive 

as soon as you reach the 

border and observe the 

nature of the Soviet cus- 

toms examinations. Your 
belongings are inspected 

with care, with curiosity, 
sometimes with disdain. 

But it is books, printed 
matter, letters and docu- 

ments that are really 
scrutinized. These are in- 
variably examined and 

passed on by more than 

one inspector; they are always 
questioned, often confiscated. Rus- 
sian precautions against the entry 
of heterodox ideas are more minute 
and thorough than in any other 
country. 

In Italy, where there is a com- 
parable censorship of the press, you 
can, at least, buy all the leading 
newspapers and reviews published 
elsewhere. In Russia the exile of 
your mind from any but Communist 
thought is all but complete. In the 
one bookshop in Moscow that sells 
foreign literature there is no Amer- 
ican journal; the only papers from 
England are an occasional copy of 
The Manchester Guardian and the 
Socialist Daily Herald; from France

Considering how dark these 
crimes appear from any observation 
post, you can imagine how Cim- 
merian is the outer blackness from 
the windows of Moscow. The actual 
Moscow windows, always patched 
and dirty and broken, cloud the 
Russian outlook even when it 
ranges beyond the Tverskaya and 
the Kusnetsky Most. They look 
upon a world in chains, where the 
worker is always a slave.

colors of established strongholds. 
Inside, after a while, it appears as 
the bright, inexorable sekl on a 
ukase or an ultimatum. Instead of 
a sign of contradiction it becomes 
an uncontradictable sign. For com- 
munism recoils from the lure of 
capitalism as strongly as capitalism 
recoils from the menace of com- 
munism. The distortions of the 
propaganda on the one side are as 
fantastic as the distortions of the 
propaganda on the other. Of all 
the startling outlooks the traveler 
enjoys under proletarian guidance, 
none is more startling than the view 
of the world he has left behind. 
The world is the Enemy. It 
is capitalist, and all the resources 





exploitation. The moneymaker is 
never such by virtue of industry, 
initiative, organizing genius, thrift, 
vision, or even blind luck or fortui- 
tous circumstance. He is always 
the bloated beneficiary of a vicious 
system. The examples of success 
smugly enshrined in American 
magazines would be the horrible 
examples in the parables of the 
new Russia. 

Read the newspapers, and you 
will never learn anything but evil 
of ‘“‘bourgeois’’ nations—and that 
means all nations—whose Govern 
ments are kept in precarious power 
by the machinations and combina- 
tions of bankers and industrialists. 
There are always enough national 
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as in America, he earns as much 
in three days as the Russian worker 
earns in a month, he occupies a 
“gilded cage.’’ 

For ten years Russian insularity 
has been so complete that there are 
no longer standards of comparison. 
Moscow is dangerously ingrown. 
The capital of a world empire and 
the centre of a great and extraor- 
dinarily vital social experiment, it 
is as full of gossip, suspicion and 
blind rumor as the capital of Alba- 
nia. It has fewer foreign residents 
than any capital in the world, and 
the diplomats stationed there are 
spied upon, feared and cut off from 
any free and natural intercourse 





with the population. 








It is still difficult for foreigners 
to travel in the country, and it is 
almost impossible for Russians 
themselves to travel outside. ‘When 
a delegation of workers from Mos- 
cow went this year to Norway for 
@ congress they were shown some 
workers’ houses in an Oslo suburb. 
They were incredulous; until in the 
last house they discovered a Com- 
munist and a picture of Lenin they 
refused to believe that such an ex- 
hibit of ‘impossible luxury” was 
not capitalist da. Any 
gesture of apparent idealism or 
generosity on the part of a bour- 
geois society is under the same 
suspicion. Nothing is more typical 
of the general state of mind than a 
remark I heard in Moscow to the 

effect that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment was able to over- 
come the famine, but that 

‘it was more difficult to 
overcome the danger rep- 
resented by the American 
famine relief. 

Belief that all the world 
is against them visibly 
stiffens the spirit of a peo- 
ple whose one luxury is to 
think of themselves as the 
spectacular protagonists of 
the class struggle, the 
leaders in a cosmic cru- 
sade for the emancipation 
of the downtrodden of the 
earth. In this struggle 
they are ringed about by 
hostile powers and prin- 
cipalities. 

As you go from one drill- 
ing town to another you 
are struck by the militant 
temper of the proletariat. 
Tt is estimated that con- 
scripts at the rate of a 
million a year, making ten 
millions in all, have re- 
ceived military training 
during the decade of Bol- 

. Shevist rule and .are im- 
mediately available for ser- 
vice under the Red Army. 
The Red Army itself, with- 
out the mobile and un- 
counted forces of the po- 
litical militia, the OGPU, 
consists of 720,000 troops. 
The popular campaign for 
an air fleet, making every 
town and trade union re- 
sponsible for a new plane, 
has had enormous success. 
If you wonder what is the 

of this huge 
though inadequately 
equipped military ma- 
chine, the answer is that 
the worker must guard 
his empire from a possible 
mass offensive of capital- 
ism. If you ask whence 
the attack is expected, 
Tchitcherin, Commissar of 
Foreign Affairs, answers 
that the western border 
is a danger line and that 
Poland and Rumania have 
the powerful backing of 
England and France. He 
points out that Russian 
frontiers are even longer 
in Asia than they are in 
Europe, but that it is only 
the West that threatens. 

Even the martial pa- 
rades of defense weeks 
and mobilization exercises 
cannot, however, give sub- 
stance to these alarms. In- 

vasion of Russia by the brigades 
shivering with terror on the Ru- 
manian and Polish frontiers is 
as unthinkable as is military ad- 
venture on the initiative of the 
Soviet Army. Litvinoff’s sweep- 
ing demand for universal dis- 
armament is the whooping entry 
of the Prolétarian in power into 
the more or less polite society 
of Geneva—the Muscovite version 
of shirtsleeve diplomacy. - The 
proletarian demands audience of 
the world; only those who have 
been in Moscow appreciate how 
desperate is his desire and his need 
for general conversation. His flour- 
ish at Geneva is only another at- 
tempt to enter bourgéois circles 
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without being bourgeois. It would 
never have been made if there were 
any immediate danger of its accep- 
tance as an offer. It was meant to 
resound in Russia, where the ear 
is accustomed to such challenges to 
the universe, and to justify increase, 
in military levies an obstinately 
peaceful peasantry hates to pay.

r ig Russian view of the world 
as an enemy is not inconsistent 
with the .Communist view of 
the world as a mission field. The 
representative of the Soviets 
preaches at Geneva because the 
League of Nations furnishes the 
nearest thing to an international 
congregation the West can offer. 
But like all missionaries, the Com- 
rounists do their real evangelical 

work in the East. 

It is interesting to watch the dele- 
gations of Western workers come 
and go in Moscow. You get a vivid 
sense of the surprised old city as a 
workers’ capital as you behold a 
new breed of tourists rapt before 
sights no tourist ever wanted to 
look at before. They all see the 
same factories, the same schools, 
the same clubs, the same sample 
fruits on the top of the proletarian 
apple cart. No matter; you have to 
admire and applaud the preening 
proletarians showing off. For my 
own part, I know of no more mov- 
ing and inspiring spectacle than 
the pride of the Russian worker, 
candid and childlike in his pleased 
astonishment at himself, strutting 
about for the first time in history 
as host and possessor. It is propa- 
ganda, a parlor exhibition, if you 
like—but propaganda for what? For 
a system which denounces owner- 
ship and is popular only in so far 
as it gives a sense of ownership. 
It becomes even better propaganda 
when you have been around pri- 
vately to the back door and have 
seen why the worker is so proud of 
the progress he has made out of 
squalor. 

More significant and more numer- 
ous than the Western workers are 
the delegations from the East. To 
them Russia represents an ad- 
vanced civilization. There is a Chi- 
nese University in Moscow, another 
at Tashkent, in Asia, a college for 
mixed Orientals. Egyptians, Per- 
sians, Arabs, Japanese, Turks are 
common in the streets. The city 
once aspiring to be “the third 
Rome’’ now dreams of being an in- 
ternational seminary for training 
missionaries for the propagation of 
the Communist faith. It acquires a 
special character from the groups 
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of serious and sp led Ori Is 
selling leather goods by the Chinese 
Wall or reading in pairs in the gar- 
dens under the Kremlin. Hotels 
and shelters are maintained for the 
missionaries; here are welcomed 
the outlaws and deportees from 
other lands whose zeal for the gos- 
pel has been greater then their dis- 
cretion. In one of them lives ‘‘Bill’’ 
Haywood, now mild and fat and a 
little pensive. It is necessary to 
make out a dossier and deposit your 
passport at the desk before you are 
allowed to see him. 

We are now, of course, in the pre- 
serve of the Third International.

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By RUSSELL OWEN 
amazing progress in avia- 
tion, which has been empha- 
sized this year, cannot be ap- 
preciated unless it is realized; 
that only twenty-four years ago 
man achieved mechanical flight. 
The last quarter of a century has 
seen the gradual conquest of the 
air by man. From the first clumsy 
machine of the Wrights, airplanes 
have grown in size and power and 
speed, until they roar through the 
air at five miles a minute, carry 
loads of passengers and freight 
weighing tons, and span oceans in 
their flight. 

The first crude planes, so ginger- 
ly handled, have been evolved into 
comparatively safe machines that 
may be spun and rolled in the air 
like living things, as men play tag 
with each other above the clouds 
in mimic combat. Their flimsy 
structures have stiffened and grown 
strong until the strains affecting 
masses of flying metal can be met, 
and safety becomes largely a mat- 
ter of the pilot’s judgment. The 
machine has almost outgrown man, 
for its inherent strength and sta- 
bility is greater than his average 
skill. 

It was just twenty-four years ago 
yesterday, on Dec. 17, 1903, that 
mechanical flight based upon sound 
principles of control was first seen. 
The Wright brothers had been ex- 
perimenting with gliders at Kitty 
Hawk for three years. Having 
found means of preserving lateral 
control while gliding, something 
which had not been discovered up 
to that time, they put a small motor 
in their glider and managed to 
make four short flights. 

It was a tense moment for these 
two earnest men when they took 
off for the first time in their air- 
plane. The Wright brothers had 
solved the great principles of flight 
and mathematically their machine 
was basically sound. But only fly- 
ing would prove that. The first 
flight was not a very encouraging 
one. It lasted, as a matter of fact, 
only twelve seconds. On the long 
expanse of sand dunes and beach 
grass the two brothers and their 
queer machine were watched only 
by coast guards, neighbors and the 
birds, although they had extended 
invitations to the people of the dis- 
trict. Only nine, however, were in- 
terested enough to attend. 

They tried four times that day 
and, finally, on the fourth trial 
they covered 852 feet and stayed in 
the air a minute. Just one minute 
in the air, and in the face of a fair- 
ly strong wind which in itself was 
almost enough to keep the plane 
up. -But that forward motion of

; marked their steady progress. If 
| they had not flown when they did 
some one else would have done. so in 
a few years; it was inevitable. Two 
: planes had been built with suffi- 
| cient lifting. power to leave the 
| ground, although they could not be 
| properly controlled. Langley’s ma- 
chine, for example, would probably 
have flown in calm weather, as was 
proved years after his death. 
| Those years before the Wrights 
{began their carefully planned ex- 
| periments, based on the results of 
their predecessors, were perhaps 
the most romantic of all in the his- 
tory of aviation; for they show the 
indomitable spirit of man groping 
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for mastery of the third element, 
despite dangers that in two in- 
stances robbed aviation of brilliant 
experimenters. 

The father of all modern airplane 
experimentation was Otto Lilien- 
thal. In 1891 he began his long 
series of flights in bird-like gliders 
—flights which finally resulted in 
his death when his machine broke 
while he was some distance above 
the ground. Lilienthal was not only 
an able, practical experimenter, but 
he was also the first carefully to 
investigate the properties of wings 
in flight. In his book he set down 
all his observations, making them 
as simple as possible so that all 
might read and be inspired to fol- 
low his example. 

His powers of observation were 
remarkable, and one of the first 
facts he gathered was that the 
wings of birds are curved, which

the propellers, the latter having 
been designed by the Wrights after 
long research. The main point was 
that the plane had flown ahead, 
keeping a short distance above the 
ground.

HE world heard of the birth of 

a new method of travel—the 

conquest of another element. 
But few realized it then, not even 
the persevering and clear-thinking 
Wrights themselves. In 1904 they 
flew as much as five minutes at a 
time. In 1905 they flew twenty- 
four miles. Then they stopped 
their operations and to prevent 
others from copying their machine 
obtained the patent rights and dis- 
posed of them. 

That was twenty-four years ago, 
and it was six years later before 
enough confidence was placed in 
the Wright plane for the American 
Government to buy one, and then 
only after some spectacular tests 
had been held. Fiying developed 
so slowly in those years that it 
would have been impossible for 
any one then to vision the rapid 
strides in airplane design and mo- 
tor efficiency which have made 
possible the network of airways 
over Europe and this country. Even 
the Wrights believed at first that 
their plane would never be good 
for much except scouting in war 
time. 








their great powers of sustained 
flight. So he set about finding the 
shape that would give the maxi+ 
mum of life with the minimum 
of air resistance. He noticed 
that clothes hung on a line blew 
out in a curved plane and lifted 
above the line to which they were 
fastened. That, said Lilienthal, 


proved that curved surfaces lift. 


He made various curved wings and 
rotated them on a machine to 
measure the effect, and found much 
to his surprise that it did not make 
much difference if the wings were 
thick all over, or thick in the mid- 
dle or thick toward the leading 
edge, as are the wings of a bird. 
And, although Lilienthal did not 
know the reason for it, he discov- 
ered that this thick leading edge, 
which is used now on all airplanes, 
apparently increased the lift. 


“It everi appeared,’’ he wrote, 
“that this shape possessed especial- 
ly favorable properties as regards 
air pressure, namely, great lifting 
and very little retarding pressure, 
more particularly so when moving 
under very acute angles, but only 
when the thickening was in front 
and not at the trailing edge.”’

REMARKABLE man, this Lil- 
jenthal. What he would have 
accomplished if he had lived 

it is: impossible to tel], but he 
would have undoubtedly gone 
much further in showing that 
flight was practicable. He had 
already built an engine to flap 
wings, for he felt that until wings 
were flapped, man would never at- 
tain birdlike flight. That was his 
only great error. His greatest fail- 
ure was that he found no way of 
preserving lateral balance except 
by shifting the weight of his body. 

Then came Pilcher, an English- 
man,{who made successful gliders 
and contemplated building a ma- 
chine like a monoplane, mounted 
on wheels and propelled by an en- 
gine driving propellors. He did not 
approve of Lilienthal’s flapping 
wings, but’ he still lacked control 
of his glider in flight. Pilcher also 
was killed by the breaking of his 
glider before he had the opportu-

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Leafless, They Reveal 
An Austere Charm 
That Is Hidden 
In Summer

TCHED against the Winter 

sky in an endlessly interwo- 

ven pattern of branch and 

twig, the bare trees take on 
a beauty of structure and line that 
is only disclosed when the leaves 
are gone and the “ruined choirs’ 
reveal their architecture. There is 
an austere charm and exquisite 
delicacy about the leafless woods 
that vie esthetically with the blos- 
soming loveliness of Spring and 
the gorgeous motley of Autumn. 
Only then, silhouetted on the bril- 
lant blue horizon of a clear cold 
day or rising under a sober gray 
canopy, the strength of an oak can 
be definitely traced in its massive, 
elbowed limbs, the sensitive spray 
of an elm or hop hornbeam fully 
appreciated, the bole of a beech 
admired for its bold symmetry, 
and the color nuances of the 
birches caught in the composition 
of a landscape. 

Apart from the characteristic 
outline of each nude tree, the finer 
details of bark and bud are to be 
discovered if one wants to take the 
trouble of getting more closely ac- 
quainted with various species. As 
one instance, the buttonwood car- 
ries its dry balls of seed all Win- 
ter, and its serpentine branches 
are marked with singular white 
blotches. As another, the shag- 
bark hickory flakes off its coat in 
rough patches. Again, the locust 
stands like a ragged tramp by the 
side of the road, rattling its dried 
pods mournfully. 

And if twigs and stems are care- 
fully examined they will have an in- 
teresting tale to unfold of growth 
from year to year in circlets of 
leaf-scars, and the observer will 
also find fresher scars along ‘the 
stems left when the last leaves fell. 
Under a microscope these markings 
are seen to be of various shapes— 
round, triangular, oval, and tiny 
hearts and horseshoes—according to 
the variety of tree. 

Winter buds in themselves dis- 
close a world of surprising secrets 
to those who seek them. These buds 
are formed in Summer and contain 
complete miniature branches and 
leaves. Often, clusters of flowers 
are tucked snugly away in them 
from the cold. Gently open a horse- 
chestnut bud or one of the Norway 
maple and see how marvelously 
nature protects her embryo foliage 
and blossom against the assaults 
of the bitter enemy, with downy 
wool packing, oilskins, and furry 
jackets. 

“Now, what color are ash buds 
in March?’’ asks Mr. Holbrook of 
Mary Smith in ‘Cranford.”’ 

“Is the man going mad?’’ thought 
she. 

‘‘What color are they, I say?” he 
repeated vehemently. 

. “IT am sure I don’t know, sir,’ 
she said meekly. 

“I know you didn’t,”’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘No more did I—an old 
fool that I am—till this young man 
comes and tells me. ‘Black as ash 
buds in March.’ And I’ve lived all 
poy life in the country; more shame 
for me not to know. Black: they 
are jet black, madam.”’

HE young man referred to by 

Holbrook was Tennyson. Look 

for yourself at a black ash 
tree (it is a slender, tall tree fond 
of -growing in swamp ground or 
close to a stream), any time be- 
tween now and Spring and verify 
the acuteness of the poet’s sight. 

No tree is more decidedly ‘“‘lord 
of the woods’’ than the oak in 
the Winter season. It is the em- 
hadi + rd line majesty. 
Whether it is the white, red or 
black oak, the lines are full of 











strength and varied resource to the 
very tip of the last rough, jutting 
spur, and the species, thoroughly 
stanch and individual from root to 
crown, is even more beautiful in 
its bareness than when it wears the 
robe of Summer, which often hides 
more beauty than it brings. 


The hint of stubborn strength 
that gives character to the sky- 
traced lines of the oak's upper 
boughs can best be realized by 
comparing it with such trees as the 
sycamore and sassafras. Like the 
oak, both these trees have boughs 
conspicuous for crooks and curves, 
but their sinuousness is of a differ- 
ent kind. Sassafras branches seem 
to writhe simply for the sake of 
writhing, and the softer curves of 
the sycamore appear in an equal 
degree to be purely decorative in 
purpose. 

But each crook and elbow of the 
oak .is braced against the assaults 
of the wind into an angle of tough 
resistance; there is a prop or a 
fibrous spring ready placed for suc- 
cor, however the gale may wrench 
or tug at the boughs. When the 
wind is violent in the roof of the 
wood, the oak branches can be

seen fighting the storm with a dif- 
ferent motion from that of softer 
trees. There is none of that long, 
pendulous swing of top or boughs 
seen in the elm or beech; the 
branches move continually, but 
yield little in any one direction, and 
dance and rattle like steel. 

The oak’s least twig has a re- 
silience and a toughness that alter 
the music in the air; there is no 
soughing of the wind in a Winter 
oak wood like that long Aeolian 
rise and fall which streams from 
the dark crest of pines or from a 
row of elms. Louder still is the 
rattle—almost like the sound of hail 
on a metal roof—of the tough, 
blunt spurs of the ash. But the 
ash wins in the fight with the Win- 
ter gales by divesting itself of or- 
mament, whereas the oak knows 
how to combine ornament with 
strength. 


. 
EXT to the ash the oak was 
the most sacred of trees in 
in the Northern Hemisphere. 
Early Saxon laws protected it from 
injury. Norsemen looked upon it 
as the favorite tree of Thor. To the 
ancient Britons, a gnarled and

shattered oak was the most mysti- 
Ruskin thought the English ash 
the loveliest of trees. But the white 
ash of America is huge, powerful, 
even grim, and one can easily rec- 
ognize it from a distance by its un- 
compromising outline. Interesting 
details in its character are the 
cross-shaped branching of the twigs 
against the wintry sky and the reg- 
ular diamond-shaped fissures in its 
trunk. The red ash is less coarse 
in make-up, while the black brother 
of the group is remarkably slender. 
Norse mythology relates that the 
great god Odin, walking by the sea, 
came upon two striking trees which 
he changed into man and woman. 
So the ash became a man, the elm 
a woman. 


Elms have always been regarded 
as feminine. In Winter they are 
especially beautiful, with their huge 
trunks and limbs seen in silhouette 
against the horizon, their innumer- 
able twigs and branches trembling 
upon the air like delicate organs of 
perception. This tree is at once 
stately and tender. Usually the 
trunk divides itself a short distance 
from the ground into a number of

large, spreading branches, which 
most often take the shape of an 
Etruscan vase. Or an elm may 
shoot up to considerable height 
without lateral branches and de- 
velop into a single or double plume. 
Many of them also “feather” their 
trunks with little twigs. 

Maple and birch are also counted 
among the ladies of the forest; 
poets have hailed the former as a 
queen, the latter as a dancer. Both 
have color and grace in the dead of 
Winter rivaling the charms they 
exhibit at other seasons. To come 
across a red maple in a bleak and 
frozen upland and suddenly to re- 
alize that it still holds fast to its 
rosy hue in twigs and buds, is an 
esthetic experience, particularly if 
one notes at the same time the gray 
contrast of the trunk and the curv- 
ing tips of the branches. And under 
the gray bark, if one digs with pen- 
knife gently, will be found the 
pretty pink of this tree. Incident- 
ally, curly maple, one of the most 
attractive of cabinet woods, is pro- 
duced by this species. 

Little traits distinguish the lovely 
silver maple from her red sister in

Clemenceau Has a Bon Mot

INCINNATUS and Washing- 

ton left the farm to save the 

nation, and when the task 

was done returned to the 
country. Georges Clemenceau left 
the peace of his father’s lands in 
the Forest of the Vendee to fight 
for what he believed was right. 
After half a century he was sum- 
moned to lead France through her 
greatest crisis. Since then he. has 
lived apart from public life and, 
like Cincinnatus and Washington, 
has found happiness in the region 
of his birth, where high politics 
are unknown and homely friend- 
ship is perennial. 

Here he prefers to pass the eve- 
ning of his long life and, when 
night comes, to rest undisturbed by 
panoply and ceremony of state. 
Already he has prepared his final 
bed close beside his father’s and 
set up a stone to mark the spot, so 
that there shall be no mistake—no 
processions to the Panthéon, no 
majestic: monument. 

Meantime his hearty laugh is 
heard from time to time in the very 
haunts, where, as a lad, he chortled 
with glee over a mischievous trick. 
His old friends are gone, but their 
children and their grandchildren 
are his friends today. The quiet, 
thoughtful places where, even 
when a nationa! figure, he walked 
with his father during frequent 
visits, are unchanged for him and 
are still the spots he loves best. 

Clemenceau’s own house, which 
he built after the signing of the 
Treaty of Versailles, is close to the 
sea; but his birthplace, Mouilleron, 
some forty miles inland, still claims 
him as an inhabitant. 

“He does not need any home of 
his own. Every place here is his,"’ 
says the publican Clochard, glory- 
ing in Hétel du Tigre as the name 
of his inn, which some years ago 
was thus rechristened by Mayor 
Lattre de Tassigny with the permis- 
sion of the Tiger himself. 

Yet Clochard is not literally ex- 
act, for in Mouilleron is a small 
house with walls a yard thick and 
roughly chiseled window embras- 
ures, dating back to the fifteenth 
century, the oldest building there. 
Clemenceau offered the town a 
trust fund to buy and maintain this 
house as a local m . but when 
it came to the point ofs purchase,

vised by outsiders, asked too high 
a price. The Tiger, true to form, 
forthwith refused the building at 
any price. 


Dismayed by this contretemps, 
the inhabitants were inclined to 
point scornful fingers at the mis- 
guided proprietor. The merchants 
and others proposed to form a com- 
mittee and convert the ancient cov- 
ered market into a museum, but 
the Tiger when approached with 
the plan, dismissed the matter 
definitely.

the Druids, there is a modern piece 
now in the Mayor’s headquarters 
which is suitable for a museum. It 
is a fine bronze depicting an eagle 
attacking a tiger, which was of- 
fered to M. Clemenceau by the Mu- 
nicipal Council of Paris after his 
return from tiger hunting in India. 
It was a peace offering, a tardy 
apology for certain lack of collab- 
oration with M. le Président during 
the Armistice.

HE Tiger’s favorite spot in 
Mouilleron is a hill just above 
the town, capped by a stony 
ridge, called ‘“‘The Rocks.”

The monument, so white and cold 
against the dark green background, 
is a life-size Minerva sculptured ir 
such high relief that it seems to 
detach itself from the column and 
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to grow even less cold, notwith- 
standing the jagged edge above. 

The goddess of wisdom and pa- 
troness of the arts and trades 
stands with head bowed, vacant 
eyes fixed on the ground. She rests 
on the javelin with which she 
sprang with a mighty war cry from 
Jupiter’s wrow, but the point is 
turned down and partly buried in 
the ground. 

There is no name, no inscription, 
except the sculptor’s signature, E. 
Sigard. If one day Georges Cle- 
menceau lies there close to his fa- 
ther, there will be no need of other 
indication to mark the spot for ages 
to come. For it is so plainly he, 
after the battle, in the sadness of 
empty. victory.

T is three years now since the 

arrangements were concluded 

and the monument put in place. 
The Tiger has been there at least 
once to see how his instructions 
were executed, and ordered the po- 
sition of the column changed to 
harmonize better with the scenery 
than with the rising sun. ; 

The region is justly proud of this 
simple Clemenceau monument, 
more so than of the one in the 
square of Ste.

“From the sand terrace where un- 
der the sky torches of stars the 
soft invitation of the sleeping sea 
seeks me out, I see in the indistinct 
signs of dawn the mists of roseate 
air filtering in. The heavy silence 
of the planetary torpor fills me 
with an obsession of some agree- 
able nightmare, broken by the lul- 
laby rhythm of the ocean which 
sometimes ends in a voluptuous 
plaint.’’ 

There Clotilda, his cook, wel- 
comed the visitor to the spacious 
kitchen with its copper vessels, oak- 
en furniture, spotless red tiles and 
the wood fire on the great hearth.

S Winter storms and closing 
seasons drive the big-game 
hunter from the Canadian 
forests and swamps the 

trapper takes the trail of the fur- 
bearers. Not only in Canada’s for- 
ests and its Arctic barrens, but all 
the world over, ‘‘north of 26,’’ the 
trapper is at work. When the sea- 
son closes next Spring, the num- 
ber of animal pelts taken will run 
into the tens of millions. 

The fur hunter always has been 
a romantic figure and there is 
more or less of mystery in the 
average man’s mind as to how he 
works and lives. Even the trader in 
the heart of the fur country knows 
little of the trapper’s art. 

A close-up of the modern trap- 
per’s life, especially in the Far 
North, shows little of the romance 
with which the movie fan sur- 
rounds it. True, there is a fascina- 
tion about trapping, just as there 
is about the sea, railroading or the 
life of the cowpuncher. Like the 
cowpuncher’s, the trapper’s life is 
bitterly hard and strenuous, and 
unutterably lonely. But many a 
man that rides the ranges would 
not last a day in the North. Neither 
in the cattle country nor any place 
else in the continental United 
States do Arctic storms last for ten 
days. Nor do temperatures of 60 
below zero ever come to cowland. 

The number of men and youths 
that feel the lure of the North to 
day is surprising. Once it was gold 
that called them; now it is fur. All 
types of men—farmers, college 
boys, dissatisfied office men, la- 
borers, lake sailors, skilled work- 
men that make large Summer 
wages, and the shiftless, restless 
army of adventurers willing to 
“take a chance,’’ who have done 
some trapping as a side line or 
none at all—imagine they can go 
up on the snow frontier and get 
rich catching fur-bearers. Every 
Fall, without any knowledge of ac- 
tual conditions in the Far North, 
hundreds of them go to Edmonton, 
Winnipeg, Toronto, Montreal and 
, Quebec, buy outfits they will never 
‘be able to ‘‘pack,”’ and set out for 
‘unknown destinations as blithely 
and as much in the dark as were 
De Soto, Ponce de Leon, Captain 
John Smith and other adventurers 
of the past. — 

Trapping raccoons, skunks, musk- 
rats and foxes in the Middle Atlan- 
tic States, the West or South is not 
to be compared with trapping the 
wily animals of the North. The 
successful trapper in the Canadian 
wilds must operate on anywhere 
from 100 to 150 miles of trapline, 
which is the name given to the 
route along which traps are set at 
likely spots and on ‘runways’ for 
the fur-bearers. Most animals are

Chopping traps out of ice or dig- 
ging them out of deep snow; being 
almost strangled at the opening of 
the door of the darkened cabin in 
the midst of an Arctic blizzard to 
get snow to melt for tea or cof- 
fee; skinning animals frozen solid in 
fifty degrees of temperature; shift- 
ing traplines where the territory is 
trapped out; sleeping always on 
spruce boughs with a - blanket 
thrown over them for a mattress; 
eating sourdough bread, moose 
meat, beaver, stringy white rabbit, 
muskrat and other wild meat and 





lects to ‘‘cover’’ his traplines, the 
wolves that infest the North will 
not, and he may find only the 
bones of a valuable fisher, beaver 
or even silver gray fox whefi he 
does make his rounds. 

If the trapper is alone and breaks 
his leg or gets injured so that he 
cannot travel, his chances for get- 
ting out of the woods alive are less 
than one in a thousand. He can- 
not fire ‘‘three sbots,”’ as they tell 
about in the ‘‘Westerns,’”’ and, 
after a few minutes’ wait, hear the 
hoofbeats of Sweetwater Pete’s 
pinto on the frozen ground as the 
redoubtable hero dashes up to the 
rescue. Nor is his beautiful Indian 
maiden sweeheart near by to re- 
vive him with a bottleful of hot 








coffee and then carry him tv her 
warm illahee. 

If the injured trapper is out on 
his line, he might be able to crawl 
to one of his cabins. But the 
chances are that an Indian or an 
Eskimo looking for birds’ eggs or 
berries the following Summer, or 
perhaps many Summers later, will 
come across his bones picked as 
white as chalk. If-an injured man 
lying on the snow in the North 
does not freeze to death in a very 
short time, wolves are pretty cer- 
tain to make a meal of him. 

The world hears little about it, 
but where a Northern trapper has 
fallen in the snow with broken 
bones, it is not unusual to find a 
bullet hole in the skull and a re- 
volver with one empty shell lying 


near by.

LPHONSE PITAUD, 30, six 
feet two in height and weigh- 
ing 190 pounds, the physical 
equal of any man that ever lived, 
had trapped three successive Win- 
ters up beyond Lake Mistassini, 
Quebec, a good 1,000 miles north 
of New ;York City. He was ‘‘on 
his own.” Resourceful, efficient, 
uncomplaining,: the partners Al 
Phonse had had were a poor 
lot. They grumbled, _ cheated, 
loafed or were ‘‘eaters,’’ and made. 
extra work for Alphonse. So he 

decided to try it alone. 

Pitaud went in early that Fall in 
order to get a good start and look 
the territory over thoroughly. By 
late March the trapper began to 
feel downcast. Unless he caught a 
couple of those big silver gray 
foxes he. would go out of the North 
with only half a catch. He had 
seen their tracks in the snow, but 
they were wary fellows and never 
went near his traps. That was in 
the years before silver gray foxes 
were being successfully raised and 
a good pelt sometimes brought 
$1,500. 

Perhaps it was his own careless- 
ness; perhaps it was because of the 
day. But early on the morning of 
April 1 Alphonse fell over an icy 
precipice and broke his right leg in 
two places. He managed to craw’ 
the mile to his “home” cabin, 
where he lay in torture for weeks. 
Food was low, as it had been his 
custom to ‘“‘live off the country,” 
and he was in great danger of 
starving to death. He got the 
“‘breaks,”” however, literally and 
figuratively, for he managed to set 
his broken bones and pull through. 

There is never much Spring in 
Canada. Summer comes while 
snow is still on the ground. And it 
came early that year—so early that 
the big trapper was nearly drowned 
one night in his cabin, built near 
a river that flows into James Bay. 
That was when he was only able to 
hobble around a little, and in try- 
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‘oy to reach gafety he nearly broke 
his leg again. The trees were 
leaved out and cow moose were 
nursing their calves before Al- 
phonse was able to gather up his 
traps. 

“An otter, 


212 traps,’ said Alphonse sadly. 
They were drowned and the cold 
water kept them. All the rest 
were decayed or devoured by ani- 
mals. But the saddest part of it 
for Alphonse was this: In a trap 
he had set near the Eastman River 
he found the worthless carcass of 
a silver gray fox—the only one the 
big trapper ever had caught in his 
life. 

“I bat you it wort’ two t’ousan” 
dollar right down in Mon’real,” 
Alphonse says, and he extends hic 
arms to show how iong the skele- 
ton of the silver gray fox was. 

One of the glorious uncertainties 
of trapping. in the North is the pos- 
sibility of catching a silver gray 
fox. The degrees of glorious un- 
certainty run on down the scale of 
values from a black, a white or a 
blue fox to a fisher or other ani- 
mal with a valuable pelt. The 
same hope inspires the Catskill 
Mountain boy or man when he sets 
his traps. And the Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Illinois or even Virginia 
or lower Blue Ridge trapper, man 
or boy, has the same fond hope—a 
silver gray fox! | ‘

Trapped mountain lions and bob- 
cats invariably will drag ‘‘anchor’’ 
and chain and climb a tree. Fish- 
ers will, too. Many animals will 
chew off their trapped leg in order 
to escape. It is a common occur- 
rence among bears, foxes, raccoons, 
beaver and the swimmers. In their 
efforts to escape muskrats often will 
break off their frail front legs and 
get away. A trapper caught an old 
one-legged beaver in Lac des Baies, 
Quebec, and from indications he be- 
lieves the anima] had escaped from 
traps three times by chewing off 2 
leg. He was a solitary beaver and 
it is probable that he had been os- 
tracized by his brethren because of 
his injuries.

MERICAN _ designers - and 
manufacturers of printed 
linens for hangings and up- 
holstery are now vigorously 
competing with the English and 
French productions, which have 
hitherto dominated the field. Flow- 
ers popular in this country, such as 
dahlias, delphiniums and cactus 
blossoms, appear in the new prints, 
in addition to the traditional Eng- 
lish and French roses. New inter- 
pretations of patterns originally 
applied to crewel work embroidery, 
or such architecturai motifs as the 
geometrically carved Tudor ceiling, 
t.eve also been produced to supply 
period effects. Not only brilliance 
of color is sought in the modern 
manner—softer effects of more 
subtle coloring are obtained in de- 
signs inspired by such diverse 
sources as Chaucer’s description of 
a garden and the leaves of Ameri- 
can trees. ; 

An innovation that is very modern | 
in conception and yet meets a prac- 
tical need is linen printed in three 
tones of one color, lengthwise of the 
piece. According to Jules Bouy, 
the designer, the arrangement of 





tones is employed when a sense of 
space is needed; when used for win-| 
dow curtains the fabric, especially ; 
when the curtains are closed, gives: 
an illusion of greater width to the) 
window. On the edge of the mate-: 
rial, printed in a contrasting color, 
is a modernistic wave border. This 
color scheme may also be used for 
upholstery—on a small sofa, for ex- 
ample, where an illusion of greater 
size may be obtained by covering it 
with the fabric arranged with the 
strips of color lengthwise. The} 
three tones of this printed linen 
merge into one another by delicate 
gradation. Apple green, lavender, 
cardinal, orange-yellow and rust 
blue are some of the colors used in 
this fabric.

Bowls 
selected for this purpose should be 
broad of base, and the shade should 
be so attached that its lower edge 
hides the metal top of the base. 
Usually a tall base makes the lamp 
more useful for illumination. Bowls 
and vases for flowers or for purely 
decorative use should be carefully 
selected for the spot where they are 
to be placed. A smal] bow! on % 
large chest or a vase too large on 
the fireplace mantel is as decora- 
tively wrong as an incongruous 
color. Many successful effects 
achieved with pottery are arrived 
at only by trying various sizes, 
shapes and colors. With the greater 
use of flowers in interiors there is 
opportunity for several such bowlq 
and vases in every household as 
well as of pieces for purely decora- 
tive purposes. 

In modern pottery making, espe- 
cially of the finer sorts, the clay 
used may come from a dozen dif- 
ferent places in this country and 
even from abroad. In Mr. Kelley’s 
pieces, in order to obtain the proper- 
base for his many different giazes, 
clay has been brought from all over 
the United States, from Europe and 


:from the Far East. The modern 


potter in his experiments strives 
for more perfect ware through dif- 
ferent clays and combinations of 
clays as eagerly as did Palissy when 
he tried to discover the secrets of 
Chinese porcelain.

OLONIAL desks—sedate Gover- 

nor Winthrops, elegant tam- 

bours or simple slant-top de- 
signs in maple—are finding an in- 
creasing number of admirers. The 
adaptations of a few years ago have 
given way to closer copies of eigh- 
teenth-century forms—still pre-emi- 
nent as examples of good design 
and fine cabinet work. Modern de- 
signers have made little improve- 
ment on the usefulness and style of 
the desks built 150 years ago. So 
popular have Colonial desks become 
that accurate reproductions may be 
obtained for comparatively smal) 
sums, while duplicates of the finest 
examples of cabinet work are con- 
structed perhaps as well as when 
Chippendale had his shop in St. 
Martin’s Lane in London. 

One small but interesting feature 
which the reproductions lack but 
many of the old pieces had was the 
secret drawer. Compartments were 
most ingeniously constructed, and 
every cabinetmaker had methods 
of making them. Sometimes a whole 
section of pigeonholes comes out, to 
disclose a drawer back of it, or a 
partition that must itself be opened 
by a secret spring. The 
pilasters, which ornamented the 
sides of the centre pigeonhole, often 
concealed a narrow space for 
papers, but as this method became 
known other secret drawers were 
combined with such concealed 
spaces. 

The most popular type of Colonial 
desk at the present time is un- 
doubtedly the Governor Winthrop. 
This desk, with its graceful serpen- 
tine front and ample drawer space, 
is a most convenient as well as a 
charming piece of furniture. An- 
other form of this type of desk is 
found with the.curve of the front 
reversed—instead of the curve bulg- 
ing out at the ends with the centre 
depressed, the centre bows out- 
ward. 

Desk forms of Colonial days have 
a certain similarity in general de- 
sign to highboys, lowboys and 
chests of drawers. In these pieces 
of furniture we find serpentine 
front block fronts and fronts that 
are straight; short ball and claw or 
cabriole legs or bracket feet. 

The secretary desk was a desk 
with a top piece consisting of 
shelves enclosed either by paneled 
doors or doors of glass, the type of 
door making it either a cabinet or a 
bookcase. In the eighteenth cen- 
tury these top portions were gen- 
erally made detachable. Handles 
are sometimes found on the sides of 
both the top and bottom sections as 
another aid to moving. Sometimes 
an ahtique specimen is discovered 
with the top part in a surprisingly

For interiors where maple Brea 
is desired there are in 
maple and pine desks as well as 
desks in cherry and other fruit 
woods made in the countrysides a 
hundred years or more ago. Orig- 
inal secretary desks in maple are 
very scarce. In spite of being made 
in what was, in those days, a sec- 
ond-choice wood, some of these 
maple desks still extant are very 
fine pieces of cabinet work and dig- 
nified examples of design. Walnut 





desks and secretaries of Colonial 
days are also occasionally found, 
especially through the South, where 
the reddish Virginia walnut that 
looks something like mahogany was 
popular. 

Toward the end of the eighteenth 
century desks and secretaries in the 
daintier mode of Hepplewhite and 
Sheraton were made in this coun- 
try and some fine pieces imported 
from England. At the New York 
City Hall is a Sheraton desk of this 
period, a forerunner of the flat-top 
pedestal office desk. This fine 
library desk, with slender fluted 
legs supporting the two end pedes- 
tals of drawers shows the develop- 
ment toward a larger desk top for 
writing and more comfortable space 
beneath for one’s feet. 

The tambour desk with its clev- 
erly arranged sliding cover was de- 
veloped about the beginning of the 
nineteenth century. In mahogany 
with inlay of satinwood, the tam- 
bour is one of the most charming 
styles of desks that have come 
down to us.

N 1897 Mme. Sembrich came back 
to America for a tour of con- 
certs. They were notab]y success- 

ful, and in November, 1898, she was 
once more a member of the Metro- 
‘politan Opera Company, beginning 
her season by singing Rosina in 
“The Barber of Seville,’”’ with 
Edouard de Reszke as Basilio. 
Early in December she sang Vio- 
jetta in “Le Traviata’ and the 
records say that the scene of en- 
thusiasm which followed the first 
act had not been matched “since 
the palmy days of Patti.’” Though 
Melba was in the cast and 
was singing in ‘her own ex- 
quisite style’’ (again quoting the 
record) Mme. Sembrich was called 
before the curtain a score of times. 
On Christmas Day of that year she 
sang Juliette to Jean de Reszke’s 
| Romeo at the particular request of 
her distinguished elder compatriot. 

From that time on to her volun- 
tary retirement in 1909 her Ameri- 
can career was identified with the 
Metropolitan, though then and 
later she sang in concerts all over 
the country, as far South as Texas 
and as far West as San Fran- 
cisco. Mme. Sembrich was in San 
Francisco at the time of the 
earthquake. As everybody knows, 
she escaped with the other divas of 
the opera company, including 
Emma Eames. But an opera singer 
on her wide-flung travels must 
have her adventures. Mme. Sem- 
brich can tell you also of being 
taken mysteriously off trains 
stopped by military persons at 
lonely way stations in the Russian 
steppes, or of arrivals at cities of 
Muscovy separated from their rail- 
way terminals by the Volga in the 
precise state of being impassable 
either on the ice or through it. 
She has been an enthusiastic pedes- 
trian and a capable mountain 
climber in the Alps; she used in 
the flush of her prime to make a 
practice of walking several times a 
day around the long stretch of 
graveled footpath about the reser- 
voir in our Central Park, but she 
did not ‘care to face the Volga in 
the condition just described.

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the Wintertime. She has the same 
flushed buds, but her lower 
branches have a more pronounced 
downward sweep, while the tips 
have a greater upward curve. And 
the bark in old silver maples al- 
ways peels off in long pieces, free 
at either end, but caught in the 
middle. This tree is fond of wet 
places. The Norway maple is taller 
than either of these American 
cousins and its twigs are coarser; 
but its buds afford a most illumi- 
nating lesson on the protection of 
flowerets. Probably the daintiest 
of all maples in Winter is the 
moosewood variety, a small tree 
with smooth green trunk, marked 
with occasional white stripes. For 
extreme differences in species, com- 
pare the delicate moosewood sister 
with the rugged-looking sugar 
maple, whose heavy bark is deeply 
furrowed. 

Birches, whether the white, black, 
red or yellow members of the fam- 
ily, are familiar to nearly every- 
body because of the texture of the 
bark and their celebrated grace. 
“Ladies” they are, with their deli- 
vate albino, blond and brunette 
skins, their slender bodies, out- 
stretched arms and flowing drap- 
eries. Few trees equal the canoe 
birch in beauty during the season 
of frost and snow. She is a tall 
damsel, who discards her lower 
limbs as she grows, and in more 





idea of her. As a matter of fact, 
the canoe birch can become quite 
a corpulent matron. The wonder- 
fully white bark peels off in thin, 
strong layers, which the Indians 
used to advantage in their canoes, 
wigwams and baskets. 

It has been remarked that the 
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birches often show an almost maid- 
enly timidity about dwelling in the 
woods and appear to prefer the 
edges of them to the depths. But 
this is not true of either the black 
or yellow birches. These two have 
charms not so well known as those 
of their white sister. In Winter the 
golden-brown stems of the black 
birch, when struck by a shaft of 
strong sunlight, glow with a live, 
amberesque radiance fairly suffus- 
ing the tree. Its sap produces the 
popular beer bearing its name. The 
yellow birch is a large, tall tree 
that grows throughout the Nortb- 
eastern States. Thoreau, in his 
Journal for Jan. 4, 1853, gives his 
first impression of it in a memor- 
able word-picture: 


“How pleasing to stand near a 
new or rare tree; and how few are 
so handsome as this: Singularly 
allied to the black birch in its 
sweet checkerberry scent and its 
form, and to the canoe birch in its 
peeling or fringed and tasseled 
bark. The top is brush-like, as in 
the black birch. The bark is ex- 
quisite * * * delicate gold color, 
curled off partly from the trunk 
with verticle, clear or smooth 
spaces, as if a plane had been 
passed up the tree. The sight of 
these trees affects me more than 
California gold. I measured one 
five and two-twelfths feet in cir- 
cumference at six feet from the 
ground. We have the silver and the 
golden birch. This is like a fair 
flaxen-haired sister of the dark- 
complexioned biack birch, with 
golden ringlets. How lustily it 
takes hold of the swamp soil and 
braces itself. In the twilight I 
went through the swamps and the 
yellow birches sent forth a yellow 
gleam which each time made my 
heart beat faster. Sometimes I was 
in doubt about a birch whose vest 
was buttoned, smooth and dark, 
till I came nearer and saw the yel- 
low gleaming through, or where a 
button was off.”’ 
*,¢ 
ROM the days of Virgil the 
praises of the beech have been 
of the highest in poetry and 
prose. It has been called both the 
Hercules and the Adonis of the for- 
est. And it is a large, shapely tree, 
with wide-spreading branches and 
smooth gray trunk. Indeed, it has 
the finest overcoat in treeland, 
though one wonders how it keeps 
warm in such a thin garment. 
Beech twigs are multitudinous and 
inscribe delicate tracery on the 
skies of Winter, and its fruit, a 
prickly burr enclosing two triangu- 
lar nuts, which are edible, may be 
seen hanging on the branches well 
into February. 
Walnuts and hickories belong to 
the botanic family Juglandaceae, a 
name derived from Jovis glans, the 
Jove nut. Few trees are more im- 
posing than these in the Winter 
scene, with their every branch and 
twig in inkiest black relief against 
the sky. 
But the outline of the hickory— 
‘particularly of the shagbark—is the 
most striking and magnificent in 
this family. It is at its best when 
the jet black leafless boughs and 
twigs are flung up loftily and ar- 
tistically in the setting of an icy- 
white landscape. Watch for it. 
Another claim that it has on our 
affection is that it is a tree pe- 
culiar to Northeastern America. It 
is said that hickory wood is equal 
in tensile strength to wrought iron. 
There are several other trees of 
distinctive ‘‘personality.”” For in- 
stance, the buttonwood, or plane 
tree, is a large, picturesque figure 
that often arrests the most casual 
eye with its fantasy of curving 
limbs. Its seed-ball clings through 
elemental fury, but it throws off its 
bark in huge flakes, giving it a 
scarred look. 
The tupelo is individualistic at 
ajJl seasons, and in Winter arrests 
the glance with its flat, rigid 
branches growing horizontally from 
the main trunk, which is often ex- 
current, or undivided in form. 


« Nor must one omit the catalpa in 





stand fiercest onslaughts of the ele- 
ments. Like the tupelo, the tulip 
tree is full of individuality. It is 
one of the largest and tallest of 
American trees, and prone to the 
development of great elbowed 
branches. The Winter bud of the 
tulip is a fascinating example of 
how a leaf may be tucked within 
a leaf in an ingenious packet. 
The unusual squared tulip leaf is 
folded on itself down the middle, 
like a sheet of note paper, and also 
turned back toward the base of

As is 
the case with the locust, its beau- 
tiful flowers become a long bean- 
pod which hangs swinging in the 
wind until the pipings of Spring. 
The tree is tall and when seen 
dangling with slim pods is never 
forgotten. And who could forget 
the wraith-like form of the Nor- 
mandy poplar shivering in an icy 
rain? : 

Winter winds play strange har- 
monies on the naked trees for those 
who attune their ears to listen. 
Striving to tear away the stubborn 
oak leaves that cling so tenaciously, 
though sere and dead, the gale 
produces a macabre hissing that 
occasionaly mounts to a whistle. 
Maple and elm branches flop and 
snap with the sound of kettledrums. 
The hickory likes to rattle. And 
the Catalpa howls. But the en- 
chanting music of Winter comes 
from the harp and pipe-organ or- 
chestras of the pines. 

Sleet and ice storms sometimes 
transform the Winter trees into a 
bediamonded fairyland too brilliant 
for mortal sight to look upon in 
full sunshine. But it is only a mo- 
ment of dazzling wonder. There is 
another effect more profound and 
lasting. Compare the magic of 
green in springtime with that of 
the Winter-verdant firs, pines, 
hemlocks and spruces in the snow- 
clad forest. Is there not a noble 
and spiritual beauty about their 
eternal verdure that the burgeoning | Mert 
woods of May can never hope to 
rival?

In all of the 800 or more peoples of 
the world the family exists. A sur- 
prisingly large number of them also 
have separation and remarriage 
without legal restrictions; and such 
divorces are often fairly common 
particularly in the early years of 
marriage, but among the middle- 
aged the usiions are often very con- 
stant. The functions of the family 
are, however, often stronger among 
primitive peoples than among our 
modern city dwellers. 

When the psychologists and the 
physiologists and the sociologists 
take up more seriously the study of 
affection, they will also tell us, per- 
haps, how much good mating is 
subject to the learning process, and 
if the apparently highly variable 
basis of mating is modifiable by 
habit, they will, perhaps, also tel) 
us the mechanisms of these good 
habit formations. Their researches 
are needed, for some of our ways 
of living may be found to be not 
very conducive to happiness in mar- 
riage. Perhaps, for instance, they 
will tell us whether the enormous 
extent of nervousness produced in 
modern society today does not 
make the chances of a successful 
mating rare. We should also like to 
know, for instance, again, whether 
the methods many of us employ in 
bringing up our young children in 
small families, under urban condi- 
tions, is not tending to make them 
unfit for happy marital unions later. 

So, then, the future of divorce 
rests upon the endurance and con- 
stancy of the affectional factor; 
and what we‘can do about it, in 
turn, rests upon research and ex-

nity of fully developing his theories. 
While Lilienthal was experiment- 
ing with gliders to determine the 
principles of flight a Frenchman, 
Clement Ader, began his work by 
building a plane to fly under power. 
There was no hesitation about 
Ader, if all the stories about him 
are true. He had spent some years 
studying bird flight and anatomy, 
and his airplane was a monoplane 
built after the pattern of a bird’s 
wings. It was mounted on wheels 
and driven by a steam engine. He 
is said to have flown it first in 
1890 for a distance of 150 feet. 
o,° 

HE success of this first at- 

tempt emboldened him _ to 

build a second machine, which 
weighed 1,100 pounds and was 
driven by a_ forty-horsepower 
steam engine. The French War 
Department became interested in 
his work, and in August, 1897, 
Ader again flew his machine a 
short distance in a strong follow- 
ing wind instead of against the 
wind. However, he is reported to 
have made a flight of some dis- 
tance before the wind turned the 
machine over and smashed it. 
Ader could get no more support in 
the face of the resultant skepticism 
and he destroyed all his calculations 
and work, except the first machine, 
which was years later exhibited at 
an aviation exposition in Paris. 

None of these machines had any- 
thing that approximated the effect 
of the aileron on modern airplanes, 
which was invented by Glenn Cur- 
tiss to supersede the torsional wing 
control, by which the tips of the 
wings were bent. This method of 
lateral control was used by the 
Wright Brothers and patented by 
them, and resulted in a lawsuit 
that was waged for years. The 
principal is the same in both cases, 
however, and at the time the 
earliest experimenters were work- 
ing on gliders and planes, no 
method of control to pull up a wing 
when it dropped had been devised. 

Sir Hiram S. Maxim, who built 
a powered airplane in 1889, devised 
a curved outer plane to obtain this 
stability, but it probably would not 
have been very valuable. The note- 
worthy fact about Maxim’s experi- 
ments is that he boldly built a 
machine with a boiler and steam 
engine, which weighed four tons. 
Maxim did not try to fly with this 
huge affair; he merely wanted to 
prove that the big wing, which 
stretched over the platform of the 
machine like an awning, would lift. 
It did.. Maxim held it down to a 
track half a mile long, which per- 
mitted it to reach a speed of forty 
miles an hour and lift against 
guard rails. But on one of his 
trials the lift was so great that it 
tore away the guard rail, lifted into 
the air with Sir Hiram, and then 
turned over. It did not illuminate 
the principles of flying an airplane 
after it got off the ground, but it 
was an interesting experiment and 
cost about $100,000. 

Professor Langley’s experiments

The 
operator was Charles M. Manley, 
who died a few weeks ago. : 
There were a number of brilliant 
experimenters with gliders in 
America before the Wrights began 
their work, including Octave Cha- 
nute and A. M. Herring. The lat- 
ter built a little biplane with a 
compressed air motor, with which 
he is said to have flown a few feet. 
Then came the Wrights with their 
more practical approach to the 
problem of flying. Their effort was 
based on the many experiments, 





some of them rather weird in view 
of present-day knowledge. The 
great contribution of the Wrights 
was to build warping wings, which 
enabled them to keep their glider 
and, finally, their powered airplane 
under lateral control in flight. Rud- 
ders had been used to turn gliders 
to the right or left and elevators to 
raise or depress the front of the 
plane, but the Wrights made it pos- 
sible to move the glider around its 
other axis and so prevent side slip- 
ping on a turn. 

These first flights at Kitty Hawk 
had not been made without a great 
deal of experiment to determine the 
best type of plane. How well 
thought out were their plans is 
shown by the close resemblance of 


their glider wings to the biplane 
wings that were used for years lat- 


er. Their second glider was com- 


paratively the same wings, minus 
an engine, with which they after- 
ward flew for hours. 

Its two wings, joined by struts, 
were 32 feet long by 15 feet in 
width. In their glider they used 
only a horizontal rudder in front, 
but in the machine in which they 
used a sixteen-horsepower motor 
and twin screw propellors of the 
pusher type, they also had a verti- 
cal rudder in the rear. That motor 
was designed and built by the 
Wrights themselves, and was effi- 
cient for its day. They had not been 
able to get what they wanted from 
any one else. 


HE Wright brothers felt that 

the airplane was their exclu- 

sive, property and that they 
should be paid royalties or a sum 
for the use of their patents, and 
they subsequently spent much of 
their valuable time in litigation. 
It was not until 1908 that they 
resumed their flying. Meantime 
they had received a much more 
cordial welcome in France, where 
Many experiments were going 
on and a number of successful 
flights had been made by Santos 
Dumont, Farman, Bleriot and 
others. A French syndicate bought 
the. Wrights’ patent rights, and 
they contracted to build a machine 
and instruct three pupils to fly it, 
although they had the most limited 
flying experience themselves. 

The year before the United States 
Army had invited bids for an air- 
plane capable of carrying two men 
at a speed of forty miles an hour. 
The plane was to be paid for on the 
bonus basis, the original cost'to be 
$25,000 and 10 per cent. of the price 
for each mile over forty miles an 
hour. 

The first tests of the plane were 
in September, 1908. Orville Wright 
conducted them, as Wilbur was in 
France. On Sept. 9 he flew for 
nearly an hour, astonishing a dis- 
tinguished group of spectators, in- 
cluding President Taft, members of 
Congress and the Diplomatic Corps. 
He made other flights, and on Sept. 
17 he went up with Lieutenant 
Thomas E. Selfridge, who had been 





a member of the famous Aeria! Ex: 
periment Association formed by Dr 
Alexander Graham Bell. While over 
the parade grounds at Fort Myer 
near Washington, where the flight: 
were made, a propellor struck s 
loose stay wire of the rear rudder 
and was broken and the stay pullec 
loose. The plane crashed, fatally 
injuring Lieutenant Selfridge, the 
first man to be killed flying in ar 
airplane. Selfridge Field was after- 
ward named for him. Mr. Wrigh‘ 
was also seriously injured and spent 
six weeks in the hospital. 

But the next year the Wrights 

began their Government 
flights, and after many delays flew 
for more than an hour. The next 
flight was to be to Alexandria anc 
return—a long flight for those days 
They waited until a fairly still day 
to get the best possible perform-~ 
ance, and then, with Lieutenant 
Benjamin D. Foulois, now Lieut 
Col. Foulois in command of Mitche: 
Field, Orville Wright set sail for 
Alexandria and disappeared over ¢ 
hill.. When they finally returned it 
was found that the machine had 
averaged 42.6 miles an hour, which 
added. $5,000 to their original price 
for the plane. 
e,° 
OTIING went wrong with 
this plane, because the les- 
sons from the first fatal 
crash had been learned. The 
Wrights always built their planes 
as best they knew how; they 
were conscientious men, whe 
would shiver at some of the engi- 
neering done on airplanes at pres- 
ent. The crashes they had were the 
result of inexperience, such as 
marked al] the early years of air- 
plane construction. Engineers who 
have been long at work building 
airplanes will now express dismay 
at the things they did not know 
when they began, for the military 
planes of the United States, which 
stand up under. extraordinary 
strains, have been made strong only 
by years of careful experiment and 
research. The first planes were 
matchboxes in comparison. 

Aviation advanced very rapidly 
after that. Although the Wrights 
did not do much public demon- 
strating of their planes and went 
in for manufacturing, the new sport 
of the air brought a multitude of 
eager young men to its ranks, who 
devised all sorts of queer-looking 
planes. They were purely sport 
machines, however, and it was not 
until the war that necessity again 
brought careful research to bear 
upon flying problems, and planes 
developed faster than they would 
otherwisc have done. 

It is a long way from that. first 
clumsy Wright airplane to the 
graceful, powerful planes that have 
winged their way over the oceans 
this year and are linking Europe 
with Africa and India, but the 
progress is no greater than from 
the first earnest research of Lilien- 
thal to the first Wright plane. 
Flying, practical, everyday flying, 
began at Kitty Hawk, a sandy, wind- 
blown beach, with a few coast 
guards tumbling over one another 
with excitement, while the rest of 
the world sniffed in disbelief.

WANT to add a few words on 
the problem of personal] happi- 
ness, for it is here that most 
young couples fail.

for, traditionally seen, the rdle 
she plays is the exact counterpart 
to Oriental patriarchism. Absolute 
personal freedom in those matters 
which affect the unique and origi- 
nal element in the individual should 
be understood as a matter of 
course. 

But the new convention should 
prohibit the marriage that means 
no more than a casual dance as 
sternly as the Puritan civilization 
prohibited adultery. Public opinion 
should brand with disgrace the man 
or woman so devoid of the proper 
instinct as to contract a marriage 
that cannot last for at least ten 
years. If understanding fails, it 
should become an article of belief— 
after the manner of a Christian 
dogma--that falling in love, as 
euch, need no more lead to mar- 
riage than diving into the sea need 
be followed by mountain climbing.

picked officers of the army, only 
these are eligible who have gradu- 
jated with distinction from the 
‘lower army schools. Before Ely’s 
| administration, every class lost a 
few of its members after it was 
found out that their work did not 
} Measure up to the required stand- 
jard. Not so with Ely. He be- 
pos that if picked men of the 
army, men of fifteen or twenty 
years’ service, could not do the 
| work satisfactorily, then there 
must be something the matter with 
the system or the standard. Hence 
'Ely never sent an officer away 
|from the school because he failed 
to keep up with the procession. In- 
stead, he tried to fit the system to 
the man, recognizing that human 
character is a many-sided thing. 
All that he asked was that an 
officer try his best— and if his best 
was not quite good enough, Ely 
nevertheless let the man finish the 
course. 

Ely is well schooled in the theory 
and the science of war. Years of 
study have familiarized him with 
the academic side. He knows strat- 
egy and tactics, and understands 
the schoolman’s point of view on 
the mechanism of large troop move- 
ments. But he never lets theory 
and imagination get away from the 
realities of the soldier's game. If 
a theory is to win his regard it 
must be a practical theory. To use 
the philosopher's phrase, it must 
be pragmatical, that is, it must 
work. He always keeps his mind 
on the fundamental question: Is 
this a vractical thing for soldiers to 
do? Can they do it under con- 
ditions that prevail in the field in 
war time? So the Army War Col- 
lege, which trains General Staff of-

ficers, under Ely‘s direction, has 
been a very practical sort of insti- 
tution. There has been plenty of 
theoretical instruction, but before 
the eyes of the students has always 
been held the real work of the sol- 
dier—campaigning against the ene- 
my under the conditions of — 
warfare.

But the rank and file of the act- 
ing profession is not so fortunate. 
There are to he discovered those ac- 
ters and actresses who tread more 
often on the carpets of managerial 
effices than upon the actual hoards 
of the stage. To them a jab may he 
a gift from Heaven or from hell, de- 
pending on the length of time which 
it provides them with funds. 

The Theatre Guild, saved for the 
most part from the arduous worries 
of casting the principal réles.of its 
productions by its acting company, 
has recently been through it afi 
again—this time for the purpose of 
filling the many réles of ‘‘Marco 
Mijlions’’ and some of the smalier 
bits in ‘Strange interlude,'’ the 
O'Neill plays which the Guild is pre- 
senting this season. Thus, wanting 
actors, the Guilders, in-common with 
the generality. of producers, put in 
telephone calls to the various cast- 
ing agencies along Broadway. 

“‘We will require,’’ the voice from 
the Guild might have said—but prob- 
ably. did not—‘‘people capable of 
playing Dominican monks, Knight 
Crusaders, papal couriers, Moham- 
medan captains, dervishes, mer- 
chants (both Buddhist and Tartar), 
Mongol priests, ‘emissaries, -messen- 
gers and others capable of standing 
in stained-glass attitudes to repre- 
sent a chorus of mourners, &c.”’

Once the word: gets around the of- 
fices of the Guild (it is the same in 
any producer’s office when this pe- 
riod of casting is going.on) become 
thronged with actors. They send in 
their names and are greeted by the 
director of the play or his associates. 

‘‘What is your line?’’ is the direc- 
tor’s first question. 

“Characters, bits, heavies and 
juveniles,’’ the reply is likely to be, 
for actors secking a job are nothing 
if not inclusive in a designation of 
their adaptabilities. 

‘Where did you play last?’' will be 
the next question,

In laying out a play it is cus- 
tomary, because of the necessity of 
meeting the weekly rent and paying 
off the entire company instead of 
just half of it—a practice to which 
Equity is terribly antagonistic—to 
apportion certain salaries for certain 
roles. Thus, a particular part is 
set down to reward its interpreter 
with, say, $100°— week. This in- 
terpreter, commonly called actor, is 
selected and details are settled—with 
the exception of salary. He will be 
asked ‘his salary, as if this were a 
stationary unit. He will mention the 
highest figure he has ever received 
and imply that he has never worked 
for less. He will be told the allot- 
ment for the réle. Invariably, there 
will be a wide margin of difference, 
but managers are firm—it is neces- 
sary to make a budget on each pro- 
duction and adhere to it. 

Actors and managers understand 
one another on this point. If the 
actor feels that he has a better 
ehance elsewhere to get something 
nearer his ‘‘salary,’’ he will not take 
the proffered job. If it looks like 
a slim Winter and he feels the need 
of change, he will accept it. And the 
same producer, with a more im- 
portant réle to offer at some future 
time, will then he perfectly willing 
te pay him more for it, 

It is a well-known fact that some 
actors read like Coquelin and Mans- 
field and act like the Cherry Sisters. 
Thus managers often get stung; but 
not too often. The danger signs 
travel by grapevine telegraph— 
Broadway's people know pretty well 
what’s going on along Broadway, 
and the inner circle is usually in- 
formed of ali the happenings. 

Casting is never permanent, in 
some réjles, until a week or so be- 
fore a production opens. Often in 
rehearsals a thoroughly fine and 
reputable player is seen to be un- 
fitted for the part which he is at- 
tempting to pertray. And the average 
actor, rather than go on playing a 
réle in which he is unhappy and for 
which he is unsuited, is willing to 
step out and give somebody else a 
chance. Once in a while there is 
trouble, but money smooths many 
matters, including unruly tempera- 
ments. 

The Times Square district is at 
its busiest when the casting season 
begins, which is from Aug. 15 to 
Jan. 1. In this period most of the 
important productions are outlined

ANOTHER HUNGARIAN VISITS BROADWAY 





HEN Franz Molnar arriyed 
in New York ten days or 
so ago he was accompanied 
by his representative, Dr. 

Alexander Marton, who is probably 
the leading play broker of Central 
Europe. Dr. Marton specializes in 
Hungarian plays and controls about 
90 per cent. of the output of dram- 
atists in that prolific theatrical 
stronghold. 

Dr, Marton also represents these 
Hungarian authors when their works 
are heing considered for production 
elsewhere, Through his American as- 
sociate, Dr. Edmond Pauker, he ar- 
ranges for most of the presentations 
here of their plays. Since the war, 
of course, the great Hungarian in- 
vasion has reached its crest and now 
is apparently on the decline, But in 
the last ten years Dr, Marton’s little 
book of statistics shows that forty-six 
plays from that country have seen 
production here. 

Since the war, too, the stage of 
Central Europe has passed from 
under the dominance of the French 
and has suffered various acute, if 
lecalized, attacks of nationalism. 
Furthermore, it has begun to import 
from other countries—from England 
and America—and has generally 
broadened its horizon and signifi- 
cance. 

Burope, according to Dr. Marton, 
is finally getting away from the. be 
lief that America wants only plays 
with happy endings, and that all its 
dramatic output is of that sort. 
Theatregoers abroad are now show- 
ing’ interest im American life and 
ideology as expressed in drama, even 
if the locale and characters are en- 
tirely strange. Such plays as “Rain,” 

,” “Chicago,”’ “The Bronx 

Express,” “The Adding Machine,” 

“Abie’s Irish Rose,” of course, and 

O’Neill’s “All God’s Chillun Got 

‘Wings,”’ ‘The Emperor Jones” and

He 
played a number of juvenile réles 
as a youngster. At one time he and 
Wallace Eddinger competed for the 
part of Little Lord Fauntleroy. Ed- 
dinger won by a curl, Later Thea- 
dore acted the réle of an &-year-old 
lad in ‘Shore Acres.”” A few seasons 
afterward he portrayed a 18-year-old 
boy in the play. Several years after 
that he had the part of a 60-year- 
old man in the same piece, which 
toured for fifteen seasons, 

In 1912 Theadore appeared at the 
Fifth Ayenue Theatre in “A Re- 
mance of the Underworld,”’ which 
ran for two years, Then followed 
three years in the motion pictures 
and a three-year engagement in ‘A 
Prince There Was,’ After that he 
appeared in ‘‘The Wandering Jew.” 

Then came the war, and he result- 
antly spent two years as the dramatic 
director at Camp Jackson, 8. C. 
He next bobbed up as a detective 
in “‘The Bat.’’ A long run in the 
Chicago compan: of ‘‘The Gorilla’ 
followed, during which Theadore saw 
the West for the first time. 

He appeared in “A Lady’s Virtue” 
and in ‘‘The Gossipy Sex'’ last sear 
son, after which he became the di- 
rector of a stock company in To- 
ronto.

In this he 
had two réles, Lord St. Earth and 
‘Pwisden, characters so dissimilar 
that he attracted considerable at- 
tention by his complete differentia- 
tion of the two parts. In ‘“‘Escape’’ 
he is seen in three contrasted parts— 
the cockney convict, the High Court 
Judge and the Devonshire farmer. 
Hanray’s experience in Gals- 
worthy’s drama is due to the fact 
that Galsworthy has entrusted him 
with more réles than it is his usual 
eystom to entrust to one person. 
The English dramatist is inclined 
to select actors for his plays who 
represent the types of the parts 
rather than to take the chance 
that a player may be able to convince 
an audience as a character whom he 
physically does not resemble, In 
view of the much discussed question 
of whether this system of casting by 
types is good or bad, Galsworthy’s 
stand in the matter is of interest. 
He quite naturally demands that 
English plays presented in America 
be acted by Englishmen, but he goes 
even further in insisting that his 
Players look the parts they are to 
play. In “Loyalties,’’ for instance, 
Galsworthy at first refused to. let 
Hapray have the réle of Twisden, 
but later consented to let the actor 
show what he could do with it. 
During his long and somewhat 
che association with Galsworthy 
Hanray has had the opportunity to 
observe closely the author’s method 
of producing, Galsworthy attends 
all rehearsals of his new plays and 
oftentimes will travel many miles 
into the provinces to assist at re- 
vivals, He hag definite ideas about 
acting, which are summed up in one 
word, “‘repression,’’ but he carries 
this fetich to such an extreme that 
if a director Jeft him to his own 
bent the plays would be performed 
in such a low key that no climax 
would ever be reached in the playing. 
Unlike Bernard Shaw, who, Han- 
ray says, would have been a great 
actor had he not decided to he a 
great playwright, Galsworthy has lit- 
tle if any talent for acting, but he ap- 
preciates the fine points of the art 
and always will give an actor the 
opportunity to conyince him of an 
interpretation different from his own 
conception of the réle, Furthermore, 
the author is not averse to receiving 
suggestions as to changes in lines or 
cuts in scenes, a thing Bernard Shaw 
will not endure.

So enraged 
and offended were the contending 
factions at the sight of one another 
that gun-play was an inevitable re- 
sult, despite the effectiveness of Sig- 
nor Ceeley’s voice. Ceeley aceepted 
the flowers and all was forgiven. 

He returned to the calmer atmos- 
phere of London and appeared there 
in the operetta version of ‘‘David 
Garrick.”’ In this show he met Made~ 
leine Collins, also a singer, and mar- 
ried her, They sailed together for 
New York shortly after their maz 
riage, and following a season in 
vaudeville Mr. Ceeley played in the 
Detroit company of ‘‘The Student 
Prince.” He then appeared in the 
Chicago production of ‘‘Katja,”” and 
after another season in vaudeville 
was enlisted for ‘‘My Princess,’ 
Upon its early closing he was imme- 
diately hired for ‘‘The Desert Song.” 


_Al Jolson’s Conductor. 
HERE was a stock joke of Al 
Jolson’s with which patrons of 
“the Winter Garden are probably 
familiar. It was his custom to reach 
down, from the stage and pat the 
brow of the orchestra director while 
he remarked: ‘What lovely hair 
you’re losing!’” The hair in question 
was the property of Oscar Radin, 
master of the musicians for the 
Messrs. Shubert these many years. 
Jolson threatened dire reprisals if 
Radin took any measures to save the 
hirsute subject of his whimsy, and 
the joke stood him in good stead for 
five seasons, Radin has never ob- 
jected to this and other remarks 
which comedians have directed at 
him, for he has always held to the 
idea that the director of the orches- 
tra is also one of the most important 
members of the cast. From the pit 
he has, in his day, exchanged 
badinage with Ed Wynn, James Bar- 
ton, the Howard Brothers, Frank 
Tinney, James Corbett and a host of 
others, He is at present in a quieter 
berth—that of conducting the orches- 
tra which plays for ‘‘My Maryland” 
at the theatre named for his chief 
tormentor. 

Once, during a performance of 
“The Passing Show,’’ Master Jolson 
took it into his head to flabbergast 
Eugene and Willie Howard, who 
were to follow him, At 9:80 Jolson 
commenced singing songs, while the 
Messrs, Howard waited their turn. 
Usually Jolson was finished by 10 
o’clock, but on this occasion he re- 
quested Radin, who was in charge 
of the orchestra, to play every song 
his men could remember. While the 
Howards kept peering anxiously from 
the wings, Jolson kept at it until 
11:30, to the delight of a surprised 
audience, Radin and his cohorts 
had played twenty-seven numbers for 
him when the final curtain dropped, 
w'.-h the Howards still waiting, 

Oscar Radin was born in the some- 
what unpronou1 table city of Byelsk- 
Grodno, Russia, When his family 
moved to the land of the free and 
the brave they settled down in Pitts- 
burgh. There Radin senior decided 
to lay aside a portion of his hard- 
earned Income to pay for the musical 
educatior. of his son, who had ex- 
pressed a desire to become acquaint- 
ed with the intricacies of the violin. 

When Oscar Radin had completed 
his studies he obtained a position as 
second violinist at the theatre hous- 
ing the Pittsburgh Stock Company. 
He was with this orchestra less than 
@ month when he evolved the idea of 
giving the customers excerpts from 
contemporary operettas instead of 
the customary cut-and-dried popular 
songs. Curiously enough, the director 
of the theatre was'J. C. Huffman, 
who now stages most of the Shubert 
mysical productions. Mr. Huffman 
became interested and suggested that 
Radin try the pl » which he did 
with success. this occurred 
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“watching a motion picture 
unravel its plot in celluloid

When a director is making a pic- 
ture with firearms, those ‘weapons 
must be authentic to the period he is 
representing. And so the prop room 
comes to the front. Collected for this 
sole purpose ‘of picturing Pia bw obet-4 
events, there isa great assortment of 
rifles and pistols in the armory of | 
the Paramount studio in Hollywood. 

From the first crude weapon fasb- 
joned by the Chinese after gunpow- 
der’ had. ‘been discovered in the 
twelfth century, to the most modern 
military. and ‘sporting rifle, every 
variety of firearm can be found in 
the studio gun department. 

Fine mahogany cases enclose some 
of the highly ornamented duelling 
pistols that are among the treasures 
of the studio gun department. Gay 
courtiers who’ followed the carefree 
Charles into exile and ruin, carried 
some of the pistols. Old inscriptions 
on the cases prove the antiquity and 
romantic past of those ‘“Weapons of 
Honor.’”’ . 

Heavy leather holsters made for | 
service and not for ornament encase 
the six-shooters carried by those ro- 
mantic knights of the plain, the van- 
ishing cowboys. Scarred veterans of 
many a frontier’ scrape, those six 
guns are. , 

Then there are the Arabian flint- 
lock ‘rifles of the type still used by 
the desert tribesmen. 

Sprinkled among the weapons of 
war is a generous assortment of 
sporting rifles of all types and every 
type of shotgun from the muzzle- 
loader to the automatic. 

There are bayonets for every type 
of rifle, and then there are knives 
of every sort in the Paramount gun 
room. 

It took years to collect this assort- 
ment of firearms, but pictures of ad- 
venture would be incomplete dereean 
out them. 

Then there are other calls to the 
prop room of a different nature. 

The last réel of Clara Bow’s ‘‘Get 
Your Man” draws to a-close. ‘The 
dining room sequence fades out and 
the lovers are next seen in the li- 
brary. It is a-luxurious room lined 
with well-filled book shelves. There 
are books on all subjects. Complete 
editions of the works of literary 
masters, histories, scientific tredt- 
ises, volumes of essays. 

Where do the screen books come 
from? In one section of the prop- 
erty department of the Paramount 
studio in Hollywood is a library con- 
taining more. than 10,000 volumes, 

Every phase ‘of literature is repre- 
sented in. this great storehouse of 
books. There is a history of the 
world in many ponderous volumes. 
There are. many complete sets of 
Shakespeare’s works. Next to one 
Shakespeare set is Boswell’s ‘‘Life 
of Johnson.’’ De Maupassant’s 
stories occupy an honored space on 
the book shelves. 

if a library set is required for more 
than one picture at the same time 
that. does not worry Paramount 
property men. ‘They do not have to 
make a raid on Hollywood book- 
stores or the public libraries. They 
could stock a dozen private libraries 
from their great collection of books 
and still have plenty ef reading ma- 
terial left. on the property depart- 
ment shelves. 

If the hero of a certain Paramount 
picture is attorney, as Tom 
Meighan is in ‘‘The City Gone Wild,” 
it is a simple matter for his office 
library to be well stocked with law 
books. Among the 10,000 books in 
the property department there are 
700 law books... 

Then, there is fiction and poetry, 
drama and essays on art. The engi- 
neer js also provided for such pic- 
tures as *‘Hula.”’. There are scores 

“of volumes on all phases of: engi- 
neering. 

Some of the books have never been 


opened, it is true.. Most of them are 
well worn with the pages soiled and 
marked. All of them have or some 
day will play their modest part in 
the making of Paramount pictures.

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Film of “Private Life of Helen of Troy” 
; Is Nicely Diverting _ 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 

YR the principal parts in the 

free film translation of Pro- 

fessor John Erskine’s widely 

read book, ‘‘The Private Life 
of Helen of Troy,’’ the producers 
have chosen at least two players who 
are fully cognizant of what is de- 
manded of them in their roles. These 
performers are Maria Corda, who 
plays Helen, and Lewis Stone, who 
is seen as Menelaus. Their easy act- 
ing in this satirical effort and the 
bright subtitles make for a good en- 
tertainment, even to those who may 
be disappointed not to find the film 
more like Professor Erskine’s clever 
work. 

On the opening night of this ‘pic- 
ture at the Globe Theatre, Professor 
Erskine, from the stage, explained 
that he had written about the more 
discreet side of Helen’s life. At the 
same time he appeared to have en- 
joyed the screen effort, which had 
been submitted to him at a private 
showing, for he referred to it as a 
“lovely picture.’’ Moreover, he de- 
clared that since meeting Maria 
Corda-he-had forgotten his previous 
impression of the redoubtable Helen. 


The last thing that a film producer | 


wants to be is discreet, and there- 
fore it is not to be wondered at that 
what Mr. Erskine approached with 
caution. is reflected with: anything 
but restraint, At the same time Al- 
exander Korda, husband of Maria 
Corda (who chooses to spell her last 
name in her own way), in his direc- 
tion has adroitly avoided slipping 
into buffoonery. He wanted up-to- 
date mannerisms and speech on a 
background’ of old-time costumes 
and stage settings, and that’s the 
chief enjoyment ‘of this photoplay. 

There is something about this film 
that brings to mind that excellent 
picturization of Mark: Twain’s study, 
“‘A Connecticut Yankee at the Court 
of King Arthur.’”’ This current speci- 
men of film work is not: so- humorous 
or- so .clever.as~the production in 
which Harry Myers portrayed ‘‘The 
Boss.’’ In fact, .it seems as though 
the adapters, while they were. about 
it, might have livened up some por- 
tions of this new offering. But it 
should, also be said that several epi- 
eodes of this affair are pictured as 
well as they could be done, and Miss 
Corda does not miss.an opportunity 
in this her first American film. She 
is remarkably well suited to the part 
of Helen,-for-her features are just 
sufficiently classical. She is a com- 
bination of the ancient and. the mod- 
ern, if one can say so of a beautiful 
‘woman. She displays a keen sense of 
humor in her scenes, and yet she 
keeps within reasonable bounds in 
her acting. Unlike so-.many.- film 
players, she appreciates every angle 
of an incident, and it may only be 
Miss Corda’s eyes that tell either of 
Helen’s mischievous plots or her in- 
corrigible flirtatious conduct. 

Mr. Stone, who indulges.in-a black, 
curly wig,.is an artist who realizes 
that. comedy is most. effective 
through a gloomy mien. Probably 
few persons have devoted much 
thought to the noise that the an- 
cients used to make-when they took 
off their armor. Here one perceives 
Mr. Stone unbuckle his shin guards 
and his breastplate so as to rest; 
and it is, therefore, vexing to this 
Menelaus when Helen. selfishly re- 
minds him that they are due at the 
theatre that night. So poor Mene- 
laus has to buckle on. his armor 
again and prepare himself to go to 
the tedious play, where Helen has 
reason.to expect she will see Paris. 
She loves to go to the theatre to be 
admired, and therefore it is of little 
consequence to her. what the actors 
do, .especially when the young and 


handsome Prince of Troy is present.. 


Helen is thoroughly fed up with Me- 
nelaus, who is ‘not only, middle-aged, 
but snores in his sleep. 





Parisian expertness in seductive 
glances. Her blue .eyes frequently 
attract Paris, who furtively shows 
his admiration for the radiant 
blonde. 

One of the excellent passages is 
where Helen elopes with Paris. She 
is cautious enough to take with her 
some of the modes and millinery that 
incidentally have been imported from 
Troy and these she gives to Paris to 
carry. On the boat on the way over 
to Troy, Paris falls asleep, and it is 
obviously somewhat disappointing to 
Helen that the young. Prince also 
snores. 

Not only are the subtitles in most 
instances quite witty, but Carl Ed- 
ouarde has arranged a‘most appro- 
priate musical score, the principal 
theme being, ‘‘Oh, lady, be good,’’ 
which almost serves the purpose of a 
warning voice at certain junctures.

. The Incorrigible Helen. 


OME .of..the amusing. touches in 

this costly production are where 

‘tthe conscienceless Helen is seen 
making bandages in Troy; and those 
concerned: with the frightful traffic 
regulations in Sparta. Throughout 
this feature-Menelaus is eager. to go 
fishing .with. Eteoneus, . but it is not 
until the .end of the tale that the 
King decides that Helen  hasn’t 
changed after all. He then informs 
Eteoneus that - Helen -will probably 
soon be.leaving for Ithaca with an- 
other Prince, so they can go fishing. 

Tom: O’Brien, one ofthe trio of 
doughboys in ‘‘The Big Parade,’’ en- 
acts the part of Ulysses, and he is de- 
picted exhorting. the mob after. war 
has been declared to give till it hurts. 
Mr.. O’Brien is quite... satisfactory. 
George Fawcett has not. been han- 
died so well-as he might have been. 
He portrays Eteoneus and,’ although 
his acting is good, those who. have 
followed Mr. Fawcett’s characteriza- 
tions. will feel that he has not re- 
ceived the opportunity he. deserved. 
Ricardo Cortez is not particularly 
satisfactory as Paris. 

Mr. Korda’s scenes are most im- 
posing. and the way.in which he has 
directed his crowds is excellent.

this delicate movement more in- 
stinctively. 

“Virtuosity re) 4 this sort may not 
achieve everything in Brahms, but 
it has its full opportunity in Strauss, 
and the. rogueries of ‘Till’ have 
mever sounded more astonishingly 
brilliant than on this occasion. It 
was captivating from first to last. 
The overture to “Tannhiuser,’ which 
beforehand had. seemed .rather a 
tame ending to the scheme, récovéred 
its freshness and verve in the Ber- 
lin players’ handling of it. Théir 
wonderful control of toné gradations 
and their power of réserving a cli- 
max to the exact moment of delivery 
were richly displayed here and the 
last repetition of the pilgrims’ hymn, 
the bélls of the trombones raised so 
as to let the instruments speak. 
straight down the hall, left the au- 
dience gasping. They recovered, 
however, in time to cheer the con- 
ductor and players vociferously.”’ 


Gaspar Cassado,. ‘cellist, made a 
deep impression in London this 
month. ‘‘‘His playing was something 
to revel in and rave about,’’ says 
The Post. ‘‘The beauty of his tone 
and the supple strength of his phras- 
ing at once set the séal of singular- 
ity upon his attainment. He gave 
the first London performance of 
Castelnuovo’s ‘Nottambuli,’ a work 
dedicated to him. His playing of 
this combined all the elements of 
virtuosity with secure musitianship. 
In this ingenious picture-music ‘the 
*cello is called upon to perform even 
more fantastic, things than, in Ko- 
daly’s unaccompanied sonata. But 
with Mr. Cassado all things’ were 
seemingly possible, evén the whist- 
ling of the irresponsible youth and 
the distant trumpets of dawn.” 


Sir Thomas Beecham declares that 
if} his opera scheme succeeds: he will 
bring back to England the great 
niimber of native singers who are 
now singing in foreign countriés. ‘If 
I am to bring these wanderers 
home,” he says, “‘I shall have to 
pay them, and pay them wéll. If 
enough subscribers at two-pence a 
week are obtained I will give opera 
as good as that heard in Vienna, 
New York or Chicago, and far better 
than that at Covent Garden.”’ 


An English ‘‘Macheth.”’ 


AWRENCE COLLINGWOOD’S 
hew opera ‘‘Macbeth’’ was 
given before an invited audience 

last month in London. 

“The composer, an Englishman 
who sought his early career in Rus- 
sia, and who returned home with 
some difficulty at the time of the 
Revolution,’’ says The Times, ‘“‘is 
known as a composer of sérious aims 
anid considerable accomplishment, 
but this, his most ambitious effort, 
proclaims him to be something more. 

“This performance, given concert- 
wise, and well sung by a. strong cast 
of singers with only pianoforte duet 
accompaniment in place of the or- 
chestra, could do no more than give 
a general imprebsion of the large 
scope of the musical design... One 
had to guess how the scenes would 
appear on the stage, and it is ques- 
tionable whether certain episodes. of 
conversation, in spite of the un- 
doubted skill of the dedlamation. 
may not prove to be rather too drawn 
out for practical purposes. “Unfor- 
tunately, ‘in the present stagnant 
condition of operatic affairs in this 
country there can be very little 
chance of the work getting the fuller 
presentation it undoubtedly deserves. 
There is, however. some prospect. of 
its being produced at a German 
opera ‘house. Germany, indeed, 
seems to be the one hope of the 
British operatic composer today. 

“After a turbulent orchestral pre- 
lude, at the Climax of which the 
voices of the’ witches are heard, the 
first act opens with Lady Macbeth 
reading the letter which tells of Mac- 
béeth’s encounter and the prophecy, 
Her soliloquies and the later ones of 
Macbeth himself are remarkably fine 
pieces of vocal déclamation, which 
serve to impress the characters of 
the two protagonists at the outset. 
Indeed, Miss Joan Cross and Joseph 
Farrington, who sang these parts, 
were able to show' that the opera 
céntains parts for dramatic séprand 
and bass which are worthy of the 
attention of great singers. Intensity |, 
is given to the music by the urgent

The 
whole left a strong wish to hear the 
work in its compléte form.”

Play “Culprit Fay.’’ 

ENRY HADLEY’S rhapsody, 
H ‘The Culprit Fay,’ was played 

by: the Péople’s Symphony Or- 
chestra of Boston, which seems to 
Rave becomé a flourishing institution 
in Boston’s musical life. Mr. Hadley 
Was present to lead the orchestra in 
his own compésition, a8 wéll as Han- 
del’s concerto in D and works by 
Manuel de Falla and Saint-Saéns. 

Of Mr. Hadley’s rhapsody, ‘‘The 
Culprit Fay,” Philip Hale rémarked 
that ‘‘this pretty fairy tale, strong 
in imagination, is not so well known 
a8-it uséd to be, nor as well as it 
deserves to be. As the story, sé Mr. 
Hadley’s music is written in a. de- 
lightfully fanciful vein. The differ- 
ent phases of the poém appear in 
turn’ in the music—the moonlight, 
the court, the leap of the sturgeon, 
all in a refined and impressive man- 
ner. The workmanship in the score 


musician. In spite of some séctions 
béing somewhat obscure in their 
Meaning, the part toward the end, 
depicting the cock-crow and the 
flight of the fairies, is strikingly hu- 
morous, original and with a true 
American tang to it.’’, 

Of the performance of the orches- 
tra in the Handel concerto, Mr. Hale 
said that. ‘‘Mr: Hadley had. a; good 
opportunity to show the high quality 
of the string section of the orchestra 
and they did indeed: play excellently. 
What beauty lies, almost undisturbed, 
in these suites of most two centuries 
ago! 
morning.’”’ e 

The Society for the Publication of 
American Music has issued as its 
annual publication a triptych for 
high voice and string quartet, by 
Arthur Shepherd, and a sonata for 
clarinet and piano by Edward Bur- 
lingame Hill. 


What is described as the first Jew- 
ish opera to be published will soon 
make its appearance in book form 
in ‘the United States. This is ‘‘A 
Night in Palestine,”” an opera in 
thrée acts, with libretto and music 
by ‘Jacob. Weinberg (Ben-Zev). At 
the Sésquicentennial in. Philadelphia 
last year this work won a-prize of 
$1,000 by vote of Kurt Schindler, 
Clarefice Dickihson and Nicola Mon- 
tani, 

The story of the opera is founded 
on a drama of Jéwish emigrants who 
leave their homes in Eastern Europe 
and journey to Palestine. There are 
two chief figures, Sev and Leah—the 
first a young workman born in a 
small Polish town, the typical ‘‘pio- 
neér’’ who dares to build his life 
anew in a strange land. Leah, the 
heroine of this Palestinian opera, is 
the daughter of a rich merchant, in 
love with the workman. In the face 
of bitter opposition from her par- 
ents she falls in love with Sev and 
when he breaks away from Poland 
to go to Palestine she follows him. 
The second and third acts show an 
agricultural settlement in Galilee, 
with its difficulties and sacrifices, 
and with the two young persons set- 
tling down to life in.a new home- 
land. 


As for the music of ‘‘A Night in 
Palestine,’’ it is said to be original 
and colorful, reminiscent in some 
passages of Borodin and Moussorg- 
sky. The composer Weinberg has 
gone te folk songs of Palestine for 
his material—a subject which he 
spent five years in studying. He has 
distinguished three separate musical 
idioms in the music of Palestine—thé 
ancient Hebrew songs, the warm- 
blooded songs of the Arabs and the 
songs of the Yemen—and he has 
attempted to présérve some of the 
strange, haunting melodies of all 
three in his Paléstinian opera.

The picture by Cézanne is a water- 
color. It ig a lesson, or perhaps only 
an experience, te see with what 
freedom that anxious hand could 
move toward cosmic statement in 
this pyre vebicde.. Cézpnne saw the 
world. whole in the least of its 
fr ents. Here he paints a balcony 
set in colored space, ‘and in his 
hands it becomes a balcony that tells 
you something of the planets and the 
foree of gravitation that holds them 
to their orbits. It uses, however, only 
the language of.art in the telling. Its 
effect upon the surrounding works 
is not a little disintegrating, Here 
is a mind—it seems to protest against 
adverse eriticism—that thought in 
terms of great masses and natural 
forges; a mind ta which the detail 
of ereation was uninteresting.

FON the work of one American 
painter in near proximity it has 
only the effect of emphasizing 

deep and subtle relation. John Ma- 
rin’s watercolors equally get down to 
the great and simple essentials. He 
hag explained the fashioning of an art 
product in his own words ag parallel 
to the way in whieh e human being 
is fashioned by nature. The revelg- 
tion—tq many a young artist it would 
be that—was published in one of Paul 
Rosenfeld’s ‘‘Manuscripts’* of ae 
The magnificent panel of Marin's 
the chief glory of -this collection of 
Living Art. 

Five examples of the work of 
Charles Demuth campose a radiant 
panel. A greater painter than he wag 
a dozen years ago, Demuth is some- 
what lesg flexible ag an artist, it 
would be difficult to find more 
beautiful painting than he hes given 
to-his still life, to his turnips and 
pears, eggplant, grapes, tomatoes. 
His color. is full and graye, the high 
notes rich, no vulgarity of surface 
imitation byt all the truth of texture 
and natural dyes, In the © little 
sketch Vaudeville, w however, he 
reaches a goal apparently not even 
attempted in the still life. subjects, 
The swinging figures with their. ac- 
cented rhythms come into esthetic 
relation with the Cézanne and the 
Marins with their endless movement 
under ‘the discipline of nature, Jules 
Pascin' is given to the American 
school, and there is no reason to de- 
cline the gift, but it would take more 
than naturalization papers to change 
his accent. His “Florida Beach" in- 
cludes in its loose, delicately woven 
pattern one enchanting figure—a girl 
seated, with her hair, dark hair, flow- 
ing over her shoulders, thin adoles- 
cent shoulders, an appealing slim- 
ness, and the. weight und resilience 
of the lovely mass of young hair sug- 
gested ever so slightly in a way to 
leave no ghance of doubt. 

The other © ericans are Charles 
Burchfield, as stark as usual in ‘tell- 
ing the truth about ‘Winter Sol- 
stice’’ as that unmitigated na om 
happens to the Western town; Walt 
Kuhn, Alexander Brook, ‘Yasno 
Kuniyoshi, Man Ray, Karl Knathes, 
Charles Sheeler, Preston Dickinson, 
Samuel Helpert, Marsden Hartley—e

Any cautious investor would ap- 
prove the diversified holdings in ‘the 
French group, First the older men, 
of whom. there is little left ‘to say, g0 
thoroughly have they heen discussed 
by their admirers and‘ by their de- 
tractors.

UCKLES are réceiving a promi- 
nent place in the display of

In all this searching in America as 
‘well.as in other parts of the world, 
and with all the experimenting in 
‘the fifty years at the Arboretum, ac- 
cording to Mr. Wilson, only four 
species had been found heretofore 
that -were practical for reforestation 
‘purposes in New England. These 
were’ the Douglas fir, or Oregon 
pine, the Japanese larch, the Ser- 
bian- spruce and the -Maximowicz 
poplar. All of these except the pop- 
lar were-introduced in New.

Tests by the Arboretum have re- 
vealed that many trees planted in 
reforestation..projects do not grow 
to. worth-while size in the ‘section. 
The Scotch pine, though it thrives in 
Europe and Siberia, grows well in 
America for twenty years only. After 
that according: to Mr. ‘Wilson, it 
stops: growing and disease sets in. 
The Norway spruce, widely intro- 
duced in America, has proved unsat- 
isfactory. After attaining a certain’ 
height here, its top gets bare. -The 
reason for this phenomenon is still 
undiscovered. 


Oak Dislikes Migration. 

The American white oak, Mr. Wil- 
son reports, does badly when grown 
in’ England, and the English oak will 
not do well here. On.the other hand, 
the red and scarlet oaks and the’ red 


maple of America do well in Great 


Britain, as does also the Norway

RECALLS OLD INVESTIGATIONS 





The Fox Sisters’ Strange Spirit Rappings Went 
Unsolved—The Cock Lane Ghost 


ternational Congress for Psychi- 

cal Research held at the Sor- 
bonne, in Paris, to the plain little 
farmhouse in Hydesville, N. Y., 
where on the night. of March 3l, 
1848, a.fusillade of ghostly rappings 
manifested for the sensational Fox 
sisters may be said to have. begun 


ik is a far cry from the recent In- 


the modern ‘spiritualistic movement. 


On, the one hand, several hundred 
savants discussing ectoplasm, stig- 
mata,. teleplasmic fingerprints, hu- 
man radio emanations and kindred 
phenomena; on the other hand, two 
little girls of 11 and 14 playfully 
chellenging a sa blnrae unseen 
agency. 

Before the Fox tenaity moved into 
their. very ordinary cottage, that 
dwelling bore a malodorous reputa- 
tion in the neighborhood. Earlier 
tenants were said to have noticed 
unaccountable noises in the rooms, 
but the children, Kate and Margaret 
Fox, seemed to have a. peculiar af- 
finity ‘for whatever power. was at 
work. The deposition of their mother 
gives the strange story in a simple, 
straightforward fashion: 

“On the night of the first distur- 
bance we all got up, lighted a candle 
and searched the entire house, the 
Nnoisés continuing during the time, 
and being heard near the same place. 
Although not very loud, it produced 
a jar.of the bedsteads and the chairs 
that.could be felt when we were in 
bed.”,. It was a tremulous motion, 
more than a sudden jar. We could 
fee] the jar.when standing on the 
floor. It, continued on this night 
until we slept. I did not sleep until 
about 12 o'clock. 

“On March 30 we were disturbed 
all night... The noises were heard in 
all parts of the house. My husband

while I stood inside, and the knocks 
came on the door between us. We 
heard footsteps in the pantry, and 
walking downstairs; we could not 
rest, and I then concluded that the 
house must be haunted by some un- 
happy spirit. I often heard of such 
things, ‘but had never witnessed any- 
thite- ofthe kind that I could not 
account for before. : 

“On Friday night, March 31, 1848, 
we.concluded to go to bed early and 
not permit ourselves to be disturbed 
by the noises, but try to get a night’s 
rest. My husband was here on all 
these occasions, heard the noises, 
and helped search. It was very. early 
whén we went to bed on this night— 
herdly dark. I had been so broken 
of my rest I was almost sick. My 
husband had not gone to bed when 
we first heard the noise on this eve- 
ning. I had just laiu down. 

“It commenced as usual. I knew 
it from all other noises I had ever 
heard before. The children, who 
slept in‘ the other bed in the room, 
heard the rapping and tried to make 
similar sounds by snapping their 
fingers. *, 

“My youngest child, Cathie, said: 
‘Mr. Splitfoot, do as I do,’ clapping 
her hands. The sound instantly fol- 
lowed her’ with; the same number. of 
raps. _When she stopped, the sound 
ceased fora short time. Then Mar- 
garetta said, in sport: ‘Now, do just 
as I do. Count’ one, two, three, four,’ 
striking her hand against the other 
at the ‘same.time; and the raps —_— 
ore.

Then questions were asked of the 
discarnate. intelligence supposedly 
busy. Remarkable replies were forth- 
coming. It was gathered that a ped- 
ler had been murdered and buried in 
the cellar and his spirit sought ex- 
pression and redress. For a week or 
more- the house was tthronged with 
visitors, awed. or entertained by the 
phenomena that rapped out all sorts 
of answers to silly and _ serious 
questions. 

Digging was started in the cellar 
for the body of the slain peddler. It 
was announced that human hair and 
bones were found together with evi- 
dences of quicklime; but the remains 
were not enough to prave guilt. 
Fifty-six years later, however, a 
man’s skeleton was reported to have 
been unearthed in the foundation 
wall. 

The Fox sisters caused a sensation 
both here and in Europe for a gen- 
eration. Many scientists and other 
eminent men studied the girls and 
their manifestations. Observers 
were divided into acrimonious camps 
of affirmation and denial. Those who 
believed in the sisters saw in them a 
marvelous .gateway to the beyond. 
Scoffers and skeptics declared that 
the young women were importors 
and producéed their rappings with toe 
and knee joints. The conflict was 
not helped any by the confession of 
Margaret: Fox that seances were 
fraudulent, a statement which she 
subsequently recanted. 

Nearly a century earlier there was 
similar excitement in London over 
what was popularly called ‘‘the Cock 
Lane ghost.’? There were mysterious 
raps in various parts of the house in 
epbCss-18 (0) ome bole Mt: MD bLAA(- ME -4 by MX s) dam &MmR A el) 
daughter of Parsons, the landlord, 
was held responsible. 

A young woman who had lived 
there and kept house for her brother- 
in-law had supposedly died of small- 
pox, but her. ghost asserted that her 
relative had poisoned her. Not «nly 
were there raps in answer to ques- 
tions to confirm this story, but the 
apparition of the victim was said to 
have appeared, as well, to Landlord 
Parsons’s daughter. 

London grew semi-hysterical over 
the spooky mystery. Crowds be- 
sieged the Cock Lane house. The 
landlord even charged a fee of ad- 
mittance. Finally,: a reliable and 
sensible body of investigators. was 
called on. Dr. Samuel Johnson, who 
was. among them, wrote of this fi- 
asco the following conclusion after 
a fruitless investigation: 

**It is, therefore, the opinion of the 
whole:.assembly that the child has 
some art.of making or counterfeiting 
a particular noise, and that there is 
no agency of any higher cause.’’ 

Later. it was disclosed that Land- 


lord Parsons, to pay off a grudge on 
the. accused. brother-in-law of the 














dead woman, had concocted the 
whole diabolical scheme with the aid 
of his wife, a servant, and his little 
daughter. The principals were im- 
prisoned for their fraud.

there, yet the American variety 
when planted there is almost a.com- 
plete failure. 

Restilts of ‘tests of trees for refor- 
estation are too little used in Amer- 
ica, Mr. Wilson says. Many inferior 
species are planted merely because 
of their cheapness; they: will not do 
well, thus will represent waste and 
further. complicate the problem of re- 
newing the country’s timber re- 
sources. 

“Forestry today is guided too much 
by enthusiasm and too little by a 
keen realization of the best way of 
producing results,’’ he remarks... ‘‘Re- 
forestation is. a straight. business 
proposition, after all, and should be 
undertaken with an eye to future re- 
turns, like any other sound invest- 
ment. When buying trees one ought 
to consider -their. probable longevity 
just.as carefully as one considers the 
durability of a piece of furniture or 
the materials for a home. Of what 
value in reforestation are trees that 
live only twenty or twenty-five 
years? The timber of the future 
should grow to be sixty or seventy 
feet in height, and reach a diameter 
of two feet. 


Reforesting Information. 


“The oniy way to get trustworthy 
information is to study the behavier 
of trees over a period of years in 
the climate to be. reforested. This 
is the work that is carried on by the 
Arnold Arboretum. It now contains 
an accurate record of the develop- 
ment of its trees, covering in some 
cases half-a century. Nowhere. else 
in America is it possible to get a 
tree-growing record so long a pe- 
riod.’’ 

From those records it is indicated, 
for example, that the Maximowicz 
poplar, a native of Northeast Asia, 
already thriving on Long Island, is a 
practical tree to grow for pulp. 

The object of the Arboretum ad- 
ministered by Professor Sargent was 
to introduce one of every tree, shrub 
or vine that would grow in the open 
air of Jamaica Plain. This work 
was carried.a long way during his 
lifetime, though by no means com- 
pleted, and it is to further it that 
the Aboretum is now carrying on a 
campaign to raise a $1,000,000 en- 
dowment fund to be known as the 
Charles Sprague Sargent Memorial 





Fund. Since Professor Sargent’s 
death last March $650,000 has been 


raised, plus a contingent gift from}. 


Edward S. Harkness. 
The Aboretum work has won high 
praise from scientists, men interest- 


ed in forestry and public men ac- 


quainted with its field. Speaking of 
Professor Sargent, Dean Henry S&S. 
Graves of the School of Forestry of 
Yale. University, who, in 1893, was 

the first student of forestry under 
him at the Arboretum, said: 

‘*His service in connection with the 
legislation .in New York in 1885 es- 
tablishing the State Forest Preserve, 
his leadership in 1896 in ‘bringing 
about the creation of the Federal 
forest reserve, his: contributions to 
scientific knowledge about trees, 
give him a conspicuous place in the 
history of American forestry. 

A Centre of Tree Study. 


“The Arnold Arboretum which 
stands as the great monument to 
Professor Sargent’s life work is an 
institution. of national.and interna- 
tional significance, similar in this 
sense. to the Kew Botanical Gardens. 
It renders a service to the entire 
scientific world. Here one finds a 
living museum of all the trees and 
shrubs that are suited to the local 
climate. 
the Oriental species.. In fact, I am 
told that many scientists from Japan 
and China visit the Arboretum be- 
cause one can find brought together, 
more completely than elsewhere, ine 
woody plants of temperate Asia. 

“In addition to the outdoor collec- 
tions there has been assembled an 
extraordinary herbarium of botanical 
specimens of the trees and shrubs. 
The value of such a collection cannot 
be over-estimated. Of. equal impor- 
tance is the large library dealing 
with arboriculture in all its branches. 

“It is of vital importance to science 
that the work of Dr. Sargent be con- 
tinued on’a liberal scale. “The Arbo- 
retum is the natural centre of activity 
in the study of trees and associated 
plants. I hope that the research that 


he started may be expanded evea |} 


further into the genetical field and 
that the systematic work will be car- 
ried forward, both: by: studies in this 
country and abroad. The project of 
a large endowment merits the sup- 
port of every one interested in plant 
life.’’

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His Great Flight. From: “Washington to Mexico. City Reveals ‘Again. His’ ‘Consummate: Skill i in Handing

HEN, twénty-seven hours af- 
‘ ter rising from the mud of 
Bolling Field, just outside 
of Washington, Charles A. 
Lindbergh, at ‘2:39 last Wednesday 
afternoon, in the presence of eager 
thousands, landed his shining Spirit 
of ‘Sti Louis‘on’ Valbuena Airdrome, 
close to Mexico City, the obvious 
thing to say about it was, ‘“He has 
done it again.” This‘simple sentence 
includes a double tribute to an amaz- 
ing young man. It means not only 
that he has done unparalleled things 
before, but that he is counted on to 
do them—and ‘that ‘with precision. 
The truth is that Lindbergh’s per- 
formance, from the day early last 
May when he set out in his fine new 
airplane from San Diego and drove 
eastward over the mountains and the 
deserts‘ in the moonlight, bound for 
St. Louis, New York and Paris, has 
been a nearly 100 per cent. perform- 
ance—including an incredibly exact 
adherence to schedules. 

It has been’ so:in spite of the fact 
that the field of his operations, that 
of human flight, is said by so emi- 
nent a -mechanical authority as 
Henry. Ford to be one in which the 
machine counts only ten in a: hun- 
dred against ninety for the man who 
drives.it. Ford said that three years 
ago; when he first began to manu- 
facture ‘aircraft, but he insisted it 
was still-true: only last: August when 
he ‘let Lindbergh take him for his 
first aerial joy ride. « 

On that basis the Ryan monoplane 
with its Wright Whirlwind motor, 
which ‘has flown several more thou- 
gzeni miles than are needed to girdle 
thx earth, »which has crossed the At- 
tantic, which has circused the whole 
country and still served its master 
handsomely on the Mexican flight— 
even though its.performance also has 
‘been close to 100 per cent. of the de- 
mands laid upon it—is entitled to 
only: one-tenth: of ithe credit for the 
accumulated achievement that has 
made Lindbergh within a space of a 
little over. six. months the most fa- 
mous American in the , world and 
brought: him a harvest of honors at 
home.and abroad. unmatched even by 
those of Dr. Benjamin. Franklin, our 
greatest previous ‘‘international”’ suc- 
cess. 

The Man in the Machine. 


If Henry Ford’s authority is not 
enough; or if-you account his figures 
arbitrary, take the testimony of a 
very different man-Brig. Gen, Ben- 
jamin D. Foulois, a flier since the 
beginning: of flying, one of the first 
men’ taught /to -fly by. the Wright 
prothers, whose’ Kitty Hawk experi- 
ments actually took place in the year 
after Lindbergh’ was born. Foulois 
is flying’still, as well/as commanding 
fliers. He' has‘said flatly that failures 
in’ flying “in ‘the! army—accidents, 
‘‘crack-ups,”’ ‘‘crashes’’—are in some- 
thing like nine cases out of ten due 
to failures of the man, not the ma- 
chine. 

In other words, the conditions of 
mechanical flight:are such that even 
when the maghine delivers the best 
that is-in ‘it, the: burden laid upon 
the operator is one of eternal. vigi- 
lance and unfailing alertness, a bur- 
den suchas is not laid upon engi- 
neers of machines of lécomotion on 
land or water, which undertake to 
move in only two dimensions. At 
least ‘these land and water machines 


are not subject under ordinary con- |: 


ditions to dropping from under’ you. 


If this is true—and whether it is 
true because the 90 or more per cent. 
safe aircraft. has not yet been de- 
veloped (as Mr. Ford assumes), or 
because of inherent limiting condi- 
tions of man’s invasion of the air, or 
whether it. means that we must wait 
to gain the native’ winged creature’s 
automatic air sense—in arly case, the 
record of accomplishment of this par- 
ticular master of the flying machine 
as we now have it is only the more 
amazing. For accepting it with all

sense, the airwiseness that many 
good pilots notoriously possess. is 
present in an extraordinary degree 
in Lindbergh, so that it amounts to 
@ positive, genius for aviation. If so, 
it is the solid sort of genius to which 
infinite capacity for taking. pains 
contributes. only :when it, is. linked 
with a ruthlessly eliminative judg- 
ment able to select the right things 
to take pains about. 


A Painstaking Master of the Air. 


From the beginning Lindbergh has 
foreseen, provided, excluded; he has 
made himself master of his machin- 
ery, made doubly sure of the sound- 
ness of the machinery itself. Though 
(as he writes) he was never near 
enough to an airplain to touch it till 
he was 20 years old—which was only 
in 1922—he has hardly ever been out 
of touch with an airplane since. He 
has put himself through all the paces 
in learning to handle all sorts of air- 
planes from bargain-day relics of 
Dre RuAbe MLE helsin ae busta bamepuccohl Coin leet 
to the latest’ arid costliest that’ the 
Government can provide for training 
its crack flying fighters. 

Lindbergh has told the story of his 
‘barnstorming’ cays through the 
West and South; when he played 
tramp in the air, selling joy-rides in 
patched-up Jennies for $5 a ride; he 
has given account of his rigid army 
training at Brooks and Kelly fields; 
and he has described how, while the 
Spirit of St. Louis was: building out 
in San Diego, he studied (and that 
with expert advice) the charts of the 
North Atlantic, the winds, ‘the 
weather reports, the~ temperature 
variations, and worked ‘out the plan 
which made it possible for him to ‘be 
his own most efficient navigator in 
the first and only ‘perfect point-to- 
point ore crossing of the Atlan- 
tic. 

For the flight to Mexico he did the 
same thing. It was his own chart, 
worked out with the hydrographers 
in Washington, -which guided his 
course as far as the border and’ was 
so up-to-the-minute to his hour’ of 
departure—suddenly decided though 
it was—that it hit weather conditions 
aldng the route nearly enough to en- 
able him to make the 2,000-mile hop 
within his estimated time allowance 
plus one hour—in spite of ‘two hours 
lost by getting off his course in the 
fog after passing Tampico.’ 

Even Lindbergh cannot always hold 
his course exactly. The'point is that 
if he strays from it or ‘is ‘forced ‘off 
it he has studied out means of find- 
ing it again. ‘On the Atlantic flight, 


‘for Thstance, he had’ to fly ‘arourid 


cloud® obstacles—even’ once’ to’ turn 
back on his coursé to find niore open 
‘weather conditions—he éven ' came 
down within a few feet of the waves 
and made estimates of the direction 
and velocity of’ ‘the wind from the 
way the foam flecks from: the white- 
caps were borne. He knew, likewise, 











the value of what he calls the ‘air 
cushion’’ close to the surface of the 
land or the water for making flying 
easier—and made good use of his 
knowledge. 

There is thus a method in Lind- 
bergh, and whatever other -things 
that,are in him that count—his clean, 
clear-cut - personality, his ‘simplicity, 
his high courage, his invincible’ cool- 
ness of youth (a rare kind of cool- 
ness)—it is Lindbergh’s thorough 
method which goes far to explain his 
extraordinary control of the two fac- 
tors of his success—the two instru- 
ments of flying, his machine. and 
himself. 


What he has done generally is 
fairly fresh in any reader’s mind, 
since the part of it that counts pub- 
licly began only on the tenth day of 
last May, but the 100 per cent. de- 
livery of all his undertakings ‘de- 
mands a review of the outstanding 
events of which they are composed, 
especially now that to his ocean 
flight, exact to schedule, and to his 
22,350-mile flying tour of the coun- 
try, from border to border and from 
coast to coast, with only one failure 
of the schedule in eighty-two stops, 
is added the first non-stop air jour- 
ney from the capital of President 
Coolidge to the capital of President 
Calles—with all the hopeful amicable 
implications which the Paris achieve- 
ment lends to the gesture. 


The Great Atlantic Flight. 

Lindbergh himself has pointed out 
that in certain respects this. flight 
into Mexico turned out more difficult 
in the matter of navigation. than 
even the Atlantic flight. For in one 
case, flying. east across the ocean in 
a high northern latitude in Summer 
he had only five hours of darkness in 
which he must depend upon instra- 
ments for both .level ‘and direction, 
whereas in the other, flying south: by 
west he had thirteen and. a_half 
hours of darkness, so that.the pro- 
portion of “‘blind’’ flying was much 
greater. By the way, it may be noted 
that he had the benefit of the moon- 
light falling at a ‘strategically figured 
out stage of the voyage in each case, 

The preliminary canter to the Paris 
flight—the air ride from coast to 
coast, with a total flying time. of 
about twenty-four® hours and both 
Rockies and Alleghaniés surmounted 
—consumed ‘only about = thirty-six 
hours, ‘counting: in‘ the stop in St. 
Louis. Lindbergh was at Curtiss 
Field long before dark May 12, and 
at daybreak ‘May 20, with a soft field 
and rain in the air, but a reasonably 


favorable weather forecast, he was |’ 


ready for the’ ocean crossing which 


none before him ‘had done cleanly in |: 


one leap. At’ 7:52'he was off for 
Paris with his course laid for.’ St. 
Johns (which is’a‘little off the great 
circle arc), bécatise ‘he wanted to 
make sure of being sighted at’ that 


point in case*he; was forced down’: 


afterward anywhere out in the At- 





lantic.. Darkness came at 8:15 as he 
drove east over the:great waters. 

There was a light fog at first, with 
white icebergs showing up. in the 
haze of it. Then came g thicker and 
taller fog till he was ‘‘just skimming 
the tops of storm clouds at 10,000 
feet.”” Even so high, the thick haze 
hid everything, but»the stars directly 
overhead. Still taller clouds barred 
the way at times, and: when he tried 
to fly through’ them his ship began 
to collect a coating of sleet. that 
would soon have fatally handicapped 
his flying. It was then he \was 
foreed to turn back into clearer air. 
Afterward he\flew around the clouds 
that he could not climb over. In 
about two hours the moon came out 
and flying was simpler. 

Dawn came at 1A. M., NewYork 
time, and with it a rise of tempera- 
ture, which eliminated serious danger 
from sleet, but even after sunrise, 
when the clouds were somewhat 
broken up, it was often necessary to 
fly through them, navigating entirely 
by instruments. 

When holes appeared in the fog 
as day advanced, the airman dropped, 
down through one of them to within 
less than a hundred feet of the 
waves. It was then he first took note 
of the direction of the wind from 
the blown foam of the white eaps. It 
was almost clear for a little, then the 
fog shut down again, the ‘“‘ceil- 
ing,” as aviators say, lowered 
to zero, and for two hours he 
flew blind at 1,500 feet. When it 
cleared somewhat again there were 
mirages of shore lines that only 
the consciousness of being in mid- 
Atlantic robbed of ‘the! coniplete ‘illu- 
sion of reality. When it.cleared still 
more he flew long distances, almost 
skimming the waves for. the sake. of 
the “fair cushion’ and. the advan- 


tage of checking the wind-drift by 


the -whitecaps’~ foam: 

At-last he: saw the: fishing boats 
off the coast which he suspected to 
be Ireland, and thén, suddenly, when 
he was flying less than! 200 féet above 
the water, the coast itself appeared 
in the haze not more than fifteen 
miles away. § .- ’

he was right on his course, Then 
he crossed a seaway dotted with 
ships, had a marvelous birdseye 
view of the English country—‘‘a 
country of farms extremely small and 
unusually neat,’”’ he says, as he flew 
toward Plymouth, whence he crossed 
the Channel, passing over Cherbourg 
just about sundown. Presently the 
beacons of the London-Paris airway 
appeared to guide him—he had flown 
our airways at night as a mail pilot— 
and just before 10. o’clock. he made 
out the lights of Paris. A few min- 
utes later, when it was 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon in New York, he was 
circling the Eiffel Tower and making 
sure that Le. Bourget, plainly indi- 
cated by its lights, was really Le 
Bourget and not some other flying 
field. 

Immediately afterward came the 
famous perfect landing on that. ex- 
pectant field and the unforgetable 
scene that followed—the rush of thou- 
sands upon the lone American who 
had outmatched Columbus by ‘redis- 
covering a crossing of his western 
ocean—a crossing that took 33% 
hours instead of 70 days. The land- 
ing at Le Bourget was as nearly on 
schedule time as any such landing 


well could be, and as to the point of: 


arrival it was exact. In relation to 
New ‘York. it was a perfect case of 
getting from»where you are to pre- 
cisely where you'set out to go. 

We are not especially concerned 
here with what happened in Paris 
after that—with the furor of French 
admiration and well-deserved honors 
to Lindbergh in three famous and 
ancient capitals of Europe,: We are 
here dealing with Lindbergh the air- 
man and his capacity to deliver him- 
self and his flying machine at a given 
point at a given time ‘by their, own 
power and in their 6wn element. In 
just that fashion in the next few days 
he delivered Captain Lindbergh (that 
then was) and the.Spirit-of St. Louis 
(in admirable working order in spite 
of a 3,610-mile unprecedented non- 
stop ocean. crossing) . at. Evere,. the 
airport of Brussels, and at Croydon, 
the airport of London, for the visits 
inatiissctaed to King.

that the roasted peanut is injurious 
te squirrels. 

And the theory that the shells give 
the squirrels something to exercise 
their teeth on haa been exploded by 
the same authorities, Peanut shells, 
they say, are far tee seft for even 
the effete squirrela of Central Park, 
Tf you want te be kind te the aquir- 
rels, the Commissioner advises that 
you feed them nuts ef a sterner 
breed—hickery, walnut, hazel and 
the like, These are their meat, 

Most purchasers ef peanuts, ald 
atyle, were not primarily interested 
in feeding squirrels. They bought 
them te eat themselves—and to en- 
jey the hitherte inalienable right of 
free’ citigens ta scatter the shells 
ever as wide a terrain as possible, 
This, at least, is the Commissioner's 
eenvietion, and so he had disean- 
tinued the privilege.

Then they will disappear from the 
road to becOme as extinct as the 
dodo. ** ‘ ‘ : 

The Lizzie was like-nothing else: in 
the world of “automobiles. There 
were no pedals, ng transmission, no 
lines like hers. A few.of her sharp, 
hard, unlovely angularities*had been 
rounded off with the years, but, on 
the whole she remained the same 
old, unmodish, rugged flivver. that 
had plowed through: mud -and 
bumped over. rocks whén roads were 
just dirt and not hard, smooth con- 
crete. That Ford should have 
thrown her aside to bring out an 
automobile with such niceties as 
theft-proof coincidental locks, pres- 
sure grease-gun lubrication, steel- 
spoked wheels, standard gear shift, 
something made with Johannsen pre- 
‘ elsion gauges and able to wipe its 
windshield face automatically, is still 
a@ seven days’ wonder. 

The real story of the new Boys) as Mt 
revealed in the vast foundries and 
mills of Fordson, outside of Detroit, 
where something like a mechanical 
upheaval has. been in. progress for 
six months, an upheaval that has not 
yet subsided. Ford is charged with 
having deliberately kept the public 
in suspense like a skillful showman. 
The longer the thrill of expectancy 
the better for him. He is too shrewd 
a business man not to appreciate at 
its full worth the value of all the 
street-corner talk about the sudden 
closing of his factories and about his 
plans. But the postponed exhibition 
of the new car, the rumors of diffi- 
culties encountered were not the de- 
vices of an artful publicity seeker. 


While millions of flivver owners 
from Boston to San Francisco talked 
about him his mind: was on produc- 
tion—on the best &nd_ cheapest 
’ method of turning out his finally ap- 
proved new model by millions a-year. 
He had attacked the most formidable 
problem of his whole career. It haa 
taken him a decade to evolve a sys- 
tem whéreby he could make the ola 
flivver at the rate of 10,000 a day. 
Now he had to begin all over again 
and complete his task in a few 
months: 


Mr. Ford Twenty Years~ After. 


Twenty years have passed since 
Ford became a pioneer in the mass 
production of automobiles and laid 
the foundation of his , colossal for- 
tune. He is a white-haired man 
now, but still the restless, dynamic 
revolutionist that he always was. 
Those of his old associates who have 
stood by him: are middle-aged, pros- 
perous members of the capitalist 
class. It might be supposed that Ford 
‘and this Old Guard have softened 
with the passing of the years and 
that instead of adapting themselves 
to the new ideas of a changing world 
they would lazily confine themselves 
to the improvement of externals, to 
beautifying their simple, unpreten- 
tious Lizzies. But Ford and his 
highly paid assistants made a clean 
sweep....No one fought to retain the 
old Lizzie by bringing her more up- 
to-date. Not a sentimental tear was 
shed over her. 


Since Ford neither thinks nor. acts 
like other men, the new. car. came 
into being in its own curious way. 
Determined to make the cheapest 
ear in. the world, it. might be sup- 
posed that production cost would be 
Ford’s first consideration and. that 
dollars. and cents would govern de- 
sign and workmanship.. He paid no 
heed to costs. He insisted on a. road 
speed of sixty-five miles an hour, 
strength, comfort and style. So his 
_designing staff curved its back over 
drawing boards and.considered these 
essentials alone. Whether the chassis 
and engine were to. cost. $1,600 or 16 
-cents was of. no immediate conse- 
quence.. It was the: production .de- 
partment’s function to: evolve shop 
methods which would make it possi- 
ble for the masses to buy the new 
Ford. ats 
' In this business of creating. a car 
which will satisfy -his conception of 
speed, strength .and comfort Ford 
works in ways that seem a little mad 
to his competitors. New’ models of 
automobiles are usually produced by 
a special engineering: department 
which both designs. and tests. Ford 
believes in minutely subdividing ‘a 
task and turning each subdivision 
over ‘to’ the most practical kind of 
expert he can find, and this whether 
the task is forging and machining 
a crank-shaft or creating a new car. 

He has two staffs, the one to de- 
sign, the other to test. In the shop 
a defective part which.can be saved 
is returned for correction, The in- 
spector who discovers the. defect 
does not even attempt to indicate 
how the correction should be made. 
He simply approves or rejects. Ford 
applies’ the ‘same’ principle “to * the 
purely intellectual work of planning 
anewcar. His designing right hand 
knows not what his testing left hand 
does. 


_ dccordingly, as parts of the new 
“car were fashioned.they were turned 








over to the testing staff with scarce- 
ly a word. The testers proceeded to 
crush, twist, bend and pound. They 
sent-back transmission gears -out of 
which they had succeeded in tearing 
teeth, and rear axles which they had 
reduced to junk. No suggestion of 
a possible method of making a part 
stronger or shaping it more nicely 
to suit its purpose—nothing but the 
battered part and the baldest state- 
ment of what had happened in the 
testing machine. The designers made 
their own - deductions and - began 
anew. Thus engines, transmissions, 
axles, steering gears were tossed 
back and forth. When at last a fin- 
ished car was produced it was the 
testing staff that measured its trac- 
tive effort with the dynamometer 
and ran it up and -down the concrete 
roads of Dearborn and over boulders, 
logs and'stubble of uncultivated land. 
The designers knew that they had 
scored at last simply because noth- 
ing came back. 

It is hard to say how many differ- 
ent models were produced and test- 
ed. -Ford- himself would -say that 
there. never was but one model, but 
that this was changed from week to 
week, to evolve from something 
good into something better. He 
was transformed:once more into-a 
mechanic. The corporation executive 
had become an inventor and engin- 
eer. Ruthless as_his testing staff was, 
he was more ruthless. ‘‘Somebody 
must represent the public,’ he said, 
as the new-Ford had assumed what 
seemed to be its final form. -He 
stepped into a sedan, slammed the 
door.and stepped on the gas. He 
drives a car hard and fast. When he 
came back after bumping over stones 
and half-buried logs in open fields he 
remarked: ‘‘Pretty good, but she 
rides too hard. Put.-on hydraulic 
shock. absorbers.’’. And the shock 
absorbers and half a. dozen refine- 
ments were added as the last touches 
shortly. before the car. was placed on 
public view. \ 


Ford’s:Own Contributions. 


How-much.of.the.new.car is direct- 
ly attributable to Ford himself? It 
is the. fashion for. corporation presi- 
dents to pose as the authors of books 
that they never wrote, as the archi- 
tects of factories that they. never 
never planned, as versatile geniuses 
who easily master the complexities 
of finance and engineering. “Ford 
has none of these affectations. He 
will indicate simply and frankly 
those-parts of the new car which are 
his. personal. contribution. Indeed, 
his designers. give him more credit 
than he is willing to take himself. 
He is. prouder_of Edsel Ford’s part 
in bringing out the: new model than 
of his own, ‘ 


“We've got a good :man in my 
son,’” he says. ‘‘He knows style— 
how’ a car ought'to look: And he 
has mechanical horse sense, too.’’ 

The fact remains that-Ford him- 
self specified exactly what he 
wanted, that he passed on every gear 
and valve stem in the finished prod- 
uct, and that his was the spirit that 
dominated.and animated the design- 
ing staff. 


Ford believes in science, but only 
as a practical aid. He would: not 
‘spend a cent to determine the rela- 
tion of fuel characteristics to engine 
performance, but a million, two mil- 
lions, in building experimental cars, 
testing them to the breaking point 
in the laboratory and on ‘the road, 
and tearing them down to find out 
why they failed. Others may begin 
with mathematical formulas, curves 
and ‘physical laws.° He demands 
something concrete, something made 
with hands out of bright, shining, 
tangible steel, something that can be 
‘hammered, tested ' and used. Hence 
this- new ‘Ford, like ‘the ‘late ‘la- 
mented Lizzie,’ is the product not of 
doctors of engineering. but of very 
practical, ungrammatical, unscholar- 
ly, glorified mechanics of the classic, 
nasal Yankee type.

After the machines have done their work the parts all flow by-way of-conveyors to the famous assembly line (shown in the oval), 
on which they come together and grow into cars. 


canny instinct. for what is mechan- 
ically correct, are the principal char- 
acteristics of these men. Pools of 
ink were probably needed to prepare 
the many working drawings that 
pattern’ makers received in the proc- 
ess of forging and stamping parts 
for the experimental car, and square 
miles of ‘blue prints were doubtless 
made as changes were ordered. And 
yet no mechanical contrivance was 
ever brought out with less waste of 
time and effort, with less prelimi- 
nary figuring, drawing and:-arguing 
than the new Ford. Thefe was just 
one man who had.to be.pleased, and 
that was Henry, Ford. 

Since Ford and“ his men’ never 
thought of production while they. were 
in the throes of creating the new Car, 


they were eventually confronted with 
a situation which would have driven 
an ordinary manufacturer ‘to despair. 
There were no machines to produce 
some ofthe ‘essential parts’ of ‘the 
new car! ‘Take the gasoline tank, 
for example. ‘Ford placed’it'in back 
of the engine and insisted that it be 
electrically welded. ‘Tanks’ are'made 
of terne plate—steel covered with a 
lead alloy. The welded seanis must 
not leak. But ‘terne’ plate had 
never been welded precisely in the 
manner that Ford -wanted. There 
was the rear axle housing.’ It: must 
be spun out of a’bell-shaped ‘forging, 
Ford demanded.) But there ‘was no 
spinning machine. As the practiced 
eye of an automobile mechanic sur- 
veys the new. Ford he finds -half a 
dozen: parts of such unprecedented 
design «that: he wonders how they 
were :made. *If- the »car- were sub- 
mitted::to ;the average ‘ automobile 
manufacturer he ‘would. unhesitat- 
ingly. approve it asa. piece of mech- 
anism but reject ‘it summarily ‘be- 


cash balance of four ‘hundred: mil- 
lions.”’ But the explanation ignores 
the fact that Ford designed the old 
flivver exactly as he designed the 
new car, with never a thought of 


production methods and with much 


less money than those who try to 
interpret him have.today. No,, it is 
not money that accounts for the 
success of the enigmatic Ford, but 
simply a daringly new method of 
attacking and ‘solving an: industrial 
problem, a method which looks facts 
straight in’ the .face: and. ignores 
precedent and tradition. 

Since no machines could be pur- 
chased to:make some of the more im- 
portant, new, parts at a cost deemed 
low enough—and Ford costs must be 
very ‘ low— what was to“be done? 
“We'll invent the machines our- 
selves,” Ford decided. He gave the 
necessary orders through ~ his: lieu- 


tenants—strong, bold: men who have 


worked in the shops.themselves.°: No 
one. ever says **It can’t be’ done’’ in 
the Ford: works, at least ‘not’ when 
Ford gives «the: order. One ofthe 
most masterful -and~ forceful : of » his 


cause ‘it-could«not be made” with 


existing machinery. ’ 

To build'a ‘car which is’a ‘brilliant 
success and then to discover that it 
cannot be’ produced ‘cheaply by any 


known ' methods ‘and .machines—can | 


anything be more senseless? ‘Is it 
any wonder that Henry Ford is still 
the great human enigma of industry 
and that his competitors in making

millions than to explain him and his 
manufacturing - eccentricities? De-

Ford is 
no wastrel. He has bought 4,500 
new machine tools, but his designing 
department has altered 15,000 more— 
two.items which alone involved an 
expenditure of nearly $10,000,000. 

To make the new rear axle, an en- 
tirely new group. of tools was con- 
structed. One hundred and twenty- 
six. gear-generating machines were 
completely, rebuilt at a cost of $3,000 
each to produce two gears included 
in the rear axle. The machines that 
spin red-hot metal for the rear-axle 
housing cost $60,000. One million 
dollars was poured out for punch 
presses In order that the new steel- 
spoked wheel could be-turned out 
rapidly, Ford cheerfully ordered 300 
welding machines at a cost of $700,- 
000.. Some of these were devised by 
his own staff for his own purposes 
at a unit cost varying from $700 to 
$9,000 each. 

All told, fully $4,000,000 was spent 
for new tools and $4,500,000 for al- 
tering or rebuilding old ones, Im- 
pressive as these sums are, they fall 
short of the $50,000,000 that Ford is 
popularly supposed to have expended 
in clearing the decks for the manu- 
facture of the new car. The actual 
sum that he has paid to the present 
time in order to attain a production 
of 1,000 cars a day in January, 1928, 
is about $15,000,000, which is extraor- 
dinarily little considering the scale 
o. which he plans and operates. By 
the end of 1928 he intends to turn 
out cars at-the rate of 10,000 a day 
and to employ-150,000 men. . More 
machines must therefore be bought 
and installed. But. Ford will.prob- 
ably not incur an outlay of more 
than $25,000,000 by the time he is 
ready for maximum production. 


The Tireless, Accurate Machines. 


All these thousands of. automatic 
machines that bore, drill,. plane, 
grind and press with. such celerity 
and tireless accuracy have multiplied 
the working capacity of .each man 
in Ford’s employ a hundredfold at 
least. Imagine the new car made en- 
tirely by hand at the rate.of.10,000 a 
aday! It would cost perhaps $10,000.

At’ Fordson: you see 
chains carrying parts moving, in and 
out among: machines and ‘from.one 
department ‘to another. Nothing: is 
transported -by hand. Ev 
flows in.a steady stream. Big ‘con- 
veyors are fed by :little conveyors. 
The moving chains are the masters 
here. A man is swamped with work 
if he loafs. And yet there is pals) deb beg 
feverishly hurried in the Ford works, 

If chains and other conveyors can- 
not be employed, then slides are in- 
stalled. What is.a slide? Exactly 
what its name implies—a stationary 
track with rollers, extending, for ex- 
ample, from one machine-tool to an- 
other.: As soon as a’ machine has 
done its work a part is lifted and 
pushed on the slide to the next ma- 
chine: Ford has made the most of 
assembly conveyors and slides. Now 
he is installing in the’ new Fordson 
plant the greatest of ' all conveyor 
systems, one two miles long, a me- 
chanical Mississippi which is fed by 
scores of mechanical tributaries and 
on which the hundreds of parts that 
compose a Ford automatically swim 
to the assembling crews to be bolted, 
Screwed and welded together and. to 
grow into Fords by a process that 
Seems alive because it is so auto- 
matic. 

In a sense, all the Ford industries 
are parts of a gigantic, ever-moving 
machine. In thirty hours Ford can 
take raw iron ore, convert it into an 
automobile which has passed ‘all his 
inspectors. and deliver it 300 miles 
away to a purchaser in “Chicago. 
The feat has not actually been per- 
formed as such, but progressive as- 
sembling, which begins at the ore 
pile and ends at the freight car, 
makes it possible at least on paper. 
And yet Ford told me at Dearborn: 
“We have seen ‘only the ‘beginning 
of mass production!’* 

Progressive assembling, machine 
tools made to order, the proper ar- 
Tangement of machines so that proc- 
esses may ‘be carried out-in the cor- 
rect sequence—all this is’ now com- 
mon practice in ‘the mass production 
of automobiles, most’ of it copied 
from: the now antiquated Highland 
Park plant. Ford ‘hugs no secrets 
to his bosom. Any technical expert 
is permitted to go through-the new 
works at’ Fordson and learn what he 
can. “He may stay for’ days or 
weeks.’ Never will he receive an 
evasive answer to his ‘most search- 
ing questions. ‘If he wants exact 
cost figures he can have them. Even 
blueprints are at his disposal. The 
improvements” in’ atitomatic ma- 
chihes made by the Ford staff are 
the property of ‘the entire automo- 
bile: industry; thé“tool makers ‘are 
permitted to incorporate*them in

Endorsed. by Experts. 


During the ten days following the 
presentation of Governor Smith’s 
plan, endorsement has come from 
many Judges, District Attorneys and 
lawyers. Three criminologists also 
gave it their approval. Dr. George 
W. Kirchwey, former Warden of Sing 
Sing, and a leading writer on crimi- 
nology, hails the Governor’s pro- 
posals as a way out of the “‘chaos in 
criminal administration which we 
have so shamefully endured.’”” The 
present Warden of Sing Sing, Lewis 
EB. Lawes, who has had twenty-three 
years’ experience in prison adminis- 
tration, pronounces the Governor’s 
suggestions ‘‘scjentifically sound and 
feasible.”’--And Miss Jane- Hoey, 
member of the Baumes Crime Com- 
mission and the Welfare Council‘ of 
New York, says that the plan “shows 
intimate knowledge of the inequali- 
ties of justice under the present sen- 
tencing power of Judges, and a re- 
markable grasp of the whole prob- 
lem of dealing with the criminal.in 
all-its aspects—prevention,. sentenic- 
ing and parole.’’ 


Seven Years’ ‘Study. 


Although they came with little pub- 
lic warning, Governor Smith’s .pro- 


posals are’ based upon several years’ |: 


study at first hand of the problem 
of coping with crime. For some 
time he has-been on record as favor- 
ing more scientific methods of han- 
dling felons and various prison re- 
forms, notably at Sing Sing, have 
been carried out with his support. 
His present plan, the Governor feels, 
is in line with previous views he has 
expressed on the subject. 


The--same gradual. -development 
Governor Smith would follow in a 
trial of his plan. In his recommen- 
dations to the Baumes Commission 
he made it clear that he urged-no 
precipitate steps. He expressed the 
belief that the-Legislature should be 
asked for a grant of power and an 
adequate appropriation for the com- 
mission to make an exhaustive in- 
quiry and to give its findings public- 
ity sufficient to attract. public opin- 
ion. ‘Then having made: its. study, 
the commission might have authority 
to bring about at first a gradual 
change in the handling of felony 
cases. The Governor believes that 
certain classes of felons might be 
selected for a trial of the system, 
then the commission should decide 
how much further the experiment 
should be carried before asking ‘or 
additional grants of power. Senator 
Baumes announced after the Gov- 
ernor’s address that his commission 
would urge the coming session of the 
Legislature to authorize the prelimi- 
nary survey. i os 


Policy of the State. 


Governor Smith holds that. the 
method of testing the worth of each 
step fully is in-line with the policy 
of the State. It takes time to change 
any system that has been long ‘in 
vogue, and this has been recognized 
when far-reaching changes in the 
State Constitution have been made. 
The Workmen’s Compensation act 
may be cited as an example. When 
it was first put into operation it ap- 
plied only to injuries caused by acci- 
dents. Then, gradually, the scope of 
the act was expanded. Occupational 
diseases were next added, and so on 
down the list. Created in the same 
gradual. way was the Public Service 
Commission, which was bitterly op- 
posed at ‘first,‘ but- which: later re- 
ceived broader powers by legislative 
grant. The Governor presented his 
plan for change in criminal proced- 
ure for possible development in the 
same genéral’ way. 

But-in. taking-away the-power of 
sentencing convicts, what duties are 
left to\the Judge under the Govern- 
or’s plan? (The Judge would still 
rule on evidence offered by the prose- 
cution and the defense. . In all mat- 
ters of law he would still be supreme

That'the present medical 
facilities in the prisons of the State 
are- inadequate are revealed by the 
annual ‘prison reports to.the Legisla- 
ture. One warden after ‘another 
pleads for more medical* assistance 
to cope with the bare necessities of 
medical ministration. 


Overcrowded Prisons. 


The - fact that* the’ prisons of ‘the 
State are dangerously overcrowded 
naturally adds to the need for more 
expert medica] service. Governor 
Smith . told .the. Baumes Commission 
that at present 1,150 prisoners in the 
four State prisons were not confined 
in cells, due to the overcrowding. He 
said that he had a photograph show- 
ing a prison guard armed with a rifle 
and locked in a steel cage from which 
place he could keep an eye on pris- 
oners in’ the ‘corridor, which had _.to 
be used as a passageway as well. 

The ; Governor’s ‘suggestion of a 
clearing house to classify all convict- 
ed felons before they start serving 
their sentence is in line with a State 
penal policy already. being carried

SPEED. OF GLACIERS IS RECORDED 


By CHARLES FITZHUGH TALMAN. 


HE hundredth anniversary of an 
T interesting scientific; “event 

passed. unnoticed this-year. It 
was in the Summer of 1827 that the 
Swiss’Proféssor Hugi constructed his 
so-called “‘hut’? on-the medial mo- 
raine of the, Unteraar Glacier in the 
Bernese‘ Aips.. The = moraine. isia 
strip of rocky débris running down 
the middle of..the glacier, formed, 
as usual,: by the union of the inner 
lateral moraines of two ‘confluent 
glaciers higher up the mountain. The 
building: of- Hugi’s hut was the first 
step in the systematic measurement 
of glacier. movements, which. have 
since been carried out’ on a_ vast 
scale in the Alps and elsewhere. 


Undet ‘the ‘overhanging ledge of a 
huge granite block . the pioneer 
glaciologist improvised a shelter; in 
which he pagsed several nights. Hugi 
revisited this’ retreat in subsequent 
years and noted its ‘successive posi- 
tions, .as-it-crept slowly downward 
with the general movement of the ice 
beneath’ it:::In 1830 it had traveled 
several hundred feet, and by 1836, 
2,200 feet. In 1839 Louis Agassiz 
came accidentally upon the hut in 
the course of. his explorations of the 
same glacier and found it 4,400 feet 
from its original location. 


The Early Studies. 


In August, 1840, Agassiz and. his 
companions, - Vogt, Desor, Nicolet, 
Coulon and de Pourtalés, constricted 
a similar shelter under a rock with- 
in sight of Hugi’s hut but further 
up ‘the moraine. ‘This ‘rudimentary 
abode,’ in ‘which ‘they bivouacked- for 
some time, was named the ‘Hotel 
des Neuchatelois.”” The following 
Summer the’ “‘h6tel’ was again oc- 
cupied, but it was already disinte- 
grating under the effects of the 
weather ‘arid the’ miovements of the 
glacier, and in 1842 it was found to 
be uninhabitable. Agassiz found it 
badly shattered in 1844. 


After..a,long period of oblivion, a 
fragment of this shelter was discov- 
ered in 1884 by a tourist named: Rit- 
ter. Its identification was estab- 
lished by” ‘the names and dates in- 
scribed on it in red lead by the 
original occupants. Other fragments 
were discovered and similarly iden- 





tified by F. A. Forel. In August, 
1899, members of an international 
conference on glaciers made an ex-

cursion to the spot and examined 
these interesting: relics: «The frag- 
ments were, again examined in 1904. 
In the Summer- of ‘1922 a° thorough 
survey -of*the*region was made by 
Dr..P..L..Mercanton.... Several_pieces 
of the’ original rock were identified: 
and under one of them was discov- 
ered: some of the.straw. which served 
Agassiz and his comparions as bed- 
ding. . The total distance traveled by 
the ‘‘hétel’’? up to that time was 
found’ to be about’ 4:6 kilometers, or 
a little less than three miles. 


The fragments ,were examined . in 
1925. and .1926..° Their. inscriptions 
have nearly disappeared and their 
identification is now difficult. Time 
has dealt more kindly with the rock 
under which Hugi built his shelter. 
It is still: intact -and-has . changed 
little ,in'.appearance in) a hundred 


The story. of Hugi’s hut and the 
“‘Fotel des. Neuchatelois’ is but one 
of the many romantic. episodes in the 
history’ of glaciology. In-1840 Agas- 
siz and his associates made the first 
of a -long series’ of. borings. which 
have since yielded much valuable in- 
formation concerning -the internal 





structure ‘and physical character- 
istics of glaciers... The work in those 
days and for many years afterward 
was exceedingly slow and laborious. 
It was a notable achievement when, 
in 1842, a hole was drilled to a depth 
of ‘218 feet on the Unteraar Glacier. 
Eight laborers were employed in this 
operation. Thermometers were low- 
ered into the drill holes and numer- 
ous temperature readings were made. 
One’ difficulty attending the slow 
methods of drilling formerly in use 
was due-to:the~fact~-that the ice 
moves faster -in-the interior of the 
glacier than at the surface. Thus 
the tools were in danger of being im- 
movably wedged before the hole was 


‘finished, “ 


Modern Methods of Glacier Study. 
‘Methods - have been greatly im- 
proved in modern times. In 1894 


-|Bliimcke and-Hess began. a series of 


borings on the Hintereisferner Gla- 
cier with the purpose of reaching the 
rocky bed of the glacier and thus 
Measuring the depth of the latter at 
various places. A rotary drill was 
used. The bed was reached in sev- 
eral cases, once at a depth of 700 
feet. With the equipment now em-

ployed, drilling, sometimes. proceeds 
at a speed of 300. feet a day. 

A new. era in the measurement of 
glacier. depths: began in 1926, when 
the principle of: ‘‘echo sounding,” 
which: has yielded. such* remarkable 
results in-marine hydrography, was 
applied. by two investigators in dif- 
ferent regions. ofthe Alps. On the 


Hintereisferner,. under the direction | 


of H. Mothes,: numerous: charges of 
explosives were set off and: the echoes 
sent back from the-bed of the glacier 
were recorded. by means of seismo- 
graphs. Dr. Mercanton, who con- 
ducted; experiments: on: the Lower 
Grindelwald and: neighboring »glaciers 
in the Swiss Alps, used’ a geophone 
to detect the echoes of similar deto- 
nations. In both cases a number 
of plausible measurements were 
secured. Mercanton was less stc- 
cessful -in:attempting to apply the 
Langeyin system of sounding by ‘so- 
called ‘‘ultra-sounds,’’- in» which’ the 


acoustic signals consist of very rapid | 


vibrations, (about 40,000. per second), 
but éxperiments with this process 
doubtless “will he continued. © Prob- 
ably in’ ‘the near future acoustic 
methods will- furnish detailed: infor- 
mation regarding the depths of; gla- 
ciers in all parts of the world, in- 
cluding: the Greenland and -Antarc- 
tic ice caps. 

‘Under ‘the auspices of the Interna- 
tional Glacier’: Commission and the 
analogous national organizations of. 
several countties méasurements of. 
the ‘advance ‘and ‘retreat’ of glaciers 
have been made regularly: for some 
years. ‘ In ‘Switzerland,--for ‘exam- 
ple,.. vepabtii on . fluctuations - of this 
character are published annually for 
100 glaciers. In’ 1926*it “was ‘ an- 
nounced that 52 ‘of these were ‘ad- 
vancing, 8 were’ stationary and 40

Addressing the. American. Prison 
Association; .of which he was then 
President, in 1923, Warden Lawes 
said:

In some 
cases. sentences, are. five times. as 
great.as, others for the same crime. 
There are:173 Judges in the courts of 
New. York,State who. by law are, or 
may, be, required to sentence offend- 
ers to State prison., This wide varia- 
tion. and. inequality. is the result. of 
many.. Judges . acting individually 
without any method or machinery 
for standardizing this administrative 
part of their. work, sometimes with- 
out. more than a semblance of infor- 
mation about the person. whose en- 
tire future hangs in the balance of 
the sentence to be pronounced. 

“T'commend the-Governor’s: propo- 
sition to the consideration of every 
thinking. man,” Warden Lawes con- 
cluded. .. 


Kor. Individual. Treatment. 
Miss. Jane. Hoey, who,.as a member 
of ‘the _Baumes Crime .Commission 
and. of the Welfare Council of New 
York, has had a wide: experience -in 
both -the legal. and practical aspects 
ofthe problem with -which-the Gov- 
ernor’s proposal deals, said:

Where Courts Are Curbed. 


Dr. Kirchwey pointed out the 
Baumes laws as a salient example.

Dr. Kirchwey then ‘spoke of his 
own experience. 

‘ “When I was at Sing Sing I set 
myself to the task of devising a 
method of' procedure whereby ‘the 
madmen might be weeded out before 
they had exhibited their’ madness in 
killing or “attempting ‘to kill their 
fellow prisoners,’’ he said. “‘Out of 
this grew the first psychiatric clinie 
at Sing Sing. The report of our 
clinic showed that something like 
12 per cent. of the population of the 
prison—some *200 in ‘all—were’ defi- 
nitely insane, and another 18 per 
cent., that is 300 more, were irre- 
sponsible psychopaths. This is a 
total of 500'out of a population of 
1,500: who were, to a greater or less 
degree, a menace to the peace and 
order of the prison community and 
many of them a possible danger te 
life and safety.’” vs 

Examination of Prisoners. 


This, Dr. Kirchwey holds, indicates 
the necessity fora, board with pro- 
vision for thorough examination of 
all. prisoners _ before sentence is 
passed and with power to fix the 
extent to which each convict shall 
be subject to parole. 

Judge Rosalsky, .he pointed out, 
made a proposal two years ago in a 
general way similar to that advocat- 
ed by the Governor. It was that 
every person convicted of a felony 
should be .sentenced. to prison for 
life—but subject. to parole, to. be fixed 
by .competent. authorities according . 
to. the findings in the case. _., 

As to the effect. on the length of 
sentence under the Governor's pro- 
posed plan, Dr. Kirchwey said: “I 
believe that.25.per cent..of the per- 
sons tried would probably. be sent to 
custodial ‘institutions rather than 
prisons, and that the average sen- 
tence for felony would be longer.””

SHE far- reaching question 
whether the modern world 
will or will not disarm on 
land and sea has been sud- 

denly advanced a stage by two im- 
portant events. At Geneva, Russia 
has told the nations to disarm com- 
pletely. At Washington, President 
Coolidge has asked Congress to pro- 
vide cruisers and other auxiliary ves- 
sels of war. 

Taken at face value, the Russian 
demand means that all nations shall 
disarm completely within a period of 
four years—that they must fulfill the 
hopes of the prophet,’ beating: their 
swords into plowshares and their 
spears into pruning hooks and learn 
no more the art of war. 

Troops must be disbanded. No re- 
cruits must be enrolled and trained. 
Navies must be scrapped. Aircraft 
must be reserved strictly for civil 
use. The manufacture of munitions, 
including poison gas, must be 
brought forever to an end. It is the 
famous rescript of the last of the 
Czars, Nicholas II, echoed by his 
guccessors through the Communist 


megaphone: 


The Russian Paradox. 


The Russians are accused of in- 
dulging in propaganda. Armaments, 


' go they argue,-are the-means where- 


by capitalism controls and exploits 
the workers, including the weaker 
nations. The Soviet Republic, itself 
maintaining the Red Army, knew 
that its proposals, as they stand, 
could not be accepted; nor has there 
been an acceptance. 

At the same time, the Russian ini- 
tiative, whatever may be thought of 
its sincerity, could not be met by a 
flat negative. The smaller countries 
in Europe, more numerous and in- 
fluential than they were before the 
war, are insisting on progress to- 
ward a constructive peace. The or- 
ganization of Europe as an economic 
unit has been begun, especially in 
the steel and chemical industries. 
Also there is a growing conscious- 
ness that by her militarism Europe 
is sacrificing her leadership of civili- 
vation and her comforts in life to the 
United States and other over-sea de- 
mocracies. In Great Britain there is 
severe criticism: of the Government 
of Prime. Minister Stanley Baldwin 
because of its alleged indifference 
to disarmament on land and sea. The 
very existence of the British Empire 
is held to be involved in the prospect 
of peace. 


Peace Work Goes Forward. 
Hence the Russians, working with 
Germany, received a polite hearing. 
It is true that the Preparatory Com- 
mission on Disarmament adjourned 
till March. But the interval will be 
occupied. with endeavors by diplo- 


macy to arrive at a security in Eu-#' 


rope which will enable the League of 
Nations to proceed some distance. at 
any rate along the path suggested. 

Narrower in scope than the Rus- 
sian manifesto, what has been said 
by President Coolidge may prove to 
be of at least equal significance. It 
is the inevitable sequel to the failure 
of the recent naval conference at 
Geneva. ‘‘We were granted much 
cooperation by Japan,’’ said the 
President, ‘‘but we were unable to 
come to an agreement with Great 
Britain.”” The pronouncement is 
clearly not an-end to developments 
but only a beginning. The whole 
question must be considered in any 
event when the Washington Agree- 
ment on battleships comes up for re- 
newal in 1931. 


A review of armaments is thus of’ 1 


immediate importance. It is a re- 
view that must be worldwide. In- 
deed, armies, navies and aircraft are 
all associated. Yet the problem, thus 
complicated, can be analyzed ‘into 
two aspects—the land and the sea. 
Let us consiler these aspects in their 
order and examine precisely what 


| would be involved in a reasonable 


| 


measure of progress toward peace. 
The Aims of Statesmen. 


What statesmanship is seeking is 
not an absolute disarmament on land 
but a limited armament. No nation 
should maintain an army larger than 
it needs for the maintenance of in- 
ternal order. In other words, there 
should be no surplus of troops avail- 
able for aggression. 

The first test of an army is man- 
power, and a rough maximum for an 
army, so limited, is one soldier in the 
establishment for a thousand civil- 
fans. A country with 50,000,000 in- 
habitants would have a standing 
army of 50,000 officers and men. 

If we apply this measure to the na- 
tions of the world, we arrive at a 
Zesult not yet appreciated fully even 
py informed public opinion. The 
world today is not, as we sometimes 
think, an armed-camp. On the con- 
trary, the world as a whole is en- 
joying a strictly limited armament. 
There are only two areas. where 
armies exceed the pacific limit. 
Those areas are Europe and the Far 
East. The question is thus not only 
whether armed nations shall disarm:

With ‘the’ great increase in 
automobile use and the insistent de- 
mand for. more efficient means of 
motor transportation, Mr. Babcock 
has announced that the’ “expenditure 
of large sums for gravel road main- 
tenance ig extravagant and yneco- 
nomical. 

This view has met with — prac- 
tically amounts to a unanimous vote 
of approval from the citizens of the 
State, and on Feb. 15 in St. Paul one 
of the largest meetings probably ever 
held in any State in the Union has 
been called to advocate permanent 
highway improyement.

“At present it is practically — vas

This waste of 
valuable time and mileage is due 


to uncloged gaps in the nation’s pri-| , 


mary highway system. The closing 
of these gaps is fundamentally an 
obligation of the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

“In order that highway communi- 
cation may be established through 
the sparsely settled regions of the 
West it is essential that the Fed- 
eral Aid Road law be immediately 
revised to facilitate the closing of 
gaps in the primary highway sys- 
tem. The law should permit the 
Bureau of Public Roads to construct 
these roads entirely at Government 
expense instead of permitting the 
grant of only a portion of the cost 
under the present law.”’ 

Mr. Babcock cited the need of 
through connections in Arizona north 
of the Grand Canyon. He stated 
that highway communication be- 
tween Utah and Arizona is virtually 
impossible because of stretches of 
unbuilt roads, mostly through Gov- 
ernment lands in this area, which 
is completely cut off by the Grand 
Canyon from the settled portion of 
Arizona. 

‘“‘An immediate revision of the Fed- 
eral Aid Road Jaw is needed to ac- 
celerate road construction in these 
regions,’® added Mr. Babcock. ‘‘At

along the way, we reached Lima, 'the 











capital of Peru, on Aug. 13, 1927,., Wel 


had covered about 5,415 ‘miles of 
gome of the worst’ motoring country: 
in the world in eleven months and 
one day: I was accompanied by my 
wife and a Brazilian:mechanic, Julio 
Katzent. 

After spending: two years as an in- 
structor in the reorganization of the 
Brazilian Army, the wandérlust born 
of war campaigning became too 
strong, and I longed for something 
more stimulating, I became fired by 
the notion of finding a way by motor 
car through’ the wilds of Brazil and 
fastnesses of Bolivia withthe prac- 
tical object of. mapping out a trans- 
continental route, and particularly of 
establishing ‘a highway connection 
between Santos and Callao. The ac- 
tual preparations took One year. 


I financed the greater part of the 
enterprise myself, the balance being 
made up by a group of wealthy busi- 
mess men. We allowed $50,000 for 
the venture. When the journey ended, 
all of the money was..gone. The 
Renault was imported direct from 
France, and arrived minus, among 
other things, the gasoline tanks. 
These had to be improvised at Rio 
before we could actually get under 
way. 

We passed the first 625-mile mark 
at Porto Ferreira after comfortable 
runs over good roads through Petro- 
polis, Sao Paulo and Arras. Putting 
on speed to escape wayside lepers 
here and there, we reached Riberao 
Preto, the native town of Santos Du- 
mont, where our motor developed the 
first of its fatal series of troubles 
and forced us to halt for several 
days. We now began to get into long 
stretches of roadless country and 
rivers without bridges. Rio Preto, 
about 840 miles from Rio, was the 
last civilized town to be encoun- 
tered for many a long day. Ahead 
lay the unknown. 


Breakdown in the Desert. 


We had intended to make for 
Cuyaba by way of Santa Rita de 
Araguaya. But bandits had burned 
the bridge of Santa Anna, forcing us 
to detour across 312 miles of desert. 
In the very middle of this tumbling 
sea of sand the engine broke down. 
The crankshaft had snapped in two. 
My wife, the mechanic and I took 
our water bottle and quinine and set 
out on foot. 


But miracles do occasionally hap- 
pen. Wearily marching along under 
a blazing sun, we fortunately encoun- 
tered a ~ilitary caravan of Ford 
trucks, which returned with us to 
our Renault and towed it into Santa 
Rita—an operation requiring two 
days. At Santa Rita, a gold and 
diamond mining camp, situated ‘in 
the centre of the State of Matto 
Grosso, our military good Samari- 
tans lent us an Wd Ford truck for 
the side trip to Cuyaba, 625 =p 
further on. 


On the way to Cuyaba we came 
upon pteradactyl bones, and made 
note of the longitude and latitude for 
report to the Geographical Society of 
Rio de Janeiro. We also came upon 
several rivers, and were helped 
across in the canoes of friendly 
Bororos Indians, whose language re- 
sembled Turkish spoken by a parrot. 
They gave us details about the ap- 
pearance of two mysterious white 
men in the region. 


A Strange Sight. 


Just before our arrival at Cuyaba 
we saw sitting near the trail a tall, 
gaunt man with gray hair and some 
days’ growth of beard on his face. 
He was clad in shirt and shorts, and 
his bare legs were black with mos- 
quitos. Not recognizing the stran- 
ger’s nationality, I addressed. him in 
Portuguese... He did not reply. . I 
tried English with better results. I 
asked the wayfarer why-he allowed 
the mosquitos to browse upon his 
bare legs. ‘‘They are hungry, the 
poor devils,’’ was his reply. The 
conversation languished. The stran- 
ger, after the manner of Englishmen, 
Was unresponsive and disinclined to 
talk about himself. and. his affairs. 
After fifteen. minutes or so. we con- 
tinued on our way over .the few. re- 
maining kilometers to Cuyaba. 

It was not until we reached Cuyaba 
and mentioned having come across 
@ man who spoke English that we 
Jearned we had been conversing in 
all probability with Colonel Fawcett. 
According to the gossips.at Cuyaba, 
Colonel Fawcett had failed in his 
attempt to reach or to locate the 
fabled City of Gold, though he had 
traveled with his elder son some 
way along the River Xingu. The

Roger Courteville’s Automobile After a Journey of Eleven Months. 





by the revolutionaries and several in- 
habitants were killed. 


We entered Bolivian territory at 
Puerto Suarez, almost 2,688 miles 
from Rio de Janeiro, on Nov. 31, 
about two and a half months on our 
way. 

En route from the Bolivian fron- 
tier to Santa Cruz de la Sierra, our 
next objective, and the capital of 
an enormously rich department, the 
country is virgin soil for automo- 
biles. There is every apparent rea- 
son that it should remain so. End- 
less swamps, torrential rains, the 
continual presentment of hostile In- 
dians lurking in the bush, with the 
added possibility of an arrow in the 
back, are part of the motorist’s lot. 
Most of our time was. spent in ex- 
tricating our Ford-Renault from the 
bogs, Julio and I up to our waists 
in water. Occasionally it was neces- 
sary to attach a pulley.to a-tree and 
‘haul the machine out. We reached 
a way station called Santa Anna only 
by grace of twelve bullocks which 
pulled us there. 

Santa Anna was inhabited by a 
handful of Indian families living 
miserably between swamp and rain. 


oil, considering that it was an oil 
with which they, could cook their 
food. They were not satisfied with 
our explanation. To. retaliate they 
retuead to sell us any supplies. 


Crossing a Swamp. 


Once across the river Tucavaca, we 
faced a swamp that was impassable. 
Fortunately, we had arranged at 
Santa Anna by telephone with the 
military. post ahead at Robore for a 
detail of six soldiers. They made a 
road for us across the swamp_ by 
cutting branches, and a rope and 
pulley did the rest. Fording seven 
more rivers we reached the Robore 


Puerto Suarez, ahd were hospitably 
received by the Bolivian military. 
Leaving Roboré we made a twenty- 
five “~hour non-stop’ run which ex- 


| hausted the gas in our fuel tanks. 


We resorted to alcohol obtained from 
the sugar cane and I was surprised 
at the. results -it- gave. 


At Sao José de Chiquitos’the in- 
habitants had never seen a motor 
car. Seeing the uncouth monster 
enter their quiet village bearing the 
Brazilian flag, they leaped to the con- 
clusion that’ Brazil-was invading Bo- 
livia; and that this was the advance 
guard of an army. They rushed to 
arms, prepared to die for hearth and 
home. -With difficulty were they 
persuaded. that..this was a peacful 
expédition,. motoring for ‘pleasure 
through their trackless marshes. 

Sao José contains the ruins of a 
Jesuit mission, together with a ca- 
thedral and a convent, dating back 
to 1648. Banished; the~Fathers left 
@ curse upon the town they founded 
according -to the legend. . And so it 
would appear. A scourge of politics 
has split the few inhabitants into at 
least fifteen political parties. 

The leaders spend their days in 
hammocks, glasses of liguor..within 
easy reach beside them, while they 
discuss the politics of Woodrow Wil- 
son and Raymond Poincaré. They 
hold the latter two reponsible for the 
present Administration in Bolivia, 
well as for the absence of telephone 
or telegraph service. The limitations 
of-Sao José de -Chiquitos-were- such-

post ‘itself,- about 134 miles ‘ from: 


South America. They. are all white 
people, descendants of the Conquista- 
dors. ‘ 

For a whole week these people were 
so pleased with our car, which they 
had known previously only in pic- 
tures, that they held reception after 
reception for us. For me it was a 
real mystery how they could discover 
all the champagne. I made an offer 
to the municipality of Santa Cruz to 
call the car after the name of the 
city, and this was done one Sunday 
in the presence of “‘high society.’’ 


Auto on Muleback. 


But once we had got into Santa 
Cruz, how were we to get out? From 
Santa Cruz it was impossible to get 
by motor to Cochabamba, the next 
city on the way to La Paz. Santa 
Cruz is about 650 feet above sea level. 
Before us loomed the Andes; whose 
summits rise to-an altitude’ of more 
than 20,000 feet. A southern pass was 
impossible because of dangerous 
rivers and Indian tribes; likewise a 
pass to the north was impractical. 
I took the only solution possible. I 
put my Ford-Renault on muleback. 
It took us forty days. 

Twenty mules were required ,to 
transport the forty pieces of the car 
and six more for the trunks and 
ourselves. It ‘was slow ‘business— 
about- 6% miles‘a day for two weeks. 
We traveled along precipices with 
drops so sheer that one did not dare 
» look’ down.., At Chillon the 
muleteers-all. got: drunk and we lost 
four mules. 

Chillon,was famous for afi under- 
ground passage. where the Jesuits 
were supposed to~ have hidden a 
great store of gold before their ex- 
pulsion. We investigated. It was a 
shallow cave leading only.a few 
yards into-a littlehill, and had been 
excavated by the natural water. At 
Sao Isidro a‘*farmer had built a 
tower he called .a church and put 
all the habitations of his workmen 
around it. I fixed his broken-down 
harmonium forehim: Learning of 
my . knowledge of music, he asked 
me to accompany a mass. 

Reaching Totora, we reassembled 
the automobile, which took a week, 
and then proceeded. to Cochabamba, 


All the way to Puno, the capital of 
the department of that’ name, we 
were received by various authorities 
alond the road. Puno is on the west 
shore of Lake Titicaca, and when we 
got there the Prefect and the authori- 
ties made us the city’s guest and 
obliged us to go to all.the.clubs of 
the city and drink champagne. 


gasoline, in order to keep us ‘‘more 
longer.”’ Finally, after twenty days, 
he let us go. 

Arequipa, the next stopping point, 
is 6,500 feet lower than Puno, and 
we made partiof the descent on the 
Arequipa-Puno Railway roadbed for 
lack of other road. This railway is 
one of the most remarkable road 
constructions in the world. In Are- 
quipa, a big city with a volcano, 
there is a proverb that due to the 
state of the-atmosphere (electricity, 
I suppose) the people go a week with- 
out talking —and, correspondingly, 
without bad humor. At every corner 
if there is not a church there is a 
German: store. 

Also, there was Atico, close to the 
Pacific. Near Atico are ruins of two 
Inca cities. Refusing to be slaves 
to the Spanish conquerors, the Incas 
made big, round holes in the ground 
about one yard in diameter and ten 
or more yards deep, and put them- 
selves to death. In such holes have 
been found as many as fifty skele- 
tons of men,.buried alive, together 
with many other objects, all well 
preserved. 

At last we arrived in Lima--the end 
of almost a year of steady travel. 
We were entertained by the author- 
ities, made official guests of the city 
and received by Sefior Leguia, Pres- 
ident of the republic. Our ‘‘glorious 
trophee,’’ as the newspapers called 
the Ford-Renault, went to the Musée 
Bolivariano’ to’ také~a long’ rest be- 
tween the old uniforms of General 
Bolivar, who is the.man who won 
independence «for . South - America 
from the Spanish conquerors. I do 
not doubt that in some years hence, 
when we shall be forgotten, some 
museum, dragoman will tell the vis- 
itor: 

‘This is the car in which General 
Bolivar gained independence for

NEW GERMAN REFUSE COLLECTOR 
IS SANITARY AND ECONOMICAL 





OKING the aid of engineering 
science, the town of Merbitz, Ger- 
many, is using’ a new device for 

collecting’ and conveying garbage 
and ashes in a sanitary manner. 
With the steadily increasing empha- 
sis on health in municipalities, the 
collection of refuse in uncovered 
vehicles has come to be regarded as 
highly undesirable, and much in- 
genuity has been spent in arriving 
at conveyances that would transport

on. the pavement or allowing light 
and dry particles to blow about. -_ 

Several types of conveyors have 
been devised, the principle of opera- 
tion being common to all. A large 
cylindrical tank “is mounted on: a 
five-ton truck. -Refuse is dumped 
into“a chute at the back, a wheel- 
like device carrying it to the top of

"Nevertheless, ‘in 
order that hig assistants will not fail 
in their work; he has compiled a list 
of rules for making the radio instal- 
lation, The suggestions for’ antenna 
and ground follow: 

° A>osingle’ wires: outdoor: /antenna 
should consist: of 80:to 100° feat: of 
No. 14 gauge! hard-drawn:«copper 
wire. Do not splice the! wire-but run 
the antenna proper direct to the'set, 
thus avoiding: a joint where’:the 
lead-in begins its drop to the receiv- 
er. The wire should be put up as 
high as possible and at Jeast five feet 
from grounded metal objects, such 
as metal roofs. The ends:of the an- 
tenna must be carefully. insulated 
from the points of support. ‘The an- 
tenna and lead-in must not come: in 
contact with other objects, and it is 
best to have the’ lead-in held. out on 
an insulated -stick at least two feet 
from the side of the. building. . Do 
not run-the antenns or lead-in paral- 
lel to electric-or telephone ‘wires, 
If for any reason a splice is made 
in the antenna or lead-in the wire 
should be scraped clean and the joint 
soldered and then: taped:to prevent 
corrocivn. If there are other anten- 
nae on the same roof or near by run 
the new wire at right angles ‘to them 
and as far. away: as:.possible, other- 
wise when one. set ig.tuned the pro- 
gram of a neighbor ig likely to fade. 
Do not run‘ the lead-in. or ground 
wire on top or alongside the receiv- 
ing -set, but always directly.to. the 
rear of the- set, 

Remember that, tuning will be more 
selective if the antenna is not too 
long. If two stations are heard at 
once the trouble can generally. be 
remedied by shortening the antenna. 
For listeners in. cities where there 
are many broadcasting stations it is 
advisable to use a wire about 100 feet 
Jong, ‘including the lead-in. In out- 
lying sections far from a transmitter 
125 feet of wire can generally be em- 
ployed without interference caused 
by overlepping of stations,

How to.Stop Roaring of Loud-Speaker. When Vibta- 
tions Set the Tube Elements Ajar—Short 


Antenna Will Aid 


By ORRIN E. DUNLAP Jr. 

UESTIOQN—I want to purchase a 
A) radio, but. do not know what 

make to get. I want an inex- 
pensive one, good but cheap, plain 
and not showy. , It is just for two 
people in a two-room apartment. 
Kindly give mé;your advice on how 
to procure one and what make do 
you advise?—C. K. ANSWER—For 
obvious reasons this department is 
not in a position to recommend spe- 
cific apparatus. The best plan to 
follow is to go to a reliable radio 
store and ask for a demonstration 
of a receiving sét, mentioning in the 
first. place just how much you care 
to spend. 


QUESTION—I wish.to buy an all- 
electric set either in a cabinet or 
without, for which I.can afford to 
pay not more than $175. There are 
s0 many advertised for about that 
price, and not knowing anything 
about radio myself, will you please 
advise which is the best set for that 
price? In a cabinet, I would go as 
high as $200.—A. T. ANSWER—See 
answer to above question. 

QUESTION—I have had a five-tube 
Fada radio for. about two years. The 
reception of stations is generally 
good. There has frequently been a 
roaring sound in the horn. Some- 
times it will go- away in a short 
time, at other times it keeps up all 
evening. I have disconnected the an- 
tenna, but it keeps on. I have a ‘‘B”’ 
eliminator, two ‘‘C’’ batteries and an 
*“‘A”’ storage battery. I have an out- 
side antenna and have had new 
tubes for about three months. This 
noise can sometimes be stopped by 
raising the lid of the receiver, leav- 
ing it open for a short time, then 
gently closing it upon a_ blotter, 
which is laid upon one corner of the 
box. When the lid of the box is 
open the roaring stops or is not so 
loud. Sometimes it is louder than 
at other times. It is very annoying. 
: Will you please tell me the trouble? 
-—M. R. ANSWER-—Such  disturb- 
ance is known as. a: “‘microphonic’”’ 
noise. It is caused by mechanical vi- 
brations jarring the elements of the 
tubes. Try the loud-speeker as far 
from the set as the cord will reach. 
If that does not stop it one of the 
tubes is. microphonic. Shift the tubes 
to différént sockets and pay par- 
ticular attention to the detector. You 
may find that. another tube in the 


detector socket will cure the trouble. 


The best plan would be to get a,new 
tube and by the process of. elimina- 
tion look for the microphonic tube. 
Keep the wires of the ‘‘B” ¢limina- 
tor away from the antenna and 
ground wires.

July 
some one by accident disconnected 
the lead-in wires and whén they ‘were 
connected again the sét. failed to 
work. The local dealer called and 
said that four tubes, including the 
detector, had givén out.

Interviews with broadcasters in the 
metropolitan district reveal that 
within certain limitations the pro- 
cedure in these matters is the same. 
The stations in the zone affected by 
the S O S remain silent until they 
are authorized to resume broadcast- 

In every case the artists are 
paid and the programs, or such 
parts of them as would take up the 
station’s silent time, are conceled. 

The responsibility for paying the 
artists, ‘however, falls on different 
shoulders. ‘To understand thorough- 
ly the reasons for this one must be 
familiar with the types of programs 
radiated from the station. These’ 
arte of two kinds: ‘‘Sponsored”’ and 
“‘gystaining.’”” The former are those 
paid for by advertisers who purchase 
time .on. the air. The latter are 
studio features paid for by the sta- 
tion itself and put on to fill up the 
lapses’ between. ‘‘sponsored’”’ pro- 
grams. In .many instances these 
‘‘sustaining’’ programs present art- 
ists who volunteer their services free 

of. charge. The reasons for this are 
obvious. The publicity obtained and 
the: prospects of securing remunera- 
tive’ engagements are said to be par- 
amount. 

‘When such a program is _ inter- 
rupted the station’s loss is confined 
to operating charges plus the over- 
head incidental to the station’s be- 
ing on the air. When a “‘sustaining”’ 
program, presenting groups paid for 
by the studio, is affected the studio 
pays the operating charges of the 
station and in addition the salaries 
of. the artists whose programs are 
interrupted. The practice in all 
studios worthy of the name is that

a : ~~. _Inland Stations Not Affected’ 


the’ artist must’ not suffer for any 
curtailing of the program due: to 
causes beyond his control. This pol- 
icy is strictly adhered to and holds 
true both in the local stations and 
the network stations. 

Where ‘“‘sponsored’’ programs are 
put on the air the procedure issome- 
what different. The pay of the art- |} 
ists is. assured by the concerfi buy- 
y| ing time on the air. This ap 
practically all stations: but from this 
point the practice varies. Many of 
the local stations have clauses, in 
their contracts that pravide full. pay 
meht forthe hour if mbre than thir 
ty minutes. of, the program has been 
radiated. If the broadcast has lasted 
Jess than the specified ‘time, the stu- 
dio stands the full loss of the hour’s 
operation... In Bome cases this prac- 
tice is slightly ‘altered between an 
agreement reached by the broadcast- 
ing company and the client buying 
time; but the usual method is to hold 
to the time element as ; written into 
the contract. 

Time Guarantee Ig Fixed. 
““Sponsored’’” programs being sent 
out over networks admit of a variety 
of practices. In theory they operate 
somewhat similar to ‘the local sta- 
tions. ‘ A certain time guarantee is 
fixed. ..The client buys time on so 
many stations for so many minutes 

and pays for it on a sliding scale. 
Stations such as WEAF and WJZ 
charge $600 for a full hour, $375 for 
thirty. minutes and about $234 for 
fifteen ‘minutes. Associated stations 


on their networks charge from $460 


to.$120 for a full hour’s time. 

When an §S O § silences the New 
York area and the key stations go 
off the air, the program is sent out 
over the tietwork, or to such stations 
as are not affected by the call. The 
client pays the full rate for these 
stations and pays a pro-rata rate, 
based on a sixty-minute period, for 
the time that his program has been 
radiated by the station or stations 
silenced by the S OS. This practice 
is supplemented by arbitrary agree- 
ments reached between the client 
and the broadcasting company. If 
the ‘client believes that the selling 
point of his program has been affect- 
ed by the call, the question of the 
extent of the loss he has suffered is 
reached through a conference be- 
tween representatives of his concern 
and the broadcasting company. This 
allows a flexibility of adjustment 


‘that permits each individual case to 


be settled in a manner a aera 
to all parties concerned. 

¢ An official of one of the —s 
jing companies said that contracts be- 
tween his company and clients buy- 
ing time provide for any contin- 


gency that might arise preventing |, 


the station from fulfilling its obli- 
gation. This would include 8S O S 
calls, station ‘ breakdowns and: any 
breaks in the physical links between 
the key station.and other members 
of the hook-up. , But the important 
things for the listener to remember 
is that the payment of the artists is 
assured and that they are waiting ‘be- 


fore’ the microphone to continue 


bringing entertainment to the «mil- 
lions, and that if an S O'S silenceg,a 
station, tune in another outside the 
area affected by the call. 


ADVICE TO ANNOUNCERS 


A recommendation has been: made 
by the Royal -Wireless Commission of 
Australia that there should be some 
supervision of grammar and pro- 
nunciation in radio announcements. 


The commission’s report also con- 
cerned itself with children’s hour en- 
tertainers, as it is held that the child 
mind would assimilate the language 








of radio entertainments,

ADIO experiments conducted 
, under the direction of Professor 
N. I. Adams Jr., of Sloane Lab- 
opatory, Yale University, disclose the 
possibility of using a pair of matched 
plego-electric crystals to control two 
oF more broadcasting stations so that 
they can operate simultaneously on 
the same wave length without pro- 
ducing heterodyne howls.

The first deficiency bill having 
passed the House without discussion, 
ng trouble is anticipated in the 
Senate, where it has already been 
favorably reported. This is good 
news for the fans, inasmuch as the 
bill contains liberal appropriations 
for a better policing of the air. 

It provides $52,186 for the Federal 
Radio Commission and a total of 
$144,000 for the Radio Divisign of the 
Department of Commerce. Of the 
lagt-named amount, $60,000. was 
giyen to the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion, which must now reimburse the 
Radio Division. The Radio Commis- 
sion was left by the last Congress 
without funds and was staked to 
this friendly loan by Secretary 
Hoover. 

About $60,000 probably will be spent 
by the Radio Division for new 
equipment in the New York, Detroit, 
Chicago, San Francisco and Atlanta 
offices. Also Boston or Baltimore 
may figure in this initial strengthen- 
ing, only tentative plans having thus 
far been made. 

For the most part the equipment 
will consist of improved apparatus 
for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether stations are abiding by the 
law and keeping on their wave- 
lengths and are not exceeding their 
authorized power. With the obsolete 
sets now in use, Government radio. 
supervisors have been known to send 
in totally different reports on the 
same situation, this adding to the 
confusion. In zones where there are 
now radio test cars, the new sets to 
be provided will be mounted on the 
cars and thus will add to the mobile 
inspection. laboratories.

“Will Take No. Steps Toward 
1928 Army Game. 


REPLIES. TO.. WEST. -POINT 


Insists on Three-Year Eligibility 
Rule as Basis for Athletic 


Competition.

Wiibur Silent, Implying He Backs 
Nulton ‘on Break Over the 
Football Classic. 


The football breach. between the 
Army and the Navy was widened 
yesterday with the statement: from 
Rear Admiral Louis M. Nulton-that 
“the: Naval -Academy: .contemplates 
taking no further steps toward an 
Army-Navy game in 1928,” and the 
announcement from the office of the 
Secretary. of War in Washington 
that Dwight F. Davis, the Secre- 
tary, “‘does not desire, at present, 
to express an opinion. He hopes the 
subject may be left, as heretofore, 
entirely in the hands of the authori- 
ties of the two institutions."® Secre- 
tary of the Navy Wilbur said that he 
also would not care to take any ac- 
tion now. 

In his statement, issued from An- 
napolis yesterday, Admiral Nulton 
brings out that the contract for the 
game. of 1928 was returned to his 
office unsigned by the Superinten- 
dent of West. Point, Major Gen. Ed- 
win B,- Winans, and that the Navy 
will let matters stand as they now 
are, .That means there will be no 
game next year, despite the fact that 
only one year of the four-year con- 
tract for an annual game has passed. 
There still remains the possibility, 
however, that high officials in the 
service may act. 

Referring to this contract, Admiral 
Nulton states that it was a “‘skeleton 
agreement’”” and was subject to 
change by either party when arrange- 
ments for the' game of the future 
year were made. He said that be- 
cause of the elasticity of the con- 
tract a supplementary agreement had 
te be drawn up for each contest. 
This, he implied, would not be nec- 
essary if the four-year contract were 
all-inclusive. 

Speaks of Unwritten Agreement. 

Further, the Admiral pointed out. 
the “skeleton contract’’ could not be 
considered apart from the ‘“‘unwrit- 
ten, mutual understanding and 
agreement between the two men who 
wrote it, General Merch B. Stewart 
and Admiral Néalton”’; nor could it 
be considered apart from the sup 
plementary agreement covering each 
game. 

Admiral Nulton said also that the 
four-year contract had been drawn 
up in skeleton form because ‘‘the su- 
perintendent of each academy, as a 
matter of administrative procedure. 
determines the athletic policy of each 
institution,”” and any interpretation 
that the four-year contract prohib 
ited either commander the right to 
adopt “administrative policies with- 
in his command which he considered 
essential to the proper conduct of 
that command” was “ridiculous and 
there was no such understanding be- 
tween them’’—the commanders. 

Having emphasized the point that 
either academy was free to make 
any change it saw fit from year to 

ear in spite of the four-year con- 

ct, Admiral Nulton went on to 
state that since it was the Navy’s 
— to make the agreement for the

The Army, through General Wi- 
nans, objec ed-to this-clause as con- 
trary to. the.best, interests of West 
Point and the service and returned 
the contract unsigned..

Free to Compete Till July 1. 


In connection with the date of July 
1, 1928, it is interesting to note that 
the Army and Navy are free to stage 
their. annual basketball game and

Declaring that openness is the aim 
of all Harvard athletic policies and 
taking the stand that ‘“‘any prohib- 
itory rule causes suspicion,’’ The 
News went on to point out ‘‘concrete 
examples of suspicion which arose at 
Yale, Harvard and Pennsylvania’’ 
under this year’s non-scouting pact. 

“Stories had it that Knox, our 
second team. coach, was scouting 
Yale at the Yale-Princeton game, 
when as a matter of fact he was 
sitting with Rockne, Stuhldreher et 
al. at the Army-Notre Dame game; 
our freshman coach was said to have 
been. seen in New Haven the day of 
the Yale-Princeton freshman game, 
when he ‘was at Pennsylvania with 
the varsity; and a coach of one of 
our non-scouting opponents called 
one of our graduates on the tele- 
phone to find out the details of the 
play of one of our mutual op- 
ponents.”’ 

Such attitudes, however false the 
accusations may prove, do not lead 
to “less suspicion and more sports- 

manlike attitudes between the col- 
leges,’’ The News concludes.

The mission of athletics at the 
Naval Academy in relation to the 
student body and the general ser- 
vicé is idéntically the same as that 
of West Point, but. the Naval 
Academ: y does not consider it an 
essential in fulfilling this mission 
to play players six and seven years 
in the same sport, ror does it con- 
sider such a procedure in the best 
Ponte ge of the amateur status of 
spor 

Railing the question of eligibility 
does not bring into, question criti- 
cism of ethics. It does, however, 
bring into question consideration 
of the length of experience of play- 
ers in the same sport and con- 
sideration as to whether the con- 
testants are operating under con- 
ditions which give to each side a 
sporting chance to win. 


Enrolment at the Navy. 


The statement that the student 
body at Annapolis is 50 per cent. 
in excess of that at West Point is 
not in accordance with the fact. 
As a matter of fact, there were on 
Dec. 16, 1927, two hundred ninety- 


three (293) more midshipmen than 
cadets, the numbers at the respec- 
tive academies being, West Point 
1,241, Annapolis 1,534, 

The Naval Academy participates 
in intercollegiate sports with a very 
large number of institutions, and 
it expects to operate in conformity 
with the accepted practices of in- 
tercollegiate sport. Of twenty con- 
ferences covering over 200 accred- 
ited colleges and universities, sev- 
enteen out of twenty conferences 
have considered it desirable to 
confirm to an eligibility rule, and 
of these seventeen eleven conform 
to the three-year rule and six to 
a four-year rule. 

Through the nature of his ap- 

ointment and entrance to both 

est Point and Annapolis, there 
can be no question as to a student 
at either place being a bonafide 
student, and there is considerable 
strength to the argument that any 
student at either institution should 
be eligible for participation in any 
sport at either institution. 


Reasonable Equitable Conditions. 


For intramural. sports there can 
be no question of this. But when 
it comes to intercollegiate contests 
there does arise the question of 
total experience in one sport and 
the desirability of considering eli- 
gibility from the point of view of 
reasonable equitable conditions of 
competition. 

There is one point on which there 
is misunderstanding and confusion 
that I wish to make clear, and that 
is with reference to the so-called 
four-year agreement. vag one 
familiar with the situation knows 
that the Superintendent of each 
academy, as a matter of adminis- 
trative procedure, determines the 
athletic policy of each institution. 

No sincere or just interpretation 
of that agreement can be made 
without at the same time realizing 
that is only a part of the whole 
agreement, which whole agreement 
consists of the four-year agree- 
ment itself, the unwritten, mutual 
understanding and agreement be- 
tween the two men who. wrote it, 
General Stewart and Admiral Nul- 
ton, and the local agreement cov- 
ering each individual game. That 
four-year agreement cannot be 
considered alone, separately from 
the unwritten understanding be- 
tween the two Superintendents at 
the time. 


Free to Make Chauges. 


Neither Superintendent for a mo- 
ment considered that the four-year 
skeleton agreement prohibited him 
for a period of four years from the 
adoption of administrative policies 
within his command which he con- 
sidered essential to the proper con- 
duct of his command. Any such 
an interpretation would have been 
ridiculous and there was no such 
understanding. between .them. 

The four-year agreement as orig- 
inally written contained an eligi- 
bility requirement, which was re- 
moved at the express request of 
General Stewart because he stated 
that it. was a matter of. policy 
which he intends to announce in 
the near future. .This’ point of 
view was accepted by the Super- 
intendent of the Naval Academy, 
and it naturally left him free for 
similar announcement of matters 
pertaining to administrative policy 
which he considered -essential to 
the conduct of his command.

So 
that the annual football games which 
began in 1890 and which have be- 
come the most glowing of all the col- 
lege. athletic contests of the country, 
would not continue to be played. 


Such an announcement was gen- 
erally anticipated and Navy people 
are unanimously behind Admiral 
Louis M. Nulton, Superintendent of 
the Naval Academy, in his refusal 
to play so long as the Military 
Academy fails to limit the period of 
the activity of its players according 
to the usual collegiate rules. 

In fact, Admiral Nulton by no 
means acted upon his personal views 
alone. About a year ago a commit- 
tee, headed by Rear Admiral John 
J. Halligan and about fifteen others 
who had been closely connected with 
football at the Naval Academy, was 
directed to take up the auestion. 

This committee recommended that 
the Nav.l1 Academy adopt the usual 
rules, including the three-year rule 
and that it arrange contests only 
with teams which had similar rules. 
This action, announced early last 
Summer, placed the Naval Academy 
in. the position which made it out of 
the question to play with West Point 
unless the latter also adopted the 
rules. Therefore announcement of 
the break created no special sur- 
p.ise locally. 

The change of relations with the 
Military Academy will not take ef- 
fect until the beginning of the next 
academic year and contests in four 
sports remain to be played. On 
Feb. 25 the basketball teams of the 
service academies play at West 
Point. On May 26 the teams engage 
in three lines, lacrosse and track at 
Annapolis and baseball at West 
Point. These will be the last. con- 
tests between teams of the service 
schools unless a new agreement is 
reached. 

While many believe that the heads 
of the departments will take action 
leading to a renewal of the athletic 
relations, those in closest touch with 
the situation are not so sanguine. 
It is felt that these officials may 
look upon the games as strictly an 
affair of the service academies and 
their ‘officials and will decline to 
take a hand in the matter. 
Admiral Nulton intimated in his 
statement; the Naval Academy will 
now consider the matter of arrang~ 
ing a final game for next season. 


DAVIS STILL HOPEFUL. 


Secretary of War Calls Break 
“Unfortunate Turn.”

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 17.—

Secretary Wilbur refused to com- 
ment, indicating that he was. per- 
mitting Rear Admiral Louis M. Nul-

time. 

The War Department issued a 
statement which was interpreted as 
attempting to throw the blame on 
the navy. It read: 

“In answer to an inquiry as to his 
attitude with reference to the ath- 
letic relations between the. Military 
and Naval Academies the Secretary 
of War has stated that he does not 
desire at present to express an opin- 
ion. He hopes the subject may be 
left as heretofore, entirely in the 
hands of the authorities of the two 
institutions. The present football 
relations of the academies are based 
upon a contract for four years of 
competition. That contract does not 
contain any provision limiting eligi- 
bility of players. The Secretary de- 
sires to refrain from any expression 
until he knows more fully the rea- 
sons why the Naval Academy desires 
to depart from the existing contract, 
which was only entered into last 
year and still has three more years 
to run.” 

In service circles there was a feel- 
ing that the disparity in entrance 
ages for the two academies, as de- 
fined by law, lay at the root of the 
trouble. 
are from 17 to 22 and for Annapolis 
from 16 to 20 years, the difference 


being sufficient to throw many men 
who have attended college to the mil- 
itary academy and keep those men 
from Annapolis. About 53 per cent. 
of. the men at West Point have at- 
tended college for varying periods, 
while at Annapolis it is estimated 
that the number at present does not 
run to more than 10 per cent. 

The question of eligibility, in the 
opinion of army officers, does not 
deserve to be taken seriously, in 
proof of which they point to the re- 
sults of football games bétween the 
two academies for the past thirty 
years, claiming that they show a 
remarkable equality as to games won 
and lost. If college eligibility rules 
are adopted they believe they should 
be made to apply to all forms of 
sport at the two. institutions.

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BRAVES’ NEW MANAGER 
HAS HAD LONG CAREER 


Jack Slattery Played in Majors 
and Minors for Years—College 
Coaching Record Notable. 


Although to the current generation 
of baseball fans Jack Slattery may 
be looked ‘upon as a newcomer from 
the college ranks, the new manager 
of the Boston Braves, who recently 
quit his post as coach at Boston Col- 
lege to take up the task of giving 
the Hub a pennant contender, actual- 
ly has had a long and varied career 
in baseball. For more than a quarter 
of a century Slattery has been asso- 
ciated with college and professional 
baseball in almost every conceivable 
capacity, and because of this is be- 
lieved to have acquired the ground- 
work for a_ successful manager. 
There is scarcely any angle of the 
game with which he has not been 
connected, his career covering that 
of player, scout and coach. 

Born in South Boston and a life- 
long resident of the Hub, Sliettery, 
who is 45 years old, first attracted 
the attention of big league scouts as 
a catcher for Boston College, Tufts 
and Fordham. He received a dental 
degree at Fordham but never prac- 
ticed the profession, for upon his 

raduation he was signed by the 

oston Red Sox in 190] and this de- 
cided him to embark upon a base- 
ball career. 

The Red Sox were then betas man- 
aged by Jimmy Collins and Slattery 
remained in the Hub for two sea- 
sons, when he was traded to the 
White Sox, then under Jimmy Cal- 
lahan. He remained in Chicago until 
Fielder Jones became manager, when 
he was traded to Washington for 
Roy Patterson, a pitcher. Under the 
leadership of Joe Cantillon he devel- 
oped into a star for the Senators and 
soon gained the distinction of being 
one of the outstanding catchers in 
the American “yr 

At the height of his career, how- 
ever, he sustained an injury to his 
throwing arm which ruined his fur- 
ther prospects ag a catcher, although 
he was carried by the Senators for 
several seasons after that because of 
his hitting ability and his value in 
coaching Bag nag Washington, how- 
ever, finally had to let him go, and 
Slattery was sent to the acific 
rerey-¥-1 4 ag Seon where, under the 
warm California sun, his arm par- 
tially responded to treatment. It 
never recovered sufficiently for him 
to return to the majors, but he con- 
tinued to star on the Coast, leading 
the league in batting severa] sea- 
sons. Later he went to the American 
Association and closed out his active 
playing career in the International. 

Abandoning a baseball, 
Slattery turned to coaching colle 
teams. He be at Tufts and de- 
veloped one of the best nines that in- 
stitution ever had. He repeated this 
record at Harvard and three years 
ago went to Boston College. During 
his association with the colleges he 
developed a number of ers who 
later found their way into profes 
sional baseball. While at Tufts he 
brought out Horace Ford, now an in- 
fielder with the Reds, and Harry 
Martin, who later went to the Ath- 
e cs.

Success in 1916, 1920 and 
1924 Causes Them to Look 
Forward Hopefully to 1928. 


This being the off-season when 
hope springs eternal in the breasts 
of all and sundry associated with the 
fourteen unsuccessful] contenders in 
the major league pennant races of 
1927, it is but natural one hears on 
every hand that enthusiastic refrain: 
“Just watch our team next year.’’ 
And nowhere are they singing it 
louder and with a greater ring of as- 
surance than in Flatbush.

KEEN COMPETITION 
IN BUILDING RANKS 


Credit Association Advises Con- 
tractors to Use: Caution 
in New Work. 


DANGER IN UNDERBIDDING 


Mechanics’ Liens Have Tied Up 


Several Million Dollars in 
Recent Months. 


Competition is growing keener in 
the construction industry in New 
York despite the number of general 
contracts being let in the metro- 
politan area, points out the Credit 
Association of the Building Trades of 
New York. On this account, Edward 
D. Stout, general manager of the 
Credit Association, advises contrac- 
tors to use caution in taking on new 


work. The best evidence of the 
slackening of activity in the building 
field is shown by the ample supply 
of mechanics in all trades. 

“The necessity for more intensive 
research into the financial and prac- 
tical resources,’’ says Mr. Stout, ‘‘is 
demonstrated by the recent an- 
nouncement that $20,000,000 have 
been tied up in the five boroughs 
during the past seven months by 
mechanics’ liens. 

‘“‘Cutthroat competition will soon 
make its presence felt again in this 
city because of the decrease in con- 
struction operations. With its com- 
ing the legitimate builder or sub- 
contractor or material man will be. 
tempted, as in the past, to shave his 
bid in order to meet what in many 
cases is fictitious competition. 


Better Credit Methods. 


‘The unscrupulous owner or pro- 
moter of an operation will find con- 
ditions somewhat different today 
than he did when the last period of 
leanness was with us. The advent 


of stricter credit methods, coupled 
with warnings from _ recognized 
agencies allied with the construction 
industry to ‘look before you leap’ is 
having a beneficial effect upon bet- 
ter building and the corresponsive 
stabilizing of a healthier tone in 
major projects. Many owners, cor- 
porations and institutions are real- 
izing that the lowest bidder is not 
always the most reliable. 

“There will always be some out- 
sider to step in and take a chance 
in filling a contract, but nine times 
out of ten he will not have made a 
thorough investigation of the _ in- 
tegrity of. the owner who forces him 
to meet the other fellow’s figure. 
He will not have investigated the 
financial responsibility of the owner 
or the latter’s ability to carry out 
his agreements. The members of the 
Credit Association have all the fa- 
cilities at hand for obtaining this 
bebdedusst-RaleseMel-ske)ucMaelcnacieleseet tae: Wm ey ts A 
Its last report showed that only 
10 per cent. of more than 400 in- 
inquiries were satisfactorily an- 
swered by those to whom they were 


ent. 

“This. indicates that a number of 
new operations will be started where 
the owners or promoters. refuse 
credit information and some of these 
projects certainly constitute a risk, 
particularly where part or even half 
of the payments are made in notes 
for long terms. 


Unfortunate Operation. 


‘Take the recent case of an apart- 
ment kouse operation on the west 
side. The promoters had been in- 
volved in two or three business diffi- 


culties before starting the building 
and borrowed the money to make the 
first payment on the land. They 
made a temporary building loan and 
out of the money received from the 
loan they made further payments on 
the land. 

“They borrowed more money on a 
second mortgage and pushed ahead 
with the project, using the subcon- 
tractors’ money, and very nearly suc- 
ceeded with the whole building, but a 
few contractors, when their accounts 
had large, became nervous, filed 
iens and stopped operations. The 
building was held up for more than 
@ year, as the creditors who held an 
interest in the project of more than 
$300,000 were not willing to take over 
the property and assess themselves 
for the completion. ql 

“‘After the Creditors’ Committee 
had exhausted all efforts tc work ovt 
some: solution of the difficulty, the 
only way in which the building could 
be finished was to have the second 
mortgagee invest more money in the 
building and take title, and as a re- 
sult of that solution he is securing a 
bargain. 

“This was a $2,000,000 operation. 
The creditors have lost about $300,000. 
The delay of more than a year cost 
more than $100,000—which could

The growing practice of secur- 
ing real estate appraisals in which 
the value of the site is obtained 
from one appraiser and the value 
of the structure independently 
from another appraiser is -con- 
demned emphatically in resolu- 
tions which have been adopted by 
the Real Estate Board of New 
York. 

“The resulting figure does not 
necessarily represent the market 
value of the property and the pro- 
cedure is therefore not ethical,’’ 
the New York board rules. 

The New York ruling is directly 
in line with. recommendations 
made by the Board of Directors 
of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards in April of the 
present year, covering particular- 
ly the making of appraisal for 
real estate bond issues. 











REAL ESTATE TAXES 
FOR THE YEAR 1928 


First Instalment of $27 a Thou- 
sand Due on the Ist of 
Next May. 


To those who own real estate it 
will be of interest to know the pros- 
pective tax rate for 1928 and to be 
reminded of what is before them on 
May 1, 1928, when again they must 
wend their way to the Department of 
Finance. 

The taxpayer who on Nov. 30 paid 
the second instalment of his 1927 tax, 
that being the last day to pay with- 
out penalty, now begins to get ready 
for the first instalment of the 1928 
tax due ‘May 1, 1928. 

If. the taxpayer owns property, in 
the boroughs other than Manhattan 
it is very likely that before’ May 1 he 
will have some kind of an assess- 
ment to pay also. 

In Manhattan, however, there are 
not so many of these changes, al- 
though there will be assessments for 
sewers, receiving basins and other 
improvements, and a very large as- 
sessment for the Sixth Avenue exten- 
sion improvement, the removal of 
the Forty-second Street spur and the 
Sixth Avenue elevated above Fifty- 


third Street.

Building 


OW that the vehicular tunnel 
connecting New York City with 
its immediate neighbor, Jersey 

City, has become a reality with an 
average daily traffic of over 20,000, 
what will be the effect upon real es- 
tate in the vicinity of the tunnel ter- 
minals is a question frequently asked 
and discussed by real estate men, 
operators and investors. 

When work was actually started in 
the tunnel, about eight ie ago, 
there was very decided buying for 
investment on and adjacent to the 
plazas formed by the entrances and 
exits to the tunnel on both the New 
York and New Jersey sides of 
the river. 

For years there had been little or 
no real estate activity in the Canal, 
Varick and Hudson Street sections 
of Manhattan and less on the New 
Jersey side back of the Erie and 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
Railroad yards, where the tunnel 
reaches the surface. 

After the first buying flurry on the 
New York side interest waned 
somewhat and those who had made 
investments pocketed their deeds to 
await developments and an increase 
in values. . 

As a result there has not been as 
much development from a building 
standpoint as was looked for and 
predicted. i 

There has been a very decided rise 
in values, however, and there is every 
ri Sy that they will continue to 
climb. 


Cutting a New Street. 


One of the reasons advanced’ for 
the lack of intensive building devel- 
opment that usually follows such an 
important improvement as. the .tun- 
nel is the Sixth Avenue extension. 

This operation and the building of 
the new west side subway have 
caused chaotic conditions in the 
vicinity of Canal Street. 

The operation begins at the exist- 
ing end of Sixth Avenue at Carmine 
Street, from which a new street is 
being cut through’ to Canal Street. 
It is this section which is  specifi- 
cally known as the ‘‘Sixth Avenue 
extension.” 

From the end of the extension at 
Canal Street a cross street is being 
cut to White and Church. Streets, and 
south of that. point Church Street 
is being widened to Fulton Street, 
beyond which Church Street is al- 
ready wide. — 

The city has acquired the. neces- 
sary property for street purposes 
from Carmine to Canal Street, and 
rege the property from Cana 
to Fulton Street has been acquired 
only for subway purposes, steps will 
shortly be taken to transfer it for 
street purposes. 

As soon as this transfer is made 
and the assessments are levied for 
the improvement there is no doubt 


that the section will have a decided 
building boom.

values have increased from the date 
the Holland Tunnel became a cer- 
tainty to the present.

The new Green Industrial Build- 
ing will occupy the full westerly 
block front on Hudson Street from 
Desbrosses to Canal Street, com- 
prising an area of 25,000 square feet 
and twelve stories in height. 

Vivian Green, President of the V. 
Green Company, Inc., who visualized 
the developments which this section 
would undergo due to the opening 
of the tunnel, believes that because 
of its proximity to the financial and 
office centre of lower Manhattan 
large industrial and financial or- 
ganizations will find it to their ad- 
vantage to locate their executive 
and general office departments in 
this section, where space can be pro- 
cured at greatly reduced rentals,- en- 
joying withal the advantages that 
may be had in buildings a few blocks 
to the south, and that all the inter- 
vening space will ultimately be de- 
veloped for such purposes. 


Varick Street Widening. 


Discussing the future of the lower 
west side, Joseph P. Day, real estate 
expert, said: 

“Tt is my. opinion. that..the Varick 
Street and Canal Street. sections 
must develop with warehousing, 
manufacturing~ and commercial 
structures, because of the special 
transportation advantages. 

“The foresight: shown by our mu- 
nicipal authorities in widening Var- 
ick Street and connecting it up with 
Seventh Avenue and more recently 
in extending Sixth Avenue to Canal

The Green Industrial Building, Recently Completed, at Hudson 
and Canal Streets, Adjacent to Manhattan Exit of the Tunnel. 
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upper parts of the city, with sub- 
ways in each of the new thorough- 
fares, has already attracted much at- 
tention to the downtown section, 
which has been dormant for many 
years.

All 
of these buildings have rented quick- 
ly to substantial tenants and rental 
agents report inquiries for much 
more space. With this condition it 
can be ay: seen that much more 
activity will be seen in this section, 
and Varick Street and vicinity will 
soon be lined with important busi- 
ness structures and be one of the im- 
portant commercial centres of the 


city. 

Our neighbors in Jersey City are 
experiencing a similar spirit of ac- 
tivity at their end of the tunnel and 
many important projects are under 
way.’’ 


Development on the Jersey Side. 


The opening of the tunnel already 
has attracted a lively interest to Jer- 
sey City and most particularly to 
Journal Square, the focal point of 
New Jersey’s highway approaches 
to the tunnel and interstate bridges. 

though on the Jersey side the 
tunnel es are not yet com- 
plete and the public must -take 
roundabout routes to their destina- 
tions, yet the rapidity with which 
vehicles get from New York to Jour- 
nal Square and to the entire popu- 
lous ridge. on both sides has been 
amazing to every one. 

The necessity of immediately build- 
ing wide approaches to the tunnel 
from all important centres, however, 
is very apparent. 

Probably over 75 per cent. of the 
tunnel traffic is bound southwardly, 
either to 'the most populous part of 
Hudson County, to Staten Island or 
via Lincoln a hb The State 
Highway Commission is now con- 
sidering a direct outlet from the tun- 
nel approach in front of the Jersey 
City High School over the railroad 
cut to Sip Avenue, pending comple- 
tion of the main approaches.

Brooklyn Realty Valuations 
Have Doabled in Ten Years 


The assessed value of real es- 
tate in the Borough of Brooklyn 
has more than doubled in ten 
years, according to the Brooklyn 
Real Estate Board following an 
analysis of the figures for the 
entire City of New York from 
1918 to 1928. For. the five bor- 
oughs combined, the proportional 
increase .is somewhat lower, yet 
the figures present rather a start- 
ling picture of the tremendous 
growth of the city. 

In 1918 the taxable real estate 
wealth of the city, exclusive of 
exemptions and special fran- 
chises, was $8,339,638,851. 

The tentative figure for 1928 is 
$15,466,183,675, an increase of 88 
per cent. 

During ‘the same period of time 
values in Brooklyn were increased 
from $1,826,813,885 in 1918 to $3,- 
780,468,290 in 1928, a jump of 106 
per cent. 
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BUILDING OPERATIONS 
IN METROPOLITAN ZONE 


Survey Shows Greater Activity 
Than in Any Other Area 
of the Country. 


That building operations in the 
newly defined metropolitan zone of 
New York City are showing greater 
activity than in any other compa- 
rable area in the country is indicated 
by reports made ae yesterday by 
S. W. Straus & Co. from fifty-three 
suburban places outside of the five 
boroughs. q 

Building permits, which may be 
taken as a dependable index of ac- 
tual building activities in this dis- 
trict, amounted to $271,655,152 for 
the eleven months of 1927, compared 
with $258,995,074 for the same period 
of 1926, a gain of $12,660,078, or 5 per 
cent. This is in contrast with a loss 
during the same period throughout 
the ole coun of 13 per cent. 

Building operations in the entire 
metropolitan zone, ifcluding the 

ter ae will this year exceed 
1,250,000,000. Up to Dec. 1 they had 
reached the total of $1,085,682,392 
There are, of course, a number of 
places, particularly on Long Island, 
where no records of building activi- 
ties are kept, although considerable 
building activity has been in prog- 
ress during the year. 

In the nine adjacent counties of 
New Jersey included in the newly 
defined metropolitan zone there are 
also quite a number of places which 
do not yet make returns of their 
building operations. Building reports 
from Westchester County are more 
complete.

Residence Law Plan. .

Submission of this new residence law 
to the commission, therefore, consti- 
tutes the third step in the Real Es- 
tate Board’s effort to bring about 
unified housing control under laws 
amended to meet the conditions 
which have arisen since the Tene- 
ment House law was enacted in 1901. 

In submitting this residence law 
to the commission,”’ said H. H. Mur- 
dock, Chairman of the Real Estate 
Board’s Committee on Apartments 
and *Terrements, ‘‘the board has 
made it plain to Harold Riegelman 
that it was presented for the consid- 
eration of the commission, to be in- 
corporated in whole or in part in 
the legislative measures upon which 
the commission has been working. 

These suggestions represent, in 
the opinion of the board, a long step 
in the direction of proper housing 
regulation. In comparison with ex- 
isting law, they are revolutionary in 
many particulars. 

One proposal, which doubtless will 
be considered quite radical but which: 
undoubtedly is in conformity with 
well-informed modern opinion, is 
that the underlying principle govern- 
ing the requirements for all residence 
buildings should be the degree of 
eth hints rather than cooking, 
as at present. 

“In other words, the existing deft- 
nition of a tenement house as ‘any 
house or building or part thereof 
which is either rented, leased, let or 
hired out to be occupied, or is occu- 
pied, in whole or in part, as the home 
or residence of three families or more 
living independently of each other 
and doing their cooking upon the 
one and includes apartment 

ouses, flathouses and all other 
houses so occupied,’ is eliminated as 
obsolete as applied to buildings here- 
after erected. 


Recommendations State-Wide. 


“Like the present Tenement House 
act, the proposed recommendations 
are State-wide, and in this respect 
aim not only at immediate super- 
vision of these types of housing in 
large centres of population, but at 
preventing in the future the develop- 
ment in either small or large commu- 
nities of those conditions of over- 
crowding and fire risk which have 
created the problems existing in New 
York City and other large urban 
communities. 

‘‘Another | outstan feature is 
the proposal to include the structural 
and inspection control of all types of 
dwellings in a single department, to 
be known as the Department of Hous- 
ing. In order to accomplish this, a 
local law providing in detail for char- 
ter amendments necessary to carry 
out the provisions of the residence 
law, also. has been submitted to the 
commission. 

“No suggestions have been ‘made 
as to the so-called ‘pantry house’ or 
‘non-housekeeping apartment’ al- 
leged to be illegally conducted or 
occupied for cooking purposes; but 
the recommendations provide that

The practice of advancing small 
loans on endorsed notes without tan- 
gible security such as property or

No Credit From Banks. 


‘Persons who have no real assets 
can command no credit in commer- 
clal banks. According to figures of 
a national agency for vital statistics, 
90 per cent. of the population is in 
this class. These people, seeing an 
opportunity to purchase a select plot 
at a bargain, and having insufficient 
capital, can use an ‘industrial loan,’ 
which gives them the required sum 
at the legal rate of interest. The 
increasing value of their newly ac- 


quired property pays the interest and 
to spare.

All former building records in West- 
chester County are likely to be 
broken in 1928, according to L. Ward 
Prince, President of Prince & Ripley, 
who bases his.view a present con- 
struction activity. New projects are 
being undertaken at the rate of more 
than $11,000,000 per month for the 
county, he points out. 

A survey of building permits issued 
in Westchester for’ November shows 
that new construction to the value of 
$9,571,572 was authorized by the eigh- 
teen leading municipalities. The per- 
mits exceeded by $8,645,700, or 61 per 
cent., the value of permits issued in 
November, 1926, and they exceeded 
by $2,165,575 the value of permits 
issued in October. 

The clghtonn municipalities issued 
$90,178,000 of permits during the first 
eleven months of the current year. 

The greatest November gain was at 
Scarsdale, where new a2 ent 


house projects contributed chiefly to veh 


a total of $2,777,900 of permits issued. 

Tuckahoe was second, with a gain 
of 163 per cent., Hast Chester third 
with a gain of 118 per cent., and 
Yonkers fourth, with a gain of 109 
per cent. In the latter city November 
permits mounted to ,448,021 as 
compared with $1,170,415 in Novem- 
ber, 1926. 

‘“‘Westchester has made a remark- 
able record during 1927,” said Mr. 
Prince. ‘“While the d e in- build- 
ing activities throughout the nation 
averaged more than 30 per cent., the 
decline in Westchester, by com - 
son with 1926, has averaged less 
5 per cent., and the percen 
ably will be reduced before 
closes. 

‘In former years the extent of Win- 
ter building in Westchester has been 
indicative of the 8 pros- 
pects. Conside the amount of new’ 
construction now in progress, and the 
additional projects that will get under 
way before the first of the year, it is 
fairly safe to predict that 1928 will 


be a banner year in Westchester.

‘“‘Then came the subway, large and 
improved buildings in the n bor- 
hood, such as the Consolidated Gas 

Company's and others of a similar ha- 
ture along Fourth Avenue and Broad- 
way, in the neighborhood of Four- 
teenth Street. bout three or four 
years ago Fourteenth Street stop 
decreasing in value, the ahapplig in- 
terest returned, and it not only ris- 
ing again to its previous values but 
going Preatly beyond them. 

“‘An interesting story is told of the 
corner of Ann Street and Broadway. 
In the.’50s that.was considered the 
very choicest property in New York 
City, just as Forty-second Street and 
Fifth Avenue is today. Suddenly 
Stewart’s store and the retail dis- 
trict moved up to Broadway at 
Eighth Street, and the southeast cor- 
ner. of Broadway and Ann Street de- 
creased in value. 


City Realty History. 
“After a great deal of vicissitude 


for four or five years it was finally 


taken over by P. T. Barnum and 
used as a musétim during the ’60s. 
The . assessed. valuation then was 
$275,000. P. T. Barnum applied to 
the Tax Commissioner to reduce the 
assessment on the property to $150,- 
000, and gave as a-reason that, the 
retail trade of the city had moved 
up to Broadway, from Eighth to 
Fourteenth Street. The Tax Com- 
missioner agreed with Barnum, and 
the assessed valuation was decreased 
about $100,000. The museum’ was 
burned in the latter part of the ’60s, 
and the property was taken over by 
James Gordon Bennett of The Her- 
ald... It then increased tremendously 
in value until finally it was bought 
by Mr. Havemeyer for. close to 
$1,0¢ ,000, 000 to erect the St. Paul Build- 
ng.’’ 

“The same history of values can 
be shown all over New York City 
and applies with equal force to the 
corner of Canal Street and Broad- 
way, which is owned by. Mr. Day and 
myself. This, in the ’70s, was con- 
sidered one of the finest pieces of 
property in the city, After lying dor- 
mant for many years we bought the 

property, and it is now coming back, 
not alone to its original value but 
vastly beyond it. Of course, I think 
the vehicular tunnel has something 
to do with it. 

‘There are many parts of Manhat- 
tan which are in the same condition 
today. Fourteenth Street is one of 
them. I think Fourteenth Street will 
be, in the course of the next twenty 

years, one of the largest shopping 
vistricts of the city. Its strategic lo- 
cation will natura ly make it so.’ 

Joseph P. Day, ‘in speaking of the 
sale, said that no other property in 
New York had so great human inter- 
est as the old landmark in Four- 
teenth Street which for sixty years 
has been the home of Tammany Hall. 


Tammany Hall Changes. 


“The property just purchased by 
Tammany Hall,” said Mr. Day, 


‘forming a plot fronting 105 feet on 
Union Square East and 150 feet on 
the south side of Seventeenth Street, 
consists of the old Westmoreland 
apartment house, formerly owned by 
the Astor estate, and for many years 
under a long-term lease to the late 
George R. Read, together with sev- 
eral dwellings and altered buildings 
adjoining. 

“The new home of Tammany Hall, 
according to Judge Olvany, leader 
of the Democratic Party in New York 
County, will be of Colonial type, in 
conformity with the buildings of the 
period when the Tammany Society 
was founded, in 1789. 

"In ' the early days Tammany’s 
Wigwam was variously located in 
Talmadge Hall, at 49 Cortlandt 
Street, in Barden’s Tavern, on 
Broadway, in the City Tavern, on 
Broad Street, and then in Martling’s 
Building, at Spruce and Nassau 
Streets. Finally, on May 13, 1811, 
the cornerstone of a permanent Tam- 
many Hall was laid at the southeast 
corner of Nassau and. Frankfort 
Streets; which site later was occupied 
by the ‘old New York Sun. Then in 
1867 came the removal to Fourteenth 
Street and the construction of the 
building that will be vacated when 
the new Wigwam at Seventeenth 
Street and Union Square is ready for 
sr eras
